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Vision Of Future: System Of Mini Buses Through Town

Imagine if you will a system of mini-buses 
operating through Winchester which would 
take you in comfort and cleanliness quickly 
from one part of town to another. 

Even more important, think of the saving 
such a system would have on the Winchester 
family: No need for a second or third car as at 
present. 

Such a system is not impossible, as 
Synectics, Inc., of Cambridge showed 
recently at one of its intensive problem¬ 
solving courses. 

Winchester public transportation (or lack 
of it) was used as the problem for a group of 
people to solve during their class on how to 
find answers to difficult questions. 

A system of mini-buses was one solution to 
the town’s problems with transportation. 

Attended by Winchester Cab Co. owner 
James T. Sullivan, the class suggested a grid 
of bus routes operating on a regularly

To Rise Again 

The American Legion Club on Vine street, 
devastated by fire last September, will be 
rebuilt by April, according to Cmdr. Richard 
Feeney of Border street. 

Construction is underway. Feeney said the 
club is being saved because it is one of only 
fwo veterans organizations in Winchester. 

The post will contain wall-to-wall car¬ 
peting, a new bar and drop ceilings. "A whole 
new place inside,” Feeney predicted. 

Approximately $35,000 to $40,000 will be 
needed. The funds will be obtained from fire 
insurance and banks. 

“We’ll have no trouble getting the money. 
We’ve got a good part now,” Feeney said. 

A membership drive is planned for April, 
after the reconstruction is completed. 

“A veteran can join any place he wants,” 
explained Feeney, who expects a successful 
drive. “We’ve got quite a few out of town 
veterans now.” 

Rebuilding was the last of three courses of 
action possible after a two-alarm blaze last 
September which gutted the huge historic 
wooden structure. 


Other possibilities were tearing down the 
structure and relocating or tearing down the 
structure and foldieg. 

The cause of the blaze, which burned a 
portion of the rear of the 110-year-old 
building, is unknown. Fire Chief I. Francis 
Amico believes it started in a sofa on the first 
floor. 


scheduled basis or on an unscheduled basis, 
depending on demand. 

Regular bus service could also replace the 
highly costly public school buses now in use. 
Sullivan said. 

Sullivan indicated that privately financed 
transportation would be an advantage over 
publicly in that private would be more 
flexible. It would also be cheaper, he thought. 

The government would subsidize the 
private carriers, he said. 

Another idea produced during the 
Synectics class was taxi pools. A cab would 
pick up four or five persons in one particular 
area, resulting in lower per person costs and 
less cars at the railroad stations. 

If there were enough demand, mini-buses 
could be used for taxi pools. 

Sullivan seemed to have great strength in 
the advantages of taxi pools. He said they 
could be used to take residents to the 
Burlington Mall or for elderly trips out of 
town. 

He suggests a prohibitive parking charge 
be levied at the railroad stations to force 
residents to use the public transportation. 


Less cars downtown would also help the 
dying center of Winchester, he feels, by 
permitting more cars to park, ea^inc 
congestion and making the area safer. 

Sullivan mentioned the dial-a-bus system 
in San Francisco as similar to what the 
Synestics group proposed. The San Francisco 
system is like a taxi cab operation but uses 
mini buses. 

Cab owner Sullivan thinks the federal 
government is going to force communities to 
cut the number of parking places at train 
stations and such a bus system will be 
common in the future. 

He feels Winchester could serve as a pilot 
program in this area and intends to contact 
the U.S. Department of Transportation about 
the possibilities of funding a project for 
Winchester. 

Approval would be required from the 
MDC, Winchester board of selectmen, DOT, 
MBTA and possibly the state legislature. 

The first step is to contact DOT, which 
Sullivan intends to do shortly. 

Sullivan, of 19 Ridgefield rd., notes that 


Winchester is currently served by only two 
bus routes, neither one of them an east-west 

route. 

The town used to have a bus route that 
went from Arlington through Winchester 
Center, down Washington street and through 
Woburn to Stoneham. 

He thinks if the MBTA refuses to revive 
that route then it should be done privately. 

“If the MBTA would provide the bus, then 
maybe we could guarantee them so many 
runs. The rest of the day it could be used for 
transportation of the elderly.” 

Sullivan thinks reviving that bus line 
would also help the center businesses since at 
one time (when the bus was operating) people 
from Arlington and Stoneham shopped in 
Winchester Center. 

‘‘The whole object is to bring more people 
into Winchester Center,” the 24-year-old 
businessman said, noting that now his cab 
company takes residents to the Burlington 
Mall to shop when in the past such people 
would have shopped in Winchester.

Ann Krajewski of 22 Brookside ave., with 
three small children in tow, feels, “The editor 
has done a lot for the people of Winchester. 
He’s tied the town together through his 
column and talks about important issues 
people should know.” 

Mentioning town meeting articles as 
especially enlightening, Mrs. Krajewski also 
liked “the little extras” in the paper such as 
the bus and train schedules and the calendar 
of events for senior citizens. 

Several persons said they looked forward 
to reading the editor’s column.

People utilize The Star for a variety of 
information.

A young resident who rarely if ever reads 
the paper, remarked that his* landlady also 
reads it for the obituaries. A youth hurrying 
because someone was waiting for him “en¬ 
joys reading the social page to see what girls 
are getting married.” 

Leonard Landry, a letter carrier, of 
Sylvester avenue is partial to letters to the 
editor and articles on rezoning. 

A 22-year-old who was through school, 
temporarily living in Winchester, “likes the 
feature articles.” 

“There’s been a big improvement on it. 
It’s on a better journalistic level than it used 
to be. It used to be like a gossip column," he 
continued.

train stations in the morning wouldn't have to 
worry about missing their cab pool since 
“undoubtedly there would be another car in 
that section of town.” 

He notes the great expense involved in 
maintaining an automobile, which he has 
broken down to $6 a day. That figure includes 
insurance, gasoline and other expenses. 

A family could save $8,000 over three years 
if they got rid of one of their cars, Suilivan 
maintains. “People are really looking to save 
money. There you are right there. 

“Compare $6 a day with a private car to 50 
cents a day for a cab pool." 

Sullivan also notes that some families use 
their second or third car for only onfe purpose: 
to take the breadwinner to the railroad station 
and bring him back at night. 

“You’re not gaining anything. The car is 
just sitting there depreciating. It’s the most 
inefficient form of transportation possible.” 

John Philipp of 89 Bacon st., a vice- 
president of Synectics, was the one who asked 
Sullivan if he would like to present his 
problem to the class. Sullivan did and titled 


the exercise. “How' to make Winchester 
Transportation more efficient and more ef¬ 
fective.” 

Every couple of months, Philipp ex¬ 
plained, Synectics, runs an advanced course. 
The people who worked on the Winchester 
problem one morning recently had- already 
been through the week-long beginning 
problem solving course and were back for the 
advanced session. 

They spent three hours on the Sullivan- 
Winchester problem. The discussion was 
video-taped. 

The students Later saw that tape to study 
discussion techniques used in solving the 
problem. 

“It’s helpful for us,” Philipp says of the 
use of Winchester transportation problems as 
a teaching tool. “We need real people with 
real problems.” 

The hope is now- that a three-hour teaching 
experience at Synectics might turn into 
something more than a classroom exercise. 


Pair Asphyxiated 
By Faulty Exhaust 


A Medford youth and a Somerville girl 
were found dead Friday morning in a parked 
car on a snow covered lot next to Sandy Beach 
at the Mystic Lakes. 

They died of carbon monoxide 
asphyxiation after fumes filled their car, 
closed tight to the cold. 

The bodies of James Connors, 18, of 
Medford, and Diane Scienzo, 17, of Somer¬ 
ville, w'ere discovered by MDC police officers 
Jack Rabbitt and William McLean at 7:27 
a.m. Friday. 

Officer Rabbitt reported the car was 
running when he approached it. A later check 
by Registry officer Joseph Quinn indicated a 
great deal of fumes filtered rapidly to the 
inside of the older-style vehicle when it was 
started. 

MDC and Winchester police, along with 
Registry of Motor Vehicles officers said the 
pair had been overcome with fumes, from a 
leak in the exhaust system, which apparently 
worked through a hole in a fender and through 
the floor. 

According to MDC police officer Alfred 
Foley, the Winchester rescue squad was 
called. Lt. William O’Leary and firefighters 
Kevin Yore, Louis Cappello and Edward 
Murphy attempted to revive the victims with 
an inhalator without success.

Society tells us that Jan. 1 is a day we’re 
supposed to sit down and make resolutions to 
do better during the year ahead. 

I don’t question we can all do better, but I 
resent being told when to make evaluations 
and set goals. 

First of all, it is too serious a matter to do 
the job halfheartedly. Unless motivation to 
improve comes from within, writing 
resolutions will be nothing but a waste of time 
and paper. 

However, since Jan. 1 does begin a new 
year, I suppose it can also be a time for a new 
beginning in a life. But any day is good for 
that ... and I guess that’s the point I want to 
make. 

In many sensitivity groups such as 
Alcoholics Anonymous, members learn to 
say, “Today is the first day of the rest of my 
life." This slogan helps a man or woman put 
aside the past and begin anew with hope. 

In a decision making program for 
prisoners, participants learn to say, “The 
past is gone, the future is open.” 

It is the decision to change that is im¬ 
portant, not the date. 

In my early life I used to make New Year’s 
resolutions which I felt would make my life 
more satisfactory. 

I didn’t realize it then, but looking back I 
know now that my list included things which 
would make me more acceptable to others ... 
my parents, my brothers, my teachers and 
my friends. 

This carried on into my adult life and 
places where l worked, and later to my 
husband and children. I was always trying to 
please. 

I told myself that to please others pleased 
me and made my life more rewarding, but I 
was not telling myself (because I didn't know 
it then) that many of my own wants were 
going unmet and a part of my personality was 
laying dormant...almost dead to the world. 

Then one day I discovered I was unhappy. 

I wanted to run away. But I knew I couldn’t do 
that so I sought help from friends and began 
looking inward. 

In this growth process I discovered my 
main problem was I didn't love myself. And if 
I didn’t love myself, how could I know how to 
love others? 

This brought to mind the words: “Love thy 
neighbor as thyself.” Up to this point in my 
life, I guess I really never fully understood. 

The differenco between selfishness and 
self love was further explained to me after 
reading “The Art of Loving” by Erich 
Fromm. 

In subsequent years I discovered it is not 
easy to blend “self love” of a healthy nature 
into a life because of old patterns. Resistance 
comes from within as well as without. 

Change is a long process... a lifetime 
process...but awareness is the first step. After 
awareness, comes motivation. Then action. 

In between positive actions there may be 


temporary setbacks or periods of marking 
time, but I learned awareness and motivation 
will always trigger more action. 

So rather than making resolutions on New 
Year’s, I resolve every day to love myself 
more. 

I believe that the more I love me, the more 
the real me will emerge. The more my per¬ 
sonality develops, the happier I will become 
and the more love I will be able to express to 
others. 

My major goal is to stop “knocking me” 
and to be my own best friend. 

In the book “How to Be Your Own Best 
Friend,” authors Mildred Newman and 
Bernard Berkowitz say “If we can learn to 
love and nurture ourselves, we will find 
ourselves richer than we ever imagined.” 

How about you? Do you love yourself? 


Last week I wrote about decorating a 
Christmas tree by myself which I said was a 
new experience. I am happy to hear that 
sharing this experience pleased some people. 

A few days ago I had another new and 
exciting experience. It was just wonderful, 
but I’m not going to share this. After all, a gal 
likes to have some secrets. Right? 


While shopping in a supermarket the day 
before Christmas, I heard from the next aisle 
the words of a mother as she shouted to her 
child: “Damn you. Leaye me alone so I can 
get this damn Christmas shopping done.” 

And we wonder why children go astray as 
they try to grow and learn and become 
mature men and women. 


Tradition has us staying up until midnight 
on New Year’s eve so we can see in the new 
year. 

This reminds me of a New Year’s eve 
when my children were small. Their father 
told them about a custom in England — to go 
out the back door and re-eneter the front door 
carrying pots and pans and banging on them. 
The idea was to take the old year out and 
bring the new year in. 

Paula was excited and had her pan and 
spoon nearby awaiting the bewtiching hour to 
perform. 

But long about 11:30, Chuck, who was 
dozing off, suddently awakened and said 
“What are we waiting for? Do I have to stay 
up?” The answer was no and he went to bed. 

After midnight, Paula’s words told us that 
she had a good time and was glad she was 
allowed to but the look on her face reminded 
me of a Peggy Lee song: Is that all there is? 

Happy 1975 everyone. 


This is the time of year when editors like a 
lot of other people look backwards. 

Over the last year the story in The Star 
that has received the most excitement from 
the public has been our short piece last March 
on someone in the underworld who was 
assassinated. 

In fact I still get comments about that 
story. It seems most people don’t mind having 
members of the underworld living in Win¬ 
chester as long as they don’t have to find out 
about it in their local paper. 

That’s an attitude that always reminds me 
of the people who don’t care what’s going on 
at Town Hall as long as the image of Win¬ 
chester isn’t tarnished. That attitude worries 
me sick. 

That’s how Nixon just about stole the 
United States and got away with it, the un¬ 
derworld now controls so much of New 
England and wrongdoing goes uncorrected at 
Winchester Town Hall.

The other story that elicited the most 
comment was a few paragraphs I wrote in 
this column about how silly cheerleaders are. 

It’s really been amazing how many people 
have come up to me and whispered that they 
agree with me 100 percent—that cheerleaders 
are dumb. 

But these people don’t want anyone else to 
know how they feel. As if knocking 
cheerleaders is a seditious act. 

It’s also disappointing to see how such an 
unimportant little story gets so much at¬ 
tention. 

You really begin to wonder about people 
who are inflamed by such insignificance. I 
wish they were as concerned with some other 
things happening in the world.

In the last year world events certainly 
overshadowed state and local news, making 
the workings of Winchester town government 
pale by comparison. 

Why is it that so many of our residents 
have a wonderful knowledge of the politics of 
such places as Moscow and Tel Aviv, yet the 
government of Winchester has to limp along 
without their participation? 

But ask them who their selectmen or 
school committee members are and they 
wince. 

Yet the government of Winchester 
depends on such people to keep it going and it 
hasn’t had their services for some time. 

Most of us now recognize that we belong to 
a world community and our concerns are 
often directed toward famine and unrest in 
Africa and Asia, about which we as in¬ 
dividuals have zero control. 

We do have control over the Winchester 
town government if we choose. I hope this 
year more people choose to exercise that 
control.

It’s disheartening, especially with a town 
election just a few months away, to see these 
town offices year after year go to the same 
establishment figures who play the ball 
games of favoritism and cronyism that go on 
in towns and cities like Winchester. 

The Park Commission leaps to mind. 
We’ve just got to make some changes on that 
board. 

★ 

Last year at this time I printed a column 
containing the predictions for the new year of 
astrologer Frances Sakoian of Arlington, a 
friend. 

It seems to me every year at this time we 
read the predictions of astrologers but we 
never get to read whether what they 
predicted happened or not. 

So I saved a copy of The Star of a year ago. 
Here goes: 

“Everyone expects a recession," she said 
of the coming year. “But 1974 is going to be 
much better than expected.” She couldn’t 
have been more wrong on that one. 

US crops would be unfavorably affected in 
some way and there will be economic 
problems involving foreign countries, she 
said in the Jan. 3, 1974, issue of The Star. 

“Money will be short,” she continued, 
“and the young people are in for a rude 
awakening. They are not going to be able to 
attend schools like they used to” because of 
the shortage of money. 

Mrs. Sakoian certainly must score good 
grades on those predictions. 

She went on that President Nixon had a 
tough year ahead. (The Watergate hearings 
were in full flower at the time.) 

Nixon, she said, “has two critical periods 
coming up: Jan. 8-23 and April 6-20. If he 
passes through them he’ll be okay.” Mrs. 
Sakoian said Nixon wouldn’t be impeached. 

She did tell me privately at the time that 
she felt Nixon would die in office, c f a 
cerebral hemorrage. We would have to score 
less than 50 percent on Nixon. 

I’m going to print some of Sakoian’s other 
predictions which appeared in this column a 
year ago. You can make up your own mind 


how she did. This is exactly how they ap¬ 
peared: 

—’’Until the end of 1974 we will be under 
constant pressure from foreign currency. We 
are already under that pressure but people 
might not know it. 

—’’From now until the end of 1975 there 
can be foreign military involvement (by the 
US). We’ve got to be very, very careful not to 
get sucked into the middleast. 

—’’In February and March of 1975 the 
Russians will arm the Arabs and we’ll arm 
the Israelis. But we (the people) won’t know 
about it. 

—’’Our nation is going to have all kinds of 
health problems. There is great danger from 
transporting radioactive material that could 
affect the health of our country. 

—"Starting in July, 1974, there will be 
problems with friendly nations that can affect 
money, the oil embargo and contracts. 
Agreements with friendly nations will be 
broken. 

"Mid July, August and September there 
will be a shortage of raw material that could 
affect the earning power of the country. The 
fear factor will take over. It will affect the 
market. 

—’’Gold. We don’t have it. Other countries 
won’t gouge us too much. They're afraid if we 
go down they’ll go down too. 

—"In 1974 we would be laying the ground 
for global war. There is a chance of germ 
warfare by 1980. 

—“Sewage could be turned into fuel- 
methane gas. Water could be sent down into 
the earth and we’d get back steam."

I have a few wishes for 1975: 

—That the government would reopen the 
investigation into the death of President 
Kennedy. And failing that, that some 
newspaper would put a team of reporters on 
the case. 

—That the people of Winchester read the 
report of the Charter Commission due out 
shortly to see for themselves if the new 
charter should be voted in at the March 
election. 

—That some of the more interesting 
members of our community get interested in 
town politics. 


— That someone would help President 
Ford out of the economic mess. Help him out 
of the White House, I mean. 

—That some former members of the 
School Committee would return to town 
politics by running for selectman in March 
and giving Winchester some semblance of 
leadership. 

—That serious consideration is given to 
starting mini buses in town. Is anyone 
listening? Can anyone provide some 
leadership on this?

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Fund For Preservation Of Wildlife 


Richard Bennink Works To Preserve Natural Land

As acre by acre of wild natural land is 
swallowed by the teeth of the bulldozer and 
gored by picks and shovels, Richard E. 
Bennink’s organization, The Fund for 
Preservation of Wildlife and Natural Areas, 
becomes increasingly concerned. 

Bennink of 16 Yale st. is a secretary- 
treasurer of the fund. Trustee is Boston Safe 
Deposit and Trust Co., Boston. 

Organized in 1962 with the help of Bennink, 
the fund acts as catalyst between persons 
concerned with preservation of land and the 
organization which may eventually help. 

The funds objective is to coordinate 
organizations striving for preservation and 
maintenance of open areas, beaches and 
marshes. 

Making available capital to key projects, it 
accepts gifts and bequests which enable it to 
give aid where a five-person unpaid com¬ 
mittee deems best suited. 

Another aim of the fund’s is to produce, 
publish and disseminate information 
designed to promote conservation purposes. 

Should a concerned party inquire about 
saving land from developers, the fund would 
refer three main organizations: Nature 
Conservancy, the Audobon Society and The 
Trustees of Reservations. 

Nature Conservancy is interested in land 
in its original unspoiled state or which has 
unique flora or fauna. 

Although the Audobon Society’s main 
concern was previously birds, its work now 
includes land adaptable to birds. 

The Trustees of Reservations is a 
custodian for beautiful and historic tracts of 
land. 

“There is little difference in their 
character or criteria,’’ explains Bennink. 
“Their backs are to the wall. It is a question of 
saving land. They are more alike than ever.” 

There is no competition between these 
organizations, stresses Bennink. “They are 
working together to keep natural land open 
here and there.” 

The Fund for Preservation of Wildlife and 
Natural Areas purchased land for the wild- 
flower collection of Garden in the Woods, 
Framingham; printed material on the 
specifics of conservation law for public 
distribution and planned for preservation of 
the watersheds of the Brandywine and 
Nashua Rivers. 

It trained students in the ecology of a tide 
marsh, supported planning and educational 
projects such as the New England Natural 
Resources Center and aided in the salvation 
of elm trees in Boston. 

The fund provided grants to start Habitat, 
a school in Belmont for high school-college 
age persons for study and application through 
the case-study system in the environmental 
field. 

The Manomet Bird Observatory and Cape 
Cod Museum of Natural History, Inc., have 
been aided by grants from the fund. 

The bank owns Fosters’ Pond in Andover, 
125 acres of land left by a woman and her 
brother in their wills. 

“By giving the trustees discretion,” said 
Bennink, "the dead don’t hang on to the land. 
We act as a planning committee, we can 
control the purse strings until we decide 
where the money is most needed.” 

Richard Bennink first began dealing with 
the problem of land preservation when in 
1959, he began work with Nature Conservancy 
to buy and preserve 400 acres of land in New 
Hampshire which developers had set their 
sights on. 

Later, executive director of the Audobon 
society, Allen Morgan, chose Bennink to help 
him get The Fund for Preservation of Wildlife 
and Natural Areas off the ground. 

Always loving the out-of-doors, Bennink 
says “I was always aware of the en¬ 


croachment of people on land, but I never 
knew what I could do about it. 

“Conservation is to a great degree 
enlightened self interest. A lot of the reason 
people are interested in conservation is 
because they don’t want to see beautiful land 
spoiled. 

“By taking advantage of this enlightened 
self interest,” commented Bennink, “we get a 
lot done all over the country.” 

Bennink believes, “It is cheaper for the 
town to buy land if it is worth keeping than 
have it developed and be on the tax roll. 

He is a trustee of the Manomet Bird 
Observatory, member of The Trustees of 
Reservations and member of the board of 
governors of the Natural Conservancy of 
Massachusetts. 

In 1963 the fund bought a movie about birds 
called “Our Wildlife Heritage,” made by the 
then president of the Massachusetts Audobon 
Society, Richard Borden. 

The bank will lend it out. It has already 
been shown to the Winchester Home for the 
Aged and the boy scouts. 

Under the umbrella of the fund is a Johnny 
Horizon Fund, recently suggested by singer- 
actor Burl Ives. 

Starting as an anti-litter symbol in western 
United State, it has becom the government’s 
symbol for environmental awareness, “like 
Smokey the Bear,” explained Bennink. 

The project, which will gradually be given 
more publicity, is “the only environmental

member of the bicentennial committee.” 

Vice president of the banking division of 
the Boston Safe Deposit and Trust Co., 
Bennink has been with the bank since 1938. 
minus five years in the navv during World 
War II * 

Born in Cambridge, he was graduated 
from Harvard College with a degree in 
economics. 

Because of his interest in ecology and 
because, “perhaps it will make me rich 
someday.” Bennink is treasurer of the Ross 
Corp . recent designers of glass compactor. 

Bennink reported that Wellesley separates 
its glass by color and sells it. while Win¬ 
chester separates it and gives it away. 

Boss Compactor-Recyclers utilizes three 
color-coded plastic containers for white, 
green and amber glass. 

Belying on the force of velocity, a sticklike 
compactor smashes glass which may then be 
taken to the dump. 

"This is a natural ecological tool,” ac¬ 
cording to Bennink. since the only energy or 
power it employs is of the human sort. 

"It makes less work f6r the incinerator, 
makes use of old glass and if Winchester sells 
the glass it will lower the tax rate.” 

Bennink admits that most of his con¬ 
servation efforts are poured into land 
preservation. 

"There’s a lot of emotion in conservation,” 
feels Bennink. “Why, you’d work darn hard if 
you saw lovely land in Vermont, say. being 
destroyed!”

In Spain and Italy, presents are ex¬ 
changed on Epiphany, the legendary time of 
the arrival of the three Kings to the Christ 
Child.

I pound ground beef 
I tablespoon shortening 
I cup chopped onion 
I cup chopped tomato 
'2 cup finely chopped green pepper 

I clove garlic, minced

• i teaspoon Tabasco 

1 tablespoon flour 
11/2 teaspoons salt 

1 1 teaspoon pepper

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A Medical Missionary 

Kenya’s ‘Flying Nun’ Helps The Turkana

“Foundation Control, 
Foundation Control, this is 
Mobile Five, this is Mobile 
Five calling you, how do you 
receive me? Over." 

The voice of the pilot skims 
through the ether from the 
Cessna 1R2 over Turkana 
country in the far north-west of 
Kenya, and the reply comes, 
faint and tinny through the 
earphones: 

"Mobile Five, Mobile Five, 
this is Foundation Control, I 
hear you loud and clear. We’ve 
just had word there’s a patient 
with multiple fractures at 
Lorukumu. Can you pick him 
up right away, please? Over." 

The pilot’s eyes narrow with 
the effort of looking towards 
Lorukumu, 150 miles away 
across the burning desert, and 
the response goes out: "Roger 
Foundation Control. I'm on my 
way now. Over and out." 

The plane banks and turns 


and makes its way towards 
suggering humanity: a routine 
mercy mission, one might 
think. Rut there's something 
distinctly unusual about the 
pilot It isn’t one of the tanned, 
tough young men that do most 
of the flying in these bleak 
desert regions — it is a woman 
in the habit of a nun who flies 
the controls of the tiny aircraft 
with such skill, a nun whose 
cheerful countenance is 
recognized in every corner of 
the Turkana Desert. 

This desert, which forms the 
northwest corner of Kenya, is a 
vast and inhospitable area 
actually semi-desert 32,000 
square miles in extent. 

To the east it is bounded by 
the western shores of Lake 
Rudolf; to the west oy the 
highland escarpment which 
runs along the Uganda border; 
and to the south bv the Pokot 
hills. 


It is inhabited almost ex 
clusively by the Turkana and 
their near relatives a group 
of 200,000 warlike pastoral 
nomads who have been 
described as “the finest 
fighting men of East Africa." 

Isolated by the remoteness of 
their semi-desert home, the 
Turkana live today much as 
they have always lived They 
are dependent on the herds of 
animals with which they 
wander in search of grazing 
and water, and still largely 
untouched by modern 
developments which have to a 
greater or lesser extent 
changed the lives of their 
fellow-Kenyans further south. 

For the past few years, 
however, even this remote 
region in many ways Kenya’s 
"Last Frontier," has been 
penetrated by a Catholic 
organization called the 
Congregation of the Medical 
Missionaries of Mary, founded 
by Mother Mary Martin who

worked in Nigeria in the 
Twenties and Thirites, which is 
bringing medical care and 
other benefits to the Turkana 
people 

The "Flying Nun" as she is 
known, Sister Sean Underwood 
from Winchester, plays a key 
role in the work of the 
Congregation 

She flies the aircraft which is 
the only practical means of 
bringing doctors, nurses and 
essential supplies to this 
remote place: a single- 
engined. four sealer Cessna 182 
in which every two weeks she 
makes the rounds of the net¬ 
work of mission stations and 
dispensaries through which the 
congregation does its work. 

"I never intended to be a 
pilot,” smiles Sister Sean, now 
in her early thirties and with 
seven years of flying in 
Africa’s most desolate areas 
behind her. 

"I was doing my training as 
a sister nurse at Drogheda in 
the Republic of Ireland when 
someone donated the plane to 
the congregation something 
we had needed for a very long 
time. I was asked if I would like 
to learn to fly it and eight 
months later I had qualified 
and was on my way to 
Turkana!" 

The congrgation of Medical 
Missionaries first came to this 
area at the request of the 
Kenya Government after a 
terrible drought in the early 
sixties had resulted in the 
death of many of the Turkanas' 
livestock. 

Bereft of the animals on 
which they depended, many of 
the tribesmen were suffering 
from famine, and the relief 
work of the congregation was 
sorely needed. 

Since those days, says Sister 
Sean, its work has developed 
into the establishment of 
dispensaries and little 
hospitals where sick Turkana 
can find medicine and treat¬ 
ment. There are also centers 
where there are primary 
schools for the children, 
hygiene and family-care in¬ 
struction for women, and even 
settlements where tribesmen

may learn how fishing and 
agriculture can make them 
less dependent on the vagaries 
of the semi-desert climate 

Evangelism is not a high 
priority with these 
missionaries ‘Our main 
concern is to feed the hungry, 
to clothe the naked and to visit 
the sick.” says Sister Sean, 
“and we have been accepted 
with enthusiasm by the people 
from the very beginning. 

At first we must have 
seemed very strange to them.” 
she said. “Our Sisters were the 
very first white women they 
had ever seen, but now they 
come to us when they are sick. 
They bring their children to be 
treated and vaccinated with 
perfect confidence. They are 
very appreciative and very 
good to us." 

"Every two weeks, Sister 
Sean makes the rounds of the 
mission stations, taking with 
her the sister doctors and the 
sister nurses to the dispen¬ 
saries and hospitals, bringing 
food and mail and medicines. 

In emergencies she carries 
seriously-ill patients to the 
bigger hospitals of Kitale or 
even Nairobi 

In between her flying duties, 
she assists doctors with their 
work and helps out with the 101 
tasks which always need to he 
done. 

"Sometimes when we have to 
transport patients in the 
plane," she says, "they accept 
the new experience quite 
calmly and peacefully. But 
some, naturally enough, are 
frightened, and we have had 
cases where a sick man opened 
the door and tried to jump out 
at 7,000 feet! But we’re never 
really frightened — we seem to 
have a special protection that 
the Lord gives." 

Once, after "pranging" her 
plane (as Sister Sean says with 
most un-nunlike slang) she was 
stuck for two days without food 
until the Kenya Air Force 
came to her rescue in a 
Caribou — but she took the 
experience in her stride. "It 
was a wonderful opportunity," 
she says, "to meet a lot of the 
local people I wouldn’t 


otherwise have had the chance 
to meet." 

The Congregation, which 
was originally founded to help 
mothers and children in need, 
is financed by such bodies as 
OXfam. Care. Cnicef and the 
Catholic Relief Services as well 
as by donations from private 
individuals, and no charge is 
made for any of the services, 
medical or otherwise, that they 
provide. 

"We work together as a 
team." says Sister Sean, "and 
our ultimate aim is to teach the 
people the value of hygiene, of 
health education, family care 


and so on. so that eventually 
they will be able to look after 
their own people and we will be 
able to go away. 

"At the start, there were only 
two sisters," said the nun. 
"Now there are 15 who are 
scattered about in ones or twos 
over this huge area. Wherever 
they are. the- people come to 
them for help and knowledge. 
We know it will be a long task, 
but we fee) we are progressing 
and we are making a real 
difference in the lives of these 
poor people." 

Can people in the outside 
world help in the work of the 


Congregation? “Oh, yes," says 
Sister Sean. "We need help of 
three kinds. 

"First, we ask for prayer for 
the success of our w-ork," she 
notes. 

Then, we need lay men and 
women to give up a year or two 
of their lives to corne and lend 
us a hand here in Turkana. 

"And thirdly, of course, we 
always need funds in the form 
of money, medical supplies, 
food, and all the things we use 
every day. They will all be put 


to very good use." 

The Congregation prides 
itself in being a practical 
organization doing a hard job 
of work — and among their 
workers, the Flying Sister in 
her Cessna is performing an 
essential task in a practical 
way: her contribution towards 
making life a little less hard for 
the poor people of the Turkana 
Desert.

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Health Center 
Opening Here 

Mystic Valley Mental Health Center is 
opening a Winchester branch office at 31 
Church st. the week of Jan. 6. 

The announcement was made by Robert 
H. Gordon, Mental Health Center president, 
and Dr. Morton B. Newman, center clinical 
director. 

The branch office will provide evaluation 
and treatment for personal or emotional 
problems of adults, the elderly, families and 
children. 

The office will cater to persons who drop-in 
off the street or to referrals from other 
agencies. Residents of Winchester now 
seeking help through the MVMHC usually go 
to Lexington. 

The Winchester office will begin with a 
staff of six. It could Increase to 10 If the 
demand warrants. 

The federal government late last June 
announced the award of a 10-year $1.3 million 
per year staffing grant to MVMHC. 

Since then the center’s professional staff 
and the board of directors have been working 
out details of locating offices to provide all 

essential mental health services closer to 
each community in the Mystic Valley area. 

MVMHC intends to locate other branch 
offices in Burlington, Arlington and other 
surrounding towns. 

A site committee of Winchester citizens 
included Edward E. Goodwin, chairman; 
Mrs. H. Kimball Archibald, Rev. Walter B. 
Davis, Mrs. William J. Fallon, Mrs. Robert J. 
Grenzeback, Michael E. Hager, Mrs. Thomas 
M. Hill, Mrs. Charles L. Morgan, Howard 
Niblock, Lenore Rich and Rev. Jack 
Zoerheide. 

The committee studied available and 
accessible rental space and agreed on the 31 
Church st. location (near corner of Dix street) 
to meet the present mental health needs of 
Winchester. 

The director of the Winchester branch will 
be Norman Goldstein, chief psychologist of 
the MVMHC staff. He has been with the 
center 10 years. 

Goldstein has been the mental health 
consultant for the Winchester public schools 
during the past 10 years, providing direct 
service to children and their families. 

He will have on his team when the office 
opens a psychiatrist, three other clinical 
psychologists and two social workers, all 
currently serving Winchester clients.

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Town May Get 
30 New Jobs 

Winchester will receive a portion of $12 
million in federal job funds allocated to area 
communities in compliance with 
Washington’s program to abate unem¬ 
ployment. 

Under the Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act (CETA) the $12 million will be 
divided among Winchester, Medford, Malden 
Melrose, Burlington, Everett, Heading! 
Woburn, No. Heading, Stoneham, Wilmington 
and Wakefield. 

At a recent meeting the Board of Select¬ 
men appointed John O'Hearn coordinator for 
interviewing applicants. 

After checking with town departments and 
capital planning to get an idea of programs 
needed, the board submitted a potential list of 
jobs and salaries to Medford city manager 
James 0. Nicholson. 

Medford is the sub-grantee area and ad¬ 
ministration center for federal job programs. 

Recommended jobs include architects, 
engineers, carpenters, painters and clerks for 
rebuilding the town yard, which the select¬ 
men suggested as a priority, and restoration 
of school buildings 

According to the chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen, Vito A. Giarrizzo, Winchester 
“doesn’t expect to get $1 million; it will not be 
$12 million divided among 12 communities. 

“We are just aware of the fact of $12 
million. Now there is no real handle on the 
magnitude." 

Since Medford is a larger community 
Chmn. Cliarrizzo assumes it will be allotted 
more funds. 

Giarrizzo said he “doesn’t know if the 
money is involved with material or labor." 

He said he hopes it will include both since 
“If this means an expenditure of town it will 
slow the program down considerably.” 

It is unknown when the program will be 
implemented or its duration. 

Giarrizzo termed it a “purely economic 
program to get people off welfare." 

It is expected that the program will last a 
year, that Winchester will get enough money 
for creation of about 30 positions. Less than 
$500,000 is expected. 

The intended jobs range from a project 
engineer at $10,000 to laborers, painters, 
carpenters, repairmen, masons and plum¬ 
bers at wages of $3.50 to $4.59 an hour. A 
senior accounts clerk and a record clerk will 
be requested.

Charter Commission Ends Work, 
Took ‘Middle Ground,’ Report Says 


The charter Commission believes the 
document it is proposing for vote at the an¬ 
nual election in March “strikes a middle 
ground.” In its final report, signed by seven of 
the nine commissioners, disagreement some 
have with charter provisions is noted. 

“In a document as comprehensive as a 
proposed charter it should be obvious that no 
individual can agree with every single 
provision. 

“Each of us has, on many occasions over 
the past It) months, been in the minority on 
votes cast. Collectively, however, seven of the 
nine members of the commission agree that 
the proposed charter does represent the best 
charter that can be proposed in Winchester at 
this time. 

“Some members of the majority believe 
that the proposal goes a little too far in some 
areas. Some members of the majority believe 
the proposal does not go far enough in some 
areas. 

“This leads the majority of us to believe 
we are proposing a charter that strikes a 
middle ground—one that should be ac¬ 
ceptable to a broad cross section of the voters 
of Winchester.” 

Two of the nine commissioners, William T. 
Ryerson and Francis Cullen, have issued 
their own report which calls for public defeat 
of the majority charter. 


“We believe the proposed new charter 
erodes the personal liberties of the people of 
Winchester by curtailing the freedom of self 
government through elimination of many 
elected positions,” Cullen and Ryerson wrote. 

The majority report takes note of Ryerson 
and Cullen’s minority report this way: 

“Its key point, an honestly held conviction, 
is keeping the status quo—a fragmented 
management authority over day to day 
operations. 

“We in the majority do not foresee the 
negative effects which the minority predicts 
will result if we adopt the charter.” 

A third member of the charter majority, 
Michael I). .Saraco, has expressed 
dissatisfaction with the majority report but at 
the concluding meeting last Thursday signed 
the report. 

Saraco submitted a statement outlining his 
dissatisfaction with the charter recom¬ 
mendations. He holds that the charter 
commissioners were sincere in their task and 
the charter’s good points outweigh the bad. 

“If this charter is not adopted now, the 
benefits of home rule will long be delayed in 
Winchester," he wrote in a statement that 
accompanies the report. 

“If it is adopted, because we will have 
home rule, the reservations which I have can 
be addressed on an individual basis by 
proposed amendments to the charter on a 


At One Point It Looked Like 
Not Enough Cotes To Pass

The Charter Commission completed its 
work last Thursday at a meeting to vote on 
recommending a new charter and it appeared 
for a moment there weren’t enough votes. 

With nine members on the board, five 
votes were needed for passage. Cmsrs. 
William T. Ryerson and Francis Cullen weeks 
ago announced they would not sign the final 
report. 

Another commissioner. Michael Saraco, 
announced recently his intention to vote 
against the charter. 

At the meeting last Thursday Arlene 
Champoux, who has recently been expressing 
dissatisfaction with many of the com¬ 
mission’s votes, turned to charter opponent 
Ryerson and shaking his hand said, “I’m with 
you." 

The comment came after the commission 
voted to delete from its final report this 
sentence: “The charter is neither perfect nor 
complete." 

Instead the commission substituted: “The 
charter is a living document designed to be 
amended to meet the changing needs of the 
town." 

Quipped Ryerson: “Like anything living it 
can drop dead." Mrs. Champoux apparently 
agreed. 

Later in the meeting Cmsr. Vincent 
Carroll angrily stated that he would vote 
against the charter because he felt the section 
on recall of public officials made it too dif¬ 
ficult to obtain the necessary signatures for 
recall. 

Charter proponents argued with Carroll, 
who steadfastly maintained that the recall 
provision was too strict. Others said the 
provision was strict in order to prevent 
capricious recall of officials. 

So at one point it appeared there were five 
against the charter and only four in favor. But 
during an intermission Carroll changed his 
mind and said he didn’t want to jeapordize the 
charter as a whole because he opposed a 
particular provision. 

In addition, Saraco distributed a 
statement that outlined his reason for op¬ 
posing the charter (abolishment of the 
Cemetery Commission) but said he will sign 
the report. 


Saraco stated that he supports the charter 
because it establishes home rule, which will 
permit him to re-establish a cemetery 
commission at a later date. 

Then Cmsr. Champoux was asked if she 
intended to vote for the charter. Yes, she said, 
explaining that she felt there was enough in 
the charter to benefit the town. 

Mrs. Champoux said she didn’t like much 
of what is in the charter. But she said she had 
thought about the matter long and carefully 
and decided to put her personal feelings aside 
in the best interests of the town. 

Thus the final vote was 7-1, Ryerson the 
sole negative vote. Cmsr. Cullen was not 
present. 

Those voting in favor were Champoux. 
Carroll. Chairman Clara Hewis, Saraco. 
Robert Ericson, Jason Dade and Ann 
Oppenheimer. 


wholly local level. No petitions to the state 
legislature for special laws will be 
necessary.” 

Saraco’s disagreement with the com¬ 
mission's recommendations is elimination of 
a Cemetery Commission and absorption of its 
powers by a new public works department. 

Saraco contends a cemetery has special 
needs which an impersonal public works 
department cannot meet. 

"After the charter is adopted 1 will file 
several amendments, one of which will be to 
re-establish a cemetery commission. 

“In this way those issues about which I feel 
strongly can be discussed on their own 
merits.” 

The charter majority report states that the 
commission concurs “with the spirt of Cmsr. 
Saraco’s supplementary statement. The 
charter is neither perfect nor complete." 

But at the commission’s concluding 
meeting, that statement was eliminated and 
replaced with the following wording: “The 
charter is a living document designed to be 
amended to meet the changing needs of the 
town.” 

The reason for the change was that the 
commissioners felt the original statement 
made it too obvious to the public that there 
are imperfections in the proposed new 
charter. 

Cmsr. Robert C. Ericson, who had asked 
for inclusion of the original statement, said he 
did so because “an awful lot has to be 
aeomplished by supplementary by-law." 

By that Ericson means that considerable 
change remains to be done in town govern¬ 
ment but wasn't included in the proposed new 
charter for one reason or another. Defeat at 
the polls if change is Defeat at the polls if 
change is too great was the principal reason 
many of the originally intended changes were 
kept out of the proposed charter. 

The charter commissioners left any ad¬ 
ditional changes to town meeting. 

Specifically, the new charter would 
provide for establishment of a standing 
committee of the town meeting to recommend 
future changes in the town’s charter. The 
report continues: 

“A proposed amendment to the charter is 
submitted to the town meeting as a warrant 
article. If approved by the town meeting by a 
(two-thirds ) vote the question then appears 
on the ballot at the next regular town election 

“If approved by a majority of the voters, 
then the charter is amended

The Winchester 1975 political season 
opened last week but so far only two persons 
have announced for selectmen and only a 
handful of others for the remaining open town 
slots 

Eugene B. Rotondi of 224 Forest st. and 
Barbara S Hankins of 37 Cabot st. took out 
papers for the single selectman seat being 
filled this year. 

The seat is now occupied by Vito A. 
(Gerry* Giarrizzo, who has said be is not 
running for reelection. Many others have 
beeen been rumored as interested in this seat. 

Hut all those persons contaeted by The 
Star indicate they don’t intend to make a try 
this year. 

Rotondi lias been running for selectmen 
since 1949. He is a retired contractor. Hankins 
is the present chairman of the Finance 
Committee. The School Committee has two 
seats to be filled this year. So far only one 
person has taken out papers to have his name 
placed on the ballot for the annual town 
election, this year March 3. 

He is Robert S. Frank Jr. of 12 Glen rd. 
Frank is filling the unexpired term on the 
School Committee left vacant by last year’s 
death of Richard B. Lawranee. 

The other seat up for grabs this year is now 
occupied by Robert T. Pritchard, who is not 
running for a second term. 

The Park Commission has two vacancies 
Neither incumbent has yet taken papers. 

Deadline for taking papers from the town 
clerk’s office is Jan. 23. Jan. 27 is the deadline 
for submitting those papers to the town clerk. 

A candidate for townwide office must 
obtain GO certified signatures to assure a 
place on the ballot. 

In addition to the many towmvide offices 
there will be a large number of town meeting 


seats to be filled this year as usual. And as 
usual there will likely be a dearth of can¬ 
didates. 

In some years, in fact, there have been far 
fewer candidates than there have been seats 
to be filled Any resident of Winchester 
wanting to run for town meeting merely must 
request a nomination paper from the town 
clerk by Jan. 23 and obtain 10 certified 
signatures. 

In some precincts, particularly in the last 
few years, all a person had to do for 
automatic election to the town meeting was to 
obtain tin necessary signatures since there 
were far I ?wer candidates than positions. 

Each year every one of the town’s six 
precincts elects (or reelects) 11 town meeting 
members. In addition, there are other town 
meeting seats to be filled due to the death, or 
resignation of town meeting members during 
the year. 

The town clerk. Elsie M. Nelson, has 
issued an appeal to the citizens of the town to 
please inform her office of any town meeting 
vacancies which have been created because 
members have moved out of town. 

Mrs. Nelson's office is able to keep track of 
vacancies due to death or resignation. But 
some town meeting members move out of 
town without notifying her office and the 
vacancies do not become known until town 
meeting convenes after the town election, too 
late to have those seats filled through the 
democratic process. 

With each precinct having 33 members 
and 11 elected each year, that brings to 66 the 
total number of 3-year seats to be filled in the 
town meeting.

Saltmarsh Takes Over 
From Veteran Chadwick 


Winchester’s state representative since 
World War II. Harrison Chadwick of 24 
Everett ave.. this week surrendered the 
reigns of the town’s highest political position 
to Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. 

“Whip" Saltmarsh was sworn into office 
on New Year’s Day in compliance with the 
state constitution, which requires the 
legislature to begin its session on the first 
Wednesday of the year. 

Chadwick, 72. decided last year not to run 
for reelection for a 15th term. He served as 
Winchester’s sole representative in the House 
of Representatives for 2H years. 

Saltmarsh, of 154 Mount Vernon st., won 
the Winchester seat in the state’s general 
election in November against Kenneth P. 
Trevett. Saltmarsh is 46 years of age. 

Both Chadwick and Saltmarsh are 
Republicans. Trevett is a Democrat 

Outgoing Gov. Francis W. Sargent swore 
in the 240 members of the House before an 
overflow crowd that gave the Republican 
governor a prolonged standing ovation. 

On the following day, the Senate and House 
met in joint convention in the House chamber, 
where Gov. Michael S. Dukakis. Democrat, 
was sworn 

In a state that has become over¬

whelmingly Democratic in the last five years, 
and in a town that has become more 
Democratic than Republican in the last few 
years, Chadwick and Saltmarsh after him are 
considered anomalies by contemporaries. 

Both men are highly regarded by their 
peers. Although Rep. Saltmarsh is a fresh¬ 
man legislator, he was selected by House 
Speaker David M. Bartley to be one of a 
committee to formally notify the new 
governor that he had been elected. 

Saltmarsh«was one of 10 House members 
and five senators who escorted Michael 
Dukakis from the executive office into the 
House chamber. 

Ex-Rep. Chadwick was so well respected 
by the Democratically controlled House and 
Senate that he was named two years ago to 
head a legislative bureau to reorganize House 
and Senate procedures. 

Asked recently how he survived so well 
against such odds, the soft-spoken legislator 
responded: “I have always had a genuinely 
friendly felling for all the members. 

“I have tried to be helpful when I could. I 
always laid my cards on the table." He told 
The Star recently that the greatest tribute he 
could possibly have ever had was in the words 
on recent notes from constituents: 
"Integrity , honesty ... respect." 

Commented Chadwick: “I would rather 
feel that way than be governor." 

Saltmarsh is one of only 46 Republicans in 
the House, which this year comprises 191 
Democrats and three independents. 

The incoming Winchester legislator has 
been notified that he will be named to the 
committee on transportation, an assignment 
he expects to be a busy one. 

During the last io years Saltmarsh has 
been Winchester’s designee to the MBTA 
advisory board. 

He was a member of the varisty hockey 
team during his years at Boston College and 
has already been playing on the legislative 
hockey team. During the last few days he has 
been spotted getting in some practice at 
Winter Pond. 

Besides their political affiliation, the 
outgoing and incoming Winchester 
representatives have hockey in common 

Rep Chadwick in his early years in the 
legislature coached the Winchester High 
School hockey team 

He said last week that he fully intends to 
get in a lot of skating on the Mystic Lake 
behind bis home. 

That is one way Harrison Chadwick in¬ 
tends to spend his newly acquired free time 
Another is in reading Thaekery, an author he 
has reluctantly much neglected over the last 
28 years.

Bicentennial Focus 

Baldwin Apple 
Has Other Name 

From "The Baldwin Apple”: 

The following statement of Abijah 
Thompson, Esq., of Winchester, is of 
special interest, from the fact that his 
father was a grandson of Sheriff Abijah 
Thompson, the intimate friend and 
associate of Colonel Baldwin in the 
enterprise of spreading abroad the 
newly found apple: — 

"My father, Benjamin Franklin 
Thompson, was born in the north part of 
Woburn, in 1799, where he spent his 
boyhood within the shadow of Loammi 
Baldwin’s old home. After his 
marriage, he built near the centre of 
the town, where his children were born, 
previous to 1827. 

"He planted many fruit-trees, and a 
fine orchard of the ‘pecker’ apple, in 
which he was greatly interested. He 
was very fond of the ’pecker’ apple and 
laid in a large store for winter use. 

"It was his custom to visit often his 
old mother, who still resided at the old 
homestead in North Woburn, taking his 
children with him. On these occasions 
she always received us with many 
expressions of joy, and never allowed 
us to depart without presenting the old 
family ‘pecker’ apple and the old-time 
mince-pie. 

"In going to and from the old house 
w-e always passed that of Baldwin; and 
on one of these occasions my father 
informed me that the ’pecker’ apple 
was discovered in Wilmington and was 
named the Baldwin for Loammi 
Baldwin. 

"This led me to inquire why he 
continued to call it the ‘pecker’ apple 
when the correct name was the Bald¬ 
win. His reply was: ‘The Thompsons 
have always been particularly in¬ 
terested in the ‘pecker’ apple, and it 
seems more natural to so call it."

Most Of Town NOT 
Near Transportation 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I find that I must take exception the 
headline of the article concerning the league 
of Women Voters’ transportation study which 
appeared in the Dec. 2(5 edition of The Star. 

Indeed, if the LWV on the basis of their 
study concluded that most of the town is 
convenient to public transportation I must 
take exception to that conclusion. 

If houses rode buses and trains and if one 
defined convenient as being accessible then 
one could agree with the conclusion. 

If "on the other hand one recognizes that 
PEOPLE ride buses and trains at specific 
times and between specific points and defines 
convenient as being suited to one’s comfort or 
needs then one must object to the conclusion. 

A cursory examination of available 
resources leads me to conclude that the only 
moderately convenient mode of tran¬ 
sportation to downtown Boston is the truin 
and then only the service to Wedgemere, 
Winchester Center and Cross street. 

Train service to Winchester Highlands 
hardly fits any definition of convenient. 

Bus service along Main street, for the most 
part, parallels the train service and because 
it is slower than the train seems to be a poor 
utilization of resources. 

Bus service on Cambridge street is of 
slightly more value. At least it does not 
closely parallel speedier service. Lack of 
scheduled departure times from sufficient 
specific locations, lack of the capability to 
advise waiting passengers when a trip is

delayed or annulled causes this service to 
receive poor marks. 

It is never appropriate to simply find fault 
Therefore I offer the following suggestions in 
the hope that some or all of them might lead 
to the improvement of public transportation 
between Winchester and Boston: 

1 Revision of the existing train schedules 
so that Lowell trains would stop at Winchester 
Highlands and Wegemere stations and 
Woburn trains would stop at Cross street and 
Winchester Center stations. 

2. Initiation of shuttle bus service between 
the west side and downtown. 

:t. Elimination of the Main street and 
Cambridge street bus service. 

4. Construction of high-level platforms at 
all four stations 

5. Construction of adequate enclosed 
waiting facilities at Wedgemere, Cross street 
and Winchester Highlands stations. 

6. Installation of public address systems at 
all four stations to advise passengers of train 
delays. 

I recognize that there may be many other 
viable suggestions. However I feel that these 
will provide a foundation for any group in¬ 
terested in truly convenient public tran 
sportation for Winchester.

Smiles Are Returned When 
We Try And Spread Them

A smile is a facial expre- ion denotin'', 
pleasure, affection or amusement. 

It is an upward turning ol the mouth. 

In the process of smiling, teeth are ex¬ 
posed. Eyes appear to take on a twinkling. 
And sometimes dimples appear in the cheeks 
of a face. 

Did you ever contemplate a smile'’ 

I did recently without having planned to do 
so. It was when a little girl who was kneeling 
over a bench in the Walpole prison waiting 
room smiled at me. 

I was not on the bench behind her. But 
standing to the |irle and observing ther 
visitors I saw her moving her eyes around the 
room. She, too, was observing people. 

As she panned around the room, she oc¬ 
casionally caught someone’s eyes. When this 
happened, she smiled the biggest smile she 
was able to muster. 

Her smiles were returned too, 1 noted. Who 
could resist the smile of a sweet little face. 

I looked at her mother’s face and saw 
sorrow. Her face was drawn and I imagined 
torment she may have suffered. 

When I returned my gaze to the child I saw 
she was looking at me She treated me with a 
smile too. I smiled back As I did I could feel 
my arms reaching out and leaving my body 
and hugging the little girl. 

Later on I continued my contemplation. 

1 remembered someone telling me it takes 
11 or so muscles to smile whereas 87 or 
thereabouts are used to frown. 

I thought about the Hollywood starlets who 
go around wearing perpetual fake smiles. 
Besides keeping their muscles from sagging, 
I guess their smiles may also bring op¬ 
portunities. 

I recalled a young man from Denmark I 
once interviewed. He told me the one thing he 
didn’t like about Americans is that they act 
suspicious if you smile at them. 

Perhaps this is because Americans don’t 
smile enough. Perhaps we have reached a 
point where we question everyone’s motives 
rather than reacting positively to something 
that might make us feel good. 

Maybe we need to follow the lead of 
children and starlets and smile more 


We often hear the question: Why has the 
black been unable to escape from poverty and 
the ghetto the way the European immigrant 
did? 

The Kerner Commission asked that 
question and came up with four main reasons 
as follows: 

Changing Econotm European :n- 
migrants came when unskilled labor was m 
great demand. By the time the black 
migrants reached the cities they were caught 
unprepared in a technological revolution 

Race Discrimination. Europeans met 
discrimination, but it was not based on color. 
As time passed, they melted into the majority 
group. 

Political Power. Immigrants settled in 
rapidly growing cities where political 
machines traded economic favors for votes. 
Politicians pushed for public construction to 
bring work to the neighborhoods and paved 
the way lor ethnic groups to get municipal 
jobs. 

When the biggest wave of blacks arrived 
from the south after World War II, political 


machines were losing influence, public 
construction and patronage jobs were scarce. 

Cultural Factors. Immigrants came 
voluntarily to the land of plenty with their 
cultural and family traditions intact. They 
worked hard to buy release from the 
tenements. 

Blacks, who came from slavery, worked 
hard to unite and support their families. They 
have farther to go to catch up with the 
standard of living and are trapped by 
segregation in the ghettoes. 

The Kerner Report concludes: 

“Whites tend to exaggerate how well and 
how quickly they escaped from poverty. The 
fact is immigrants who came from rural 
backgrounds, as many Negroes do, are only 
now, after three generations, finally begin¬ 
ning to move into the middle class. 

By contrast, Negroes began concentrating 
in the city less than two generations ago, 
under much less favorable conditions.” 

There was a report from the London 
Express News Service recently that Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau bought a new armor- 
plated silver Cadillac Fleetwood limousine 
with bulletproof glass, two phones, a stereo 
system and a full luxury “option package,” 
priced at $81,200. 

This, the report notes, was at a time when 
Trudeau was preaching restraint to industry, 
business, labor and even the Canadian 
housewife. 

The opposition in Parliament is said to 
have “howled in protest’’ because this ap¬ 
parently is his second limousine. He sup¬ 
posedly purchased an armor-plated Cadillac 
for $69,800 last year. 

These “tanks,” as the prime minister 
termed them when under attack, “get eight 
miles to the gallon of gas." 

He explained that the Canadian Northwest 
Mounted Police advised a second car “and 
when they tell me something. I listen.’’ 

This reminds me of two news items on 
television last week. The first story reported 
the Cleveland, Ohio, school department kept 
its free school lunch program going during 
the Christmas vacation because so many of 
the children of that city depend on the school 
meal for daily subsistence. 

The other story told about President 
Gerald Ford’s 12-day vacation at Vail, Colo., 
where it was costing $250 a day for his 
lodging. 

Christmas is over but some unusual ob¬ 
servances remain with me. 

As I was driving by a liquor store in 
w alpole i saw a S mta distributing candy to 
waiting children seated in a ear in the parking 
lot. 

In a department store I overheard a 
conversation between a man and a young boy 
about five years old. We wore all standing at 
I he mens’ toiletries counter. 

Looking down at bottles of some kind of 
after-shave lotion, the hoy said. “Maybe this 
would be good for him." 

The man looked at the display and said: 
••Six dollars. Is he worth six dollars?’’ 

The hoy said: “Let’s ask him.” 

As they walked away it sounded like the 
man was going to have a tough time con¬ 
vincing the child not to ask the gift recipient 
about his worth

Charter Proposal: Yaaawn; 
1975 Town Election...? 


Everyone is going to have to make up their 
own mind whether they like the proposed new 
charter for the town. To me it’s a colossal 
bore, a waste of a year’s work and $20,000. 

And you might ask: $20,000 for what! 

That’s just what I have been asking myself 
the last couple of weeks as it became obvious 
that the Charter Commission was going to 
recommend a document for the town of the 
least impact. 

It seems to me last March the town was 
very explicit to the charter commission: 
write a charter that will do something. 

But the Charter Commission chose the 
easy course and slipped along with the status 
quo. 

In a nutshell, what the new charter would 
do is call the selectmen’s present executive 
secretary a town manager and give him the 
appearance of additional authority by 
eliminating a couple of minor elected boards. 

There’s nothing else of substance in this 
document which nine persons spent nearly a 
whole year preparing. To me the thing is a 
shocking deception— a sham. 

The commission is trying to pretend that 
they have done something. They have done 
virtually nothing but institutionalize the 
present wrongs in the government. 

They chose the path of least resistance in 
most cases. Consider the Board of Assessors. 
When the charter commissioners were 
debating what to do with that 3-man board, 
they were pretty open in their discussion. 

Eventually they decided the town would 
best be served by eliminating that board. 
When the assessors got wind of the com¬ 
mission action, they appeared before the 
Charter Commission and registered a protest. 

The result was the Charter Commission 
rescinding its earlier action and voting to 
keep an elected assessors board (in the best 
interest of the assessors and the Charter 
Commission). , 

The same was true all the way down the 
line. 

Every time the commission took a 
meaningful vote, someone would appear 
before the board and object to it. Then the 
board would withdraw its action. 

The reason was the commission feared 
that the assessors (or the library trustees, or 
the School Committee, or the Planning 
Board) would get angry at the commission 
and work against the charter at the annual 
election. 

The Charter Commission in many cases 
mistook one voice for many. That may prove 
fatal. 

Many of the individual commissioners 
have a built-in desire to see a new charter 
passed for the town. 

As usual I’m not in agreement with 
Charter Cmsr. William Ryerson, who opposes 
the document because it goes too far. My 
disagreement with the document is that it 
doesn’t go far enough. 

True, the proposed charter would 
eliminate the Park Commission, Water & 
Sewer Board and Cemetery Commission. And 
it would make the town clerk, town treasurer, 
constables and commissioners of trust funds 
appointed, thereby removing some of the 
clutter from the ballot. 

The charter would also create a public 
works department and a town manager, both 
proposals I endorse. But there was so much 
more they could have done. 

When the commission touts in its report 
that it adopted a “creative” approach I have 
to laugh. If it’s one thing they didn’t do was 
adopt a creative approach. There’s not one 
single thing in the charter that’s creative 
everything has been tried elsewhere. 

But like they say, when you want to con¬ 
vince people you have done something you 
haven’t, why tell them the opposite. People 
will believe anything. 

Biennial elections, a public safety 
department, a natural resources department, 
appointed Planning Board, assessors, various 
trustees.... There was so much the com¬ 
mission could have done. 

Even a simple little thing like removing 
the unfair ballot label “candidate for 
reelection" failed because the commissioners 
were afraid of the incumbents. 

'’’he commission has used as an excuse for 
its own timidity the provision in the new 
charter permitting the town meeting to make 
some future changes in the government. 

The point of the election of a commission, 
was it not, was to have a board recommend 
changes, not the town meeting. Now the 
commission has thrown most of it back on the 
town meeting. 

Those who never- posed a threat to the 
Charter Commission, like the feeble Water & 
Sewer Board, like the single positions of town 
clerk and town treasurer, got the axe. 

★ 

What chances do I give the charter of 
passage in March? Both sides of the 
question—the opponents and the proponents— 
claim the town will side with them. 

I think the charter has a slightly better 
chance to pass than fail. I base that opinion on 
nothing substantial except comments I hear 
around town. 


My own feeling, in spite of all my bitter 
criticism, is there is a bit more in the charter 
I like than dislike. So I’ll probably vote for it. 

* 

I hate to continue with discussing town 
politics because I know how much it bores 
most of our readers. But there is a town 
election coming up shortly and I’m afraid 
some offices are going to go again by default. 

The Park Commission has two vacancies. 
So far no candidate. In the event the new 
charter fails at the polls, we are going to be 
saddled with another year of this cronyistic 
body unless someone runs for one of the two 
seats besides the incumbents. 

I don’t include in that remark the two 
newest members of the Park board, William 
Ryerson and Robert Joyce. We just have to do 
something about this board which makes all 
of its important decisions in Randall’s when 
only favorite son commissioners are present. 

Ryerson .and Joyce receive notice of 
meetings from the chairman by telephone a 
couple of days before the meeting. Meeting 
notices are riot posted until the last possible 
moment. 

When money for a particular town meeting 
authorized project is used up, individual 
commissioners take the money from another 
budget. 

Decisions are made without consent of the 
majority of the board. 

★ 

There is also a need for transfusions on the 
Water & Sewer Board, and board of select¬ 
men. All you need are 50 certified signatures 
to get on the ballot. 

Come on, people. Forget the UN, and 
Washington, and London and Athens. Pay 
attention to your own town for once. The town 
may never express its gratitude, but you’ll 
know you helped out. 

What in the world can you do about the 
Cyprus situation? Nothing! Forget all that, if 
only for a moment. 

Remember there are 66 town meeting 
seats that have to be filled along with others 
created by resignation and death. 

I’m convinced that fear of losing is one 
reason why many do not go out for town of¬ 
fice. As if there is disgrace in losing! There is 
disgrace in not running! That’s where the 
shame lies. 

In not running when you should have run. 
So many successful politicians, in Winchester 
and elsewhere, have had to try several times 
before picking up a seat. 

What’s that old expression? It’s better to 
have run and lost than never to have run at 


I have a proposal for solving the unem¬ 
ployment problem (9.1 percent in 
Massachusetts). 

Let Fres. Ford decree that all businesses 
employing over a certain number (say 25) go 
on a four day, eight-hour work week and all 
employees take a 20 percent cut in pay. 

American business would then be forced to 
hire more help and the burden of the 
recession would be spread among all the 
workers and not just the 9.1 percent, which is 
incalculably unfair. 

I believe the American spirit would be 
manifestly aided as well by such a move. I 
realize there’s not going to be much effect on 
the recession. *But at least the millions of 
unemployed wouldn’t feel so dow To take 
care of the economy I would impose a wage 
cut—across the board. Ten percent for those 
making from $10,000 to $15,000 a year; 15 
percent for those making between $15,000 and 
$ 20 , 000 . 

Then after $20,000 the percentages would 
double in increments of $5,000. 

Only Pres. F'ord could impose such far 
reaching revisions in the economy, of course. 
But I don’t suppose we could get him off the 
ski slopes for a few hours to try and explain it 
to him.

Any revoluntionary change in 
obligation or philosophy should be based on 
action from all citizens, not a bypass 
arrangement with the School Committee. 

Meteo is hypocritical, a) We can expect a 
preselected bunch of Sunday school types 
unrepresentative of Roxbury in view of our 
past relations. 

b) After class, blacks will sit with blacks in 
the cafeteria. Integrationists cannot over¬ 
come the natural tendency for all sorts of 
minorities to regroup and segregate much of 
their lives. 

Meteo is political, ai Boston activists and 
some people in news media want to use a 
success in Winchester as ammunition against 
resistance to busing in Charlestown, Hyde 
Park and Southie.

Data Conflicting

A large amount of data on the neurology 
and psychology of left handedness has been 
collected over the past 30 years. Findings of 
various studies are divergent and often 


conflicting, and allow only tentative con¬ 
clusions at best. 

For example, it is common knowledge (?) 
that left-handed children are more likely to 
have specific reading disabilities. Yet the - 
only adequately controlled study on an un¬ 
selected American school population, 
reported by the undersigned in 1970 
(American Journal of Diseases of Children, 
Volume 71), failed to show a significant 
correlation between hand preference and 
reading ability 

To complicate the matter further, our 
subsequent clinical experience has convinced 
us that some sort of correlation does in fact 
exist, perhaps in a small but significant 
subgroup. 

I trust your readers, especially those with 
left-handed children, will take your in¬ 
teresting and thought provoking article for 
what it is and not become alarmed about 
possible clinical implications of the findings 
reported therein.

Metco can help anyone, I suggest he check 
with the many eastern Massachusetts towns 
participating in the program. Let him see the 
proportion of Metco students who go on to 
college. 

Let him discover for himself how Metco 
has helped the white children in these schools 
to a new racial awareness that can only assist 
them in a world that is, after all, two-thirds 
non-white. 

In closing, may I say that Metco is no 
longer a'fledgling experimental program. It 
is a tried and true method of achieving some 
small measure of integration in our largely 
white, Anglo-Saxon schools. This isolation is 
not fair to our children. Let us make a 
beginning.

l pound white pea or navy beans 
Water 

1-2 pound salt pork cut into slices 

1 1-2 pounds boneless lamb shoulder, cut into 

cubes 

1 large pork chops 

1-2 pound pork sausages 

2 large onions, chopped 

l can (H ounces) tomato sauce 
1-2 cup dry red wine 
a cloves garlic, finely chopped 
1-1 cup chopped parsley 
I teaspoon thyme 
1 bay leaf 
Salt and pepper 

Wash and pick over beans, discarding 
hulls and imperfect beans. Put in a container 
and cover with water. Let stand overnight. 

Drain and place in a large pan. Cover with 
cold water. Bring to a boil and simmer slowly 
lor about 1 hour, or until beans are tender. 
Drain and reserve liquid. 

In a large skillet, fry salt pork until some 
of the fat has cooked out. Remove salt pork. 
Brown lamb, pork chops and sausages in pork 
fat 

Drain thoroughly on paper towels. Cut 
pork chops and salt pork into one-inch pieces. 
Slice sausage. 

Drain all but two tablespoons of the fat 
from skillet. Add onions and cook until onions 
are limp but not browned. Add tomato sauce, 
wine, garlic, parsley and seasonings. Com¬ 
bine tomato mixture with drained beans. 

In a large casserole, alternate layers of 
beans and meats, ending with a layer of 
beans. Pour reserved bean liquid over all the 
ingredients, just enough to cover.

Essentially, the proposed new charter 
would establish a town manager form of 
government, eliminating several smaller 
boards now elected. 

The appointed parks and recreation 
committee would also be abolished. In ad¬ 
dition, the town clerk, now elected, would be 
appointed by the selectmen.

“This process applies to any area of the 
charter except the number of members of and 
the term of office of the Board of Selectmen, 
the number of members and the term of office 
of the representative town meeting and the 
appointment and term of office of the town 
manager. 

“Charter changes of this type would 
require the election of another charter 
commission. 

“While there are proposed changes to our 
present form of government proposed in the 
charter, these are not changes for the sake of 
change. 

“If you look at the entire document and 
grasp the overall structure set forth, you will 
find that the charter constitues a .very 
positive approach to the management of our 
governmental affairs.” 

The Charter Commission was elected a 
year ago by the voters of Winchester in order 
io report back in March on a recommended 
new charter for the town. 

The town’s voters in March will either 
accept the complete charter or reject it. The 
voters cannot vote on individual sections. 

Over the last year the commission has had

Administrator 
Of Zoning To 
Air Problems 

Zoning administrator Norman E. Sherman 
is expected to meet with selectmen next 
Monday night to give a report of his work as 
he moves in the community to enforce the 
new zoning by-law. 

Last Monday night, selectmen indicated 
there are a few problems. However, these 
were not brought to light. 

Selectman Lawrence E. Smith directed 
executive secretary Edward Donnelly to 
“speak to him (Sherman) about the matters 
so he can come prepared to discuss them with 
us.’’ 

At the final December meeting of select¬ 
men, the problem of “change in use” in the 
zoning fee schedule was discussed. 

Sherman proposed a $5 change of use fee 
under compliance for residential uses and a 
$10 fee for all other use changes. 

The fees are not provided for in case of a 
legal change of use under the zoning com¬ 
pliance under Sec. 8.12 of the zoning by-law. 

Sherman explained to selectmen the need 
for the new category of fees since the by-law 
requires a certificate of compliance “when 
there is a change is use, regardless of whether 
structural repairs, alterations or additions 
are made to the premises.” 

Sherman noted, “the existing fee schedule 
does not express structural work.” He said he 
felt it would be best if the category were 
added rather than becoming involved in a 
semantic discussion as to whether change has 
or has not taken place.” 

An example of what he was talking about 
is a situation when a professional office is 
located as an accessory use within a 
residence. 

Selectmen approved the addition, the 
amended fee schedule, and a site plan review 
fee schedule of the Board of Appeals.

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Oswald ‘Presumption Of Guilt’ 


Began Albree On Long Search For Truth 


By Arthur ^MacDonnpIl 


Winchester rifle expert G. Norman Albree 
feel it s a blot on the national honor” to keep 
alive the belief that Lee Harvey Oswald acted 
alone in the assassination of John F. Ken¬ 
nedy. 


Albree of 7 Stratford rd. thinks there was 
and continues to be a "presumption of guilt” 
surrounding Oswald and that he can puncture 
at least one of the stories about Oswald: that 
the assassin had no company. 

The opposite has to be true, Albree con¬ 
tends, as anyone familiar with firearms 
knows. There simply wasn’t time enough for a 
single rifleman to get off the shots which were 
fired Nov. 22, 1963, in Dallas. 

Moreover, a study of Warren Commission 
exhibit photos of the only bullet recovered 
proves to Albree beyond a doubt that some 
Warren Commission conclusions are wrong 
Albree, who has communicated his beliefs 
to government authorities without success, 
says he has studied the assassination for 11 
years and has done considerable ex¬ 
perimentation. 


The 87-year-old sometime inventor built 
the first monoplane in the United States, in 
1912. The U.S. government bought one of his 
monoplanes in 1916. 

Albree began his study into the weapons 
aspect of the Kennedy assassination just a 
few days after the assassination itself He 
emphasizes that his investigation has been 
concerned solely with the shooting and has 
nothing 4o do with politics. 

He says what got him started on this 
decade long search for the truth was his anger 
with the federal government. "I resented 
being told to believe the single-bullet theory,” 
Albree says. 


The government’s "single-bullet theory” 
revolves around the supposition that one 
bullet (not the fatal head shot) struck both 
President Kennedy and Gov. Connaliy 

Albree says such a possibility is absurd 
because Gov. Connaliy was not sitting in a 
position in the limousine which would have 
permitted one bullet to enter Kennedy and 
leave the president and then to enter Con¬ 
naliy, leave the governor’s body and then 
enter it again at the wrist. 

The flightpath of the bullet which entered 
Kennedy’s back, Albree explains, was 
downward and to the left. "In order for the 
same bullet to continue on and impact the 
governor, it would have to reverse its course 
and start moving upward and from left to 
right. 

"Then, in order to hit the governor, it 
would for a second time have to reverse itself 
and again start moving downward and from 
right to left, this time breaking the first law of 
motion—not just once but twice. 

"This is the theory of the Warren Com¬ 
mission-untenable.”

Albree points out that even very un-expert 


weapons handlers know the impossibility of a 
bullet following the course prescribed by the 
commission. 

Albree knows Newton’s first law of motion 
by heart. "If a body be in motion it will move 
uniformly in a straight line till acted on by 
some force.” 

To further demolish the government’s 
arguments, Albree falls back on his own 
extensive knowledge of weaponry, coupling 
that experience with tests he has taken 
conducted to refute the commission con¬ 
clusions. 

The result of all of this input is his laughing 
at the commission conclusion that a bullet 
which entered and exited from President 
Kennedy could have enough direction left to 
enter and exit another body. ‘ 

"It’s impossible,” he says simply. 

For one thing, there exists in exterior 
ballistics the knowledge that once the forward 
motion of a bullet is interfered with (by en¬ 
tering a body), the bullet loses its stabilizing 
spin. 


Albree* Sh^h: 

First shot hit Kennedy in the back. 

Second shot was a perfect hit on 
Gov. Connaliy, entering the hack, 
existing through the chest, entering the 
left wrist, then striking him in the thigh. 
(Bullet CK-399.) 

Third shot hit President Kennedy in 
the head. 


Commission Says: 

First shot liit President Kennedy, 
exited and then struck Gov. Connaliy in 
the hack. 

Second bullet never recovered. 

Third shot hit President Kennedy in 
the head. Bullet never recovered. 


This spin, which is created in the rifle 
barrel (and is called rifling) forces a bullet to 
keep on a straight line. 

When the spin is removed, according to 
Albree, the bullet tumbles, usually going end 
over end and causing a keyhole effect when 
striking an object. 

Keyholing is described after the shape of 
the puncture made in an object by a bullet 
which has struck sideways. 

The bullet that hit Connaliy, which was the 
second shot fired, hit him stern first, in the 
wrist, after having passed through his body, 



contends Albree, and exhibited the tumbling 
effect. 

Had the bullet which struck Connaliy 
exited first from Kennedy, as the commission 
says, then Connally’s back wound would have 
been far different, Albree says. 

The spinless bullet would have been 
tumbling and struck the governor sideways, 
shattering skin and bone. Connally’s back 
wound was a clean one, according to Albree 

In addition, the tumbling bullet would have 
expended its energy inside Connaliy, Albree 
maintains, and probably not have exited. But 
the bullet did exit from Connaliy, even further 
refutation of the commission theory. 

The Connaliy bullet went on to exit from 
the governor and strike him in the wrist 
Photos of X-rays in Albree’s possession show 
a wide deep wound in the governor’s right 
wrist, indicating that the bullet had been 
tumbling when it struck. 

Albree has no argument about the third 
shot fired in the assassination. That was the 
fatal shot which struck Kennedy in the back of 
the head. 

But he does have an argument about the 
commission’s having ignored some 
significant data regarding timing. 

For one, repeated tests on the type of rifle 
Oswald used show at least 2.3 seconds 
required to operate the rifle’s action once. 

Between the time the first shot rang out 
and the last, 4.8 seconds elapsed. To get off 
three shots from the one rifle (assuming 
Oswald is using the absolute minimum of 
seconds required in loading), the rifle would 
have had to he operated twice at a total of 4.6 
seconds. 

The commission stated the minimum time 
necessary to operate the rifle twice was 4.6 
seconds. 

It is therefore obvious to Albree and other 
rifle experts that there was more than one 
rifle involved. There just wasn’t time enough 
for one gunman to shoot three times. 

In further proof of the two-rifle contention, 
Warren Commission debunkers have used the 
so-called Zapruder film of the assassination. 

Gov. Connaliy after a careful examination 
of the film claims he was shot at frame 
number 234. Yet the Warren Commission 
contends the governor was shot between 
frames 206 and 225 by the same bullet that hit 
Kennedy. 

If Connaliy were shot at frame 234 as he 
says, then there had to be two gunmen 
because not enough time would have elapsed 
for an assassin to get off two shots between 
frames 206 and 225 and even 234 since the film 
advances at a speed of 18.3 frames a second. 


Albree sums up his conclusion on the 
single-rifle theory: "In order to get off three 
shots from the one rifle, the action would have 
to he operated twice— 4.6 seconds would be 
required. 

"Subtract 4.6 from the 4.8 (minimum time 
span of shots) and there is remaining .2 of a 
second to recover from the recoil—twice- 
and get back on target—twice. Manifestly out 
of the question. 

"Subtracting the 4.6 from the 5.6 
(maximum time span of the shots) there 
would remain exactly one second, which is 
very little better than the .2 second. 

"How can anyone be expected to believe 
that a man not in combat but rather seated 
quietly in a car have a bullet pass through his 
body, his wrist and into his thigh and not 
realize it—beside making turns to right and 
left and talking?” 

Albree, in fact, doesn’t think that Oswald 
was in the sixth floor window of the Texas 
School Book Depository as the Warren 
Commission claims. 

Albree believes Oswald was on the first 
floor and never fired a shot. 

"You can't find anywhere any real proof 
that Oswald fired a single shot, much less hit 
Kennedy,” he says. 

But that’s another story which Albree will 
tell later. 

Albree wishes it understood that he hasn’t 
expressed any opinions on any aspect of the 
Kennedy assassination other than the 
shooting.

Metco Hopes Towns Will Encourage 
Afro-American Studies , Teachers 


The School Committee has taken a 
preliminary vote to have Winchester 
beginning in September participate in Metco, 
a voluntary program which would bus blacks 
from Boston to Winchester. 

No reverse busing (Winchester students to 
Boston) is involved in Metco. Initially one bus 
load (about 45 pupils) would be transported. 

The School Committee would like pupils to 
begin their education in Winchester in kin¬ 
dergarten and first grade. 

The following is a description of the 
program and what Metco hopes to achieve. It 
was written by Metco’s staff. 


By Metco Staff 

Metco is seen as an opportunity for 
suburban Boston communities to improve the 
quality of their school system and to provide 
learning experiences for their students as 
well as for children from Boston. 

Metco students bring new insights and 
perspectives to suburban classroom. Metco is 
a two-way street benefiting all children. 

Placement of black children from Boston 
into classrooms of suburban school systems is 
a difficult venture. There is more to Metco 
than just placing students on buses each day. 
Careful preparation for this educational and 
social change is essential. 

Based on the experiences gained over a 
four-year period by the Metco staff, Metco 
board of directors, Metco students and 
parents and the 30 communities now in the 
program, there are six prerequisites or 
guidelines deemed basic to the operation of a 
successful program. 

Six guideline-recommendations are 
described below. It is strongly suggested that 
any community contemplating making a 
request for participation in Metco give 
careful study to the guidelines. 

Selection of new Metco communities will 
be based on how a community and its school 
system has, plans to or can fulfill the 
prerequisites. 

1 . Number of students and their placements 

A new community should be able and 

willing to admit at least 18 students in its first 
enrollment. Beyond 18, multiples of 9 — that 
is, 27, 36 — are suggested. A school station 
wagon can carry a maximum of nine 
students. 

When entering a new community, Metco 
feels no more than two schools during the first 
year should be involved. 

Students should not be scattered into too 
many grade levels It is desirable to have 
them placed in consecutive grades; for 
example, kindergarten through 2. 1-2. 3-6, 7-9. 

There should be room for at least four 
Metco students (two boys, two girls, etc.) in 
each potential classroom. 

The number of students to be placed, 
number of schools involved, specific schools 
and grade level placements should be 
determined with the Metco staff. 

There will be some slight flexibility in this 
area. The rationale for the above 
requirements have to do with problems 
related to transportation arrangements, 
economic considerations related to busing, 
educational planning and overall program 
efficiencies and the orientation required by 
suburban teachers, administrators and other 
school personnel. 

2 . Incorporating Afro-American studies into 
school curricula 

It is hoped all school systems are involved 
in integrating curricula with Afro-American 
material and that multi-ethnic and multi¬ 
racial texts, trade books, audio-visual aids, 
magazines, etc., are available and part of 
courses and units of study. 

Metco will never reach its lull potential for 


black or white youngsters unless African and 
Afro-American culture, history and ex¬ 
perience is consciously built into the 
curriculum at all grade levels and in all 
disciplines — social science, history, science, 
music and art. Black children and youth must 
see themselves in the curriculum. 

A potential Metco community should be 
committed to and show strong intentions of 
spending funds and providing the necessary 
time and resources for teachers, curriculum 
specialists, etc., to prepare and plan for the 
incorporation of Afro-American studies into 
the school systems’ courses and units of 
study. 

3. Non-white teachers and administrators 

A potential Metco community should show 
evidence of active and sincere efforts to 
recruit teachers and other school 
professionals (counselors, administrators, 
para professionals) who are black. The 
presence of competent black personnel is 
important for both black and white 
youngsters. 

A Metco school system should be willing to 
consider the employment of graduate 
students and para professionals who are 
black as a means of increasing non-white 
faculty. 

Black graduate students from Boston 
University, Simmons College and Harvard 
University are teaching part-time and do 
related work in several Metco communities. 
Over the years, mothers of Metco students 
have gained employment in schools as 
teacher aides, library aides, office assistant. 
I. Host family program 

Beacuse Metco students travel many 
miles to attend school, it is essential that each 
Metco student have a home away from home. 
In case of emergency Metco students must 
have a family in the community to turn to. 

Communities should begin organizing and 
selecting a host family for each potential 
Metco student. Host families should be 
identified and committed by the end of June. 
Plans should be developed for meeting with 
Metco students and their parents before 
school opens. 

Metco coordinator 

It has become clear that an essential part 
of the Metco program is the position of the 
coordinator. Each Metco community should 
have one person identified as responsible for 
general and specific aspects of the program. 

The job of the coordinator can be con¬ 
ceptualized on several levels: 

a) Mechanical services:The coordinator is 
someone who handles administrative details. 
The problem of daily transportation to and 
from school, as well as transportation under 
conditions of emergency or special after¬ 
school programs, have to be dealt with. 

b) Student services: Perhaps the most 
crucial order of business for the coordinator 
is overseeing the total educational program of 
each student. This will involve the coor¬ 
dinator in the academic, social and emotional 
life of the students. 

Progress Report 
On Metco Slated 
Monday Night 

A progress report on Winchester’s possible 
involvement in the Metco program will be 
given Monday night at the regular meeting of 
the School Committee. 

The meeting will be held at the New 
Lincoln School beginning at 7:30 p.m. 

Other items on the agenda are outdoor 
education, curriculum subjects including 
those under Max-Ed. and the school budget. 


c) Administrative services: It is important 
that the coordinator have time to meet 
regularly with the members of the Metco staff 
in Boston. The coordinator must keep the 
lines of communication open between the 
Metco office staff and school personnel. 
Generally he-she should assist the superin¬ 
tendent and other school personnel in ad¬ 
ministrative details related to Metco. 

It is recommended that any community 
with an enrollment of 75 or more students 
employ a full time coordinator. 

6. In-service human relations training for 
teachers and administrators. 

All administrators and teachers in a given 
community should recognize that they are 
part of the community’s culture. We cannot 
ignore the pressing problems of race relations 
and its impact. 

There is an urgent need for all teachers to 
take every opportunity to become sensitive 
towards the problems of black-white 
relationships and recognize the need for 
promoting a greater understanding of the 
multiethnicity and culture of minority groups 
in Greater Boston and in our country. 

Teachers in the Metco communities have, 
aside from the children themselves, the most 
day to day, hour to hour, involvement in the 
program. 

They are not always comfortable with 
culturally and racially diverse students or 
with an integrated teaching-learning 
situation. 

Often their own tension and inner feelings 
interfere with their capacity to put the 
students; both black and white, at ease and to 
build the rapport necessary to the process of 
educating. 

It is recommended that all Metco com¬ 
munities recognize and require teachers to 
participate in in-service curriculum and 
human relations workshops sponsored by 
Metco. 

This will assist teachers in developing 
knowledge, attitudes, and designed to in¬ 
crease knowledge and understanding about 
Afro-American history and culture. The 
Metco curriculum resource library contains 
numerous educational resources, teacher 
references, audio-visual materials and books 
based on the Afro-American experience. 

The curriculum department coordinates 
workshops designed to assist teachers clarify, 
modify and re-examine attitudes about race 
and cultural differences; and the effect these 
attitudes have on teacher competency and 
sensitivity in the integrated classroom. 

We request the hiring of minority per¬ 
sonnel in the schools that Metco students 
attend for appropriate role models and 
authority figures.

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King Day Will Find 
Some Town Employees 
At Work, Others Not 


Next Wednesday the Winchester Public 
Library will be closed 

The closing is to recognize the birth of 
Martin Luther King Jr. and to follow the in¬ 
structions of the state legislature that Jan. 15 
be a legal holiday to honor the late black 
leader who died from an assassin’s bullet. 

The decision to close came Tuesday after 
Edward O’Connell, chairman of the Library 
Trustees, polled other board members 
O’Connell was present at the selectmen’s 
meeting Monday night when they re-affirmed 
an earlier decision to have employees 
reporting to them work on Jan. 15 but to keep 
the Town Hall closed to the public. 

Speaking for selectmen, acting chairman 
John J. Sulliven recalled the 3-2 vote of 
selectmen the week before after a 90-minute 
discussion of the matter. 

Selectmen took the advice of Town Counsel 
Douglas Randall, who said in lieu of existing 
collective bargaining contracts and 
provisions in the personnel policy guide, all 
employees under selectmen’s jurisdiction 


could be required to work on Martin Luther 
King day 

He advised selectmen that the only legal 
requirement relative to the date is that town 
offices be closed to the public. 

Randall interprets town offices to mean 
traditional town offices such as the treasurer- 
collector’s office, assessor’s office, town 
clerk’s office and the selectmen’s office. 

This would not affect any of the depart¬ 
ments outside the Town Hall such as the 
library or cemetery departments 

O’Connell called the selectmen’s decision 
“quixotic, if not an absurd resolution .” He 
said a day is a holiday or it is not a holiday. 

Sullivan pointed to the teachers’ contract 
as specifically designating Jan. 15 as a 
holiday to commemorate King’s birth while 
other town contracts do not. (The School 
Department will observe the holiday.) 

Selectman Lawrence Smith said, “We 
wouldn’t need to enumerate holidays if all 
were included in collective bargaining, but 
every holiday has its own distinction.” 


“This leaves one high and dry,” com¬ 
mented O’Connell, who later said he favored 
closing the library but would poll library 
trustees associates before making a decision 

O’Connell said the trustees have been 
making an effort to build their black history 
collection of books over recent years and not 
to close. 

Selectmen considered the General Court 
should have set up a provision for the tax 
payers to pay for such a holiday. Sullivan 
said. “The taxpayers bear the burden and 
always have ” the library on Martin Luther 
King day would in be consistent. 

Smith noted the library has a large 
collection of books on Abraham Lincoln yet 
the building is not closed on his birthday*. 

Referring to holidays in America where 
businesses close. O’Connell returned with the 
comment. “If Lincoln didn’t make it in loo 
years," chances are he won’t. 

He went on to forecast that Martin Luther 
King day will eventually be treated like 
Washington’s birthday. 

He referred to “a cultural mood” and 
suggested “we should be alert to the 
limes...march to the tune of the modern 
drummer.” 

Sullivan said: “Should you decide to give 
library employees) the day off with pay, 
better check with Jim Costello.” 

O’Connell did check with the town comp- 
lroller who, according to Mrs. Leila-jane 
Roberts, librarian, said he would honor 
paying employees on the notification of the 
trustees

The education of Winchester children with 
special needs means decisions in several 
areas. 

There are 584 Winchester children 
currently identified as requiring special 
education. That figure is approximately 11 
percent of the 5372 children enrolled in the 
Winchester schools this year. 

What are the School Department’s 
priorities in the expansion of its services to 
these children? 

How much money will the town meeting be 
asked to vote for the special needs budget for 
the school year 1975-76: 

What services does the town receive 
through SEEM (Special Education of 
Education Mutual), a special needs con¬ 
sortium involving Winchester and six other 
communities? 

The League of Women Voters is spon¬ 
soring a panel at 7:30 p.m. Jan. 15 (Jan. 16 
snow date) in the Public Library to examine 
the implementation of Chapter 766, the 
Bartley-Daly special education act in Win¬ 
chester. 


Plans and programs in Winchester 
directed toward meeting the requirements of 
the law that went into effect last September 
will be discussed by a panel of professionals 
involved with identifying and meeting local 
needs. 

They are a School Committee member, a 
school administrator, a special needs in¬ 
structor, and an area coordinator. 

Ch. 766 has been cited as a landmark 
legislation because of its guarantee of an 
adequate education to all children. Every 
child in Massachusetts has the right to a free 
and public education regardless of handicaps. 

Children with special needs have 
previously and still are categorized by such 
terms as emotionally disturbed, mentally 
retarded, deaf, blind, physically handicapped 
or learning-disabled. 

The intent of the law is to remove the 
labels and to group the children according to 
their educational needs. 

On Dec. 26, The Star reported that the 
School Committee had voted to ask the 
Finance Committee to transfer $32,000 from 
the reserve fund for the implementation of 
(’ll. 766 during the balance of this school year. 


The Board of Assessors indicated recently 
that it will sit tight for the present over the 
question of 100 percent revaluation. 

The state Supreme Judicial Court revently 
ruled that the state can force communities to 
raise real estate tax assessment to 100 per¬ 
cent. 

Winchester at persent assesses property at 
around 75 percent. 

The assessors told The Star at a meeting in 
their office last week that they will do nothing 
about the court decision until ordered to do so 
by the state. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall told the 
assessors that he thinks state tax officials will 
eventually force town and cities to revaluate 
at l()() percent. 

But the counsel advised the assessors to do 
nothigg until they find out what is happening 
at the state level. 

Assessors Chairman George Andersen 
said most towns are waiting to see what 
happens before going ahead and revaluating. 

“What’s the advantage to go ahead?" 
asked assessor S. Maxwell Beal, pointing out 
that communiuties in the past have been 
ordered to reassess 100 percent and most still 
do not. 

Counsel Randall said there will likely be 
some test court cases on the new dicision. 

Winchester revaluated in 1968.

In the race for School Committee, Con¬ 
stance D. Papas of 1« Amberwood dr., a 
political unknown, and John W. Noble Jr. of 32 
Woodside rd., who ran unsuccessfully last 
year for the committee, have taken 
nomination papers. 

Interesting races so far have developed for 
town treasurer and Park Commission. 

Two more persons in the last week have 
taken papers for town treasurer, bringing to 
four the number of candidates so far for that 
spot formerly occupied by Marguerite Troop. 

The two new candidates are Carol A. 
Thomas, the temporary treasurer-collector, 
of 45 Russell rd., and Frederick W. Kimball of 
4 Norwood st., who ran unsuccessfully last 
year for Charter Commission. 

In the Park Commission race, Eric Weiss 
of 156Swantonst., a newcomer to politics, has 
joined the two incumbents, Albert A. Mac- 
donnell of 309 Main st. and Stella M. Aitken of 
26 Myopia rd. 

Last week at this time there were no 
candidates for Park Commission. A fourth 
candidate, Joseph McGrath of 19 Lochwan st., 
took out papers but will have his name taken 
off.

Ryerson, perturbed a week ago when he 
learned MacDonnell had asked selectmen to 
place an article on the annual town meeting 
warrant before the question was brought 
before the Park Commission, said he felt the 
transfer would “take an act of legislature." 
He favored getting an opinion from town 
counsel. 

MacDonnell said he considered there was 
no wrongdoing in his asking the selectmen to 
place an article on the warrant.

Supt. William C. MacDonald presented a 
plan to the School Committee Monday night 
showing placement of 45 Boston children in 
rour Winchester schools under e proposed 
Metco program. 

About 250 persons attened the meeting at 
Lincoln School. More than two hours was 
spent answering questions from the audience, 
many of whom appeared to have been hearing 
about Metco for the first time. 

This was the third public hearing con¬ 
ducted by the committee on possible Metco 
involvement since November. New in¬ 
formation that came out of Monday’s hearing 
had to do with the superintendent’s report. 

Ambrose. Lincoln. Parkhurst and 
Washington Schools would absorb the 45 
Boston minority children in grades 1 and 2. 

These schools have the greatest decline in 
enrollments in kindergarten through grade 
six, MacDonald said. These four offer “good 
geographical distribution," the superin¬ 
tendent added, and arc not likely to close in 
the immediate future. 

Cost of Winchester’s Metco involvement 
would be $97,190, all of that reimbursed by the 
state. About $38,000 of that would be for 
transportation (two mini buses), about 
$54,000 for additional staff, including a Metco 
coordinator, and $5,000 for miscellaneous. 

Supt. MacDonald said the hiring of ad¬ 
ditional staff (one teacher, six aides) will be 
on the basis of established Winchester 
qualifications 

There is $12,740. for a new teacher at 
Ambrose. Because Metco pupils will push the 
Ambrose pupil-teacher ratio over the Win¬ 
chester-accepted 25:1 norm, an additional 
teacher is being planned at that school 

Though the committee in December voted 


an initial acceptance of Winchester Metco 
involvement, it has yet to take a final vote. 
The members intend to study MacDonald’s 
1 1 proposal before taking action. 

Chairman Stephen Parkhurst said the vote 
will not be taken prior to the Nov. 23 special 
town meeting convening to take an advisory 
vote on Metco. 

(Actual date of the town meeting vote on 
the Metco article is uncertain since selectmen 
are expected to try and juggle meeting days 
so a possible referendum on Metco coincides 
with the annual town election in March.) 

Parkhurst said the committee decided to 
delay its final vote “because a number of 
people have asked us to reconsider our 
timing."

Metco Special 
Next Thursday 

A special town meeting will convene on 
Jan. 23 to act on seven articles. 

The first of these articles concerns Win¬ 
chester’s involvement in the Metco program 

The special town meeting was prompted 
bv a petition filed by Arthur J Hewis Jr. 
seeking an advisory vote on whether the town 
should participate in Metco. 

The article reads: “To see what action the 
town will take on the question of metropolitan 
schools. Metco. school busing or any other 
related matter." 

The School Committee has indicated by a 
5-1 vote its approval of the town’s in¬ 
volvement. 

Leading opponent of the town's taking 
affirmative action on the matter. Hewis has 
indicated if town meeting members support 
Metco he will seek a referendum which, 
according to law. would have to be 31 days 
after the conclusion of the special town 
meeting. 

The annual town election is March 3. Since 
it costs about $3,400 to hold a referendum, 
selectmen will ask the town meeting of Jan. 23 
to agree to adjourn a week. 

The 31-dav limit would then extend beyond 
March 3 and both the referendum and election 
could coincide. 

There will be an article presented by the 
Recreation Committee asking the town to 
accept a grant from the Office of Children and 
appropriate the same to bo spent by the 
committee for the establishment and 
maintenance of a program during the current 
fiscal year. 

Town meeting members will also hear 
from the Solid Waste Disposal Study Com¬ 
mittee regarding disposition of the town’s 
rubbish. 

SWDSC is expected to recommend one or 
more of the following alternatives and ask for 
town meeting appropriation: 

-Repair the town incinerator. 

Contract for incineration and removal by 
an indepandent contractor of solid wastes. 

Engineer and design a solid waste transfer 
station to be located at the current incinerator 
site. 

Survey the solid waste disposal problem. 

Raise money by taxation, borrowing, 
transferor otherwise for the construction of a 
new incinerator. 

Authorize any contracts that may be 

necessary or advisable in connection with 
incineration. 

On an article presented by the Board of 
Park Commissioners, members will act a 
report concerning installation of lights at the 
Palmer street tennis courts or other location. 

The remaining three articles are spon¬ 
sored by the Board of Selectmen. 

These will ask for money for an additional 
election if the Metco program goes to 
referendum; a new motor vehicle for the 
Engineering Department at a cost of about 
$33,000; and $30,000 to be added to the group 
insurance budget for additional Blue Cross- 
Blue Shield premiums. 

An article, on a petition by Robert Winn of 
Kirk street, has been withdrawn, This article 
was to ask town meeting to amend the general 
by-laws to give relief to Winchester residents 
who do not have driveways or garages for 
night parking. 

Winn withdrew the petition for the article 
when it was determined that town meeting 
does not rule on traffic regulations. 

According to Police Chief Edeard Bowler, 
the present rule prohibits parking over one 
hour between 1 a.m. and 7 a.m. the only 
exempt vehicles are those of physicians, 
nurses or clergymen while attending the sick. 

The rule, noted the chief, had been in effect 
since 1936. The night parking ban is to keep 
streets clear for snow removal, maintenance 
jobs and emergencies.

Solid waste disposal, transfer’ of the 
Skillings Pond skating rink site to the Council 
on Aging tor a center for elderly persons; 

State elections and state primaries public 
notifications, a 24-hour dog leash law petition, 
reinstatement of a dog leash law fee; 

Improved street lighting, repair and 
painting of the North and South water tanks, 
flood plain insurance. 

Report of the Energy Conservation 
Committee and other special committees, 
returning unspent funds to the Reserve Fund, 
resurfacing Palmer street, and putting in a 
sidewalk on a stretch of road from Symmes 
corner to West Chardon road, and Town Hall 
alterations.

In their most recent discussion selectmen 
talked about disputed articles to transfer land 
on the westerly side of Middlesex street from 
the Park Department to the Cemetery 
Department and land located off Andrews 
road from the Park Department to the 
Conservation Commission. 

The controversy came about after Park 
Commission Chairman Albert MacDonnell 
sent a request to selectmen to include the 
transfers on the warrant. 

Park Cmsr. William Ryerson charged the 
items had not been voted at Park Commission 
meetings and MacDonnell had no right to 
make such requests. 

Selectmen noted MacDonnell provided 
"insufficient" background material to keep 
the articles on the warrant and are giving the 
Park and Cemetery Commissions until 
Monday to provide this information. Other¬ 
wise the matters will have to wait for a 
special town meeting. 

Executive secretary Edward Donnelly 
indicated his preference for the latter action 
because of lack of time and such transfers are 
not emergencies.. 

Selectman William Chapman said he 
would be interested in knowing why the Park 
Department wants to convey the land and 
why does the Cemetery Department want it. 
How does this involve the Conservation 
Commission? (The Park Department met 
Tuesday to discuse the matter. See separate 
story.» 

During review of the annual town meeting 
warrant, selectmen removed a possible ar¬ 
ticle involving the sale of town-owned land at 
the intersection of Cox and Johnson road. 

They considered but rejected removing an 
article for town hall alterations and another 
for a sprinkler system at the Town Hall but 
decided the matters could not wait to see “if 
the Charter passes.” 

Selectmen received a working draft of a 
sign by-law from the Planning Board, another 
matter expected to be brought before the 
annual town meeting.

Shrimp Found In Water, But ‘Safe To Drink’

Winchester’s drinking water is safe to 
consume. 

This is the opinion of Board of Health 
director Michael Saraco, Supt. of the Water- 
Sewer Department William Conlon. and E. A. 
Phillips, P.N. Blanchard and H. E. Chefalo, 
Water-Sewer Board members. 

The town officials were questioned by The 
Star following national reports of carcinogens 
found in drinking water in some parts ol the 
country due to mixtures of chlorine with in¬ 
dustrial pollutants. 

Also this past week Mrs. Vincent Galvin of 
45 Calumet rd. visited The Star office 
carrying a sample of water from her kitchen 
tap and complaining of its unattractinveness. 
poor flavor and fear it contained bacteria 

Mrs. Galvin said she had just purchased a 
water purifier and that her family im¬ 
mediately noted a “change in taste." 

Since installation of the water purifier. 
Mrs. Galvin said one ol her five children said 
water without the purifier “tastes like swamp 
water.” 

Mrs, Galvin said her husband detected the 
purified water “didn’t have the metallic 
taste" of the regular water and “tasted 
delicious." 

She said she has forbidden her children to 
drink water from upstairs in the bathroom, 
and that when she gets her next water bill she 
and her husband are going to deduct the 
amount of the cost of the purifier Irom their 


bill or submit a bill to the town “because they 
are not doing their job. I am annoyed to think 
we are drinking this stuff," she charged 
Mrs. Galvin took her water sample to the 
Board of Health office. She talked with Board 
of Health director Saraco, who asked her 
when she drew the water sample (which 
contained obvious specks) from her tap. 

Mrs. Galvin said “a week ago." She called 
the sample “concentrated," said Saraco. 

He said Mrs Galvin told him she planned 
to take the sample to a private laboratory for 
testing to be sure it did not contain bacteria. 

Saraco explained that testing must be 
performed under sterile conditions and that 
every 20 minutes bacteria at room tem¬ 
perature will multiply 

Saraco told The Star he assured Mrs. 
Galvin she need not worry about Winchester’s 
drinking water because it is closely watched 
by state and local inspectors 

Saraco said that sometimes a resident will 
complain of an odor in the water or that it is 
discolored, but inspection has always found 
“the water to lx* safe for drinking." 

He acknowledged that a membrane filter 
such as one now on the market will make 
water "more attractive and cleaner" but he 
repeated his opinion that a purifier is not 
necessary. 

Maurice DiBlasi of 8 Socrates, a water 
tiller salesman, visited The Star office this 
u eek 


A town meeting member, DiBlasi says he 
does not want to be an alarmist but he wants 
to alert residents to be concerned about their 
drinking water. 

DiBlasi said he took a sample of water 
from his own home which was not purified 
and had it tested at the Medford Medical 
Laboratory. The test, taken on Dec. 26, in¬ 
dicated the water contained bacteria which 
normally causes ear, nose and throat in¬ 
fections, he said. 

After he installed a purifier in his own 
home, he said, one of his children who always 
had ear infections no longer has this problem 

DiBlasi told The Star that in his visits 
around town he has received reports of baby 
shrimp in the water. 

Saraco said. “Naturally seeing a little 
baby shrimp come out of the tap and into a 
glass will scare you. But nothing is wrong 
with the water." 

Water Supt Conlon said of the shrimps, 
“They are tasty and harmless." 

Conlon pointed out that local water which 
comes from municipal reservoirs is treated 
with three substances. 

To combat bacteria, the water receives 
hyperchlorite solution (chlorine) This 
automatically spills into the water at a per 
centage level required by state law

Funeral Today For Veterans 
Services Director Doherty 


Funeral mass will be celebrated at 11 a.m. 
today for Atty. Daniel J Doherty of l New 
Meadows rd. who was Winchester’s director 
of Veterans Services. 

He died Saturday at Winchester Hospital 
unexpectedly. Rev. Bernard Hoy will officiate 
over the mass at St. Mary’s Church. Burial 
will be in Calvary Cemetery. 

Mr Doherty, a Winchester resident for 28 
years, was a past commander of the 
American Legion. 

Shortly after his election as national 
commander in 1937. his home town of Woburn 
paid tribute to him with a parade. 

During his 1937-38 term, he traveled more 
than 75,000 miles throughout the world. This 
included a reception before King Leopold of 
Belgium. 

He was the first New Englander to become 
national commander of the Legion and was a 
life member of its executive committee. 

He was born in Woburn on Jan. 19, 1894, the 
son of Patrick and Mary A. (Hardin) Doherty. 

He attended Woburn schools, Suffolk Law 
School and Bentley College. 



In 1913 he enlisted in the US Navy where he 
rose to the rank of warrant officer. He later 
served as a lieutenant commander in the US 
Naval Reserve. 

He was admitted to the Massachusetts Bar 
in 1922 and the federal bar the next year. He 
practiced law privately for 20 years. 

Mr. Doherty was a charter member of the 
George A. Campbell Post of the American 
legion in Woburn where he served as the 
group’s first adjutant. 

He was active in the Middlesex County 
Legion affairs before being named com¬ 
mander of the Massachusetts Department of 
the Legion in 1933. 

In 1934 he was national vice-commander of 
the American Legion and the following year 


was appointed as chairman of its national 
rehabilitation committee. 

It was his work on behalf of physically and 
mentally disabled veterans that brought him 
national attention and led to his unanimous 
election as national commander at the 
Legion’s convention in New York City in 1937. 

He was a former alderman in Woburn, and 
in 1931 served as secretary to Mayor Herman 
IV Peterson, and in 1936 was named special 
district attorney for Middlesex County after 
serving one year as assistant district at¬ 
torney 

In this last position he served under Paul 
Dever from 1938-41 and from 1941-46 he was 
state administrator of the US War Bonds 
program. 

He was a member of the Woburn City 
Council for two years, served one term as 
assistant city solicitor in Woburn, and for 
three years was a Winchester town meeting 
member. 

In 1960 he was named chief attorney of the 
Veterans Administration in Boston. 
Previously he served as an attorney in the 
New England branch office of the VA. 

He was due to retire from his job with 
Winchester’s Veterans Services Dept, 
yesterday. 

He was also a member of the Woburn Elks, 
the Woburn Knights of Columbus and the Holy 
Name Society of St. Mary’s Church. 

He leaves his wife. Mary E. (Linehan) 
Doherty of Winchester, a son, Atty. Daniel J. 
Doherty Jr. of Bowie, Md.. and four grand¬ 
children. 

He is also survived by four sisters, Anna 
Doherty of Bedford, Bertha Doherty of 
Carlisle. Mrs. DeC Mathers of Hudson, N.H., 
and Mrs. James Gallagher of Medford.

The Winchester Stn 
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‘Untrue’ Ch. 766 
Money Diverted 

It is "completely untrue" Winchester 
diverted money intended for special 
education funds, the chairman of the Win¬ 
chester School Committee said Tuesday. 

Chairman Stephen R. Parkhurst labeled 
as false the implications in a Boston Globe 
story on Tuesday that the town has misused' 
state funds Intended for special education. 

Town Comptroller James J. Costello, 
agreed with Chairman Parkhurst, calling the 
Globe story untrue. 

Both men steadfastly maintain the town 
has spent and is now spending all of the funds 
required of it to meet the demands of Chapter 
766, the state’s new law dealing with the 
education of children with mental and 
physical problems. 

Globe story carried this paragraph: 

The diversion, disclosed yesterday by the 
Massachuset's Advocacy Center, prompted 
Education C.nsr. Gregory R. Anrig to 
threaten legal action against communities 
that fail to restore the money to special 
education purposes." 

The story alleged that Winchester is one of 
15 communities so diverting funds. 

Both Chairman Parkhurst and Comp¬ 
troller Costello doubted the veracity of the 
information contained in the Globe story. 

Costello went into a lengthy explanation to 
The Star detailing expenses and distribution 
of funds mandattxi by the special education 
statute. 

Costello said the town appropriated all of 
its special education funds as required by 
law. But then the legislature decided to help 
the towns and cities out by appropriating $26 
million in transition money. 

'Hie result was Winchester getting back in 
its treasury $54,000 - the town’s share of the 
$26 million. 

That $54,000 was then put back into the 
general fund. But, explained Costello, it had 
never been intended to supplement special 
education and the School Department had 
fully complied with the appropriation 
requirements of Chapter 766. 

('Hie Globe article said the town "diver¬ 
ted’’ $54,341. In any case, explained Costello, 
that figure would be inaccurate even if state 
special education reimbursements had been 
intended as supplementary money. 

(Costello said The Globe figure should 
have read $39,000 since the original state 
reimbursement was slated as $15,000 which 
the town had certified for 766 in anticipation 
of receipt from the state. 

(Approximately $39,(KH) was then received 


from the state beyond the $15,000.) 

Commented Costello: "I believe the 
Winchester tax rate established for 1975 is in 
accordance with the law as it stood then. I 
don’t believe there has been a diversion. ’ ’

EDITORIAL 


Town Meeting—Yes 

The Winchester town meeting is coming under increasing criticism f rom 
individual town meeting members, town officials and others who contend 
the meeting is unable to function in the computer age. 

Some even believe the meeting should be abolished and replaced with a 
council form of government. The meeting is criticized because the mem¬ 
bers seem to lack the interest required of a legislative body. 

A great deal of Interest is required if a legislative group is to provide the 
wisdom needed in leading a community. Part of the problem in Winchester 
has been and continues to be the lack of information given town meeting 
members. 

The greater part of the problem Is that members do not seem to be 
putting in the time required of them in reaching a decision in the best in¬ 
terest of the town. Some of the meeting's decisions, particularly in the last 
year, have been capricious, quixotic and even vindictive. 

This is no way to run a town. 

Since the recently concluded year-long study by the Charter Commission 
contains no solution to town meeting’s faults, Winchester will continue to 
function under this form of government, at least until we elect another 
charter commission. 

For that reason it is mandatory that the town elect competent, 
inquisitive, energetic and willing town meeting members. 

Another annual town election is almost here, bringing with it another 
long list of seats to be filled through the democratic process. The greatest 
number of those seats are in the town meeting. 

Each precinct fills at least 11 seats each year through election. And this 
year, as always, each precinct has a number of other seats to be filled due to 
deaths and resignations during the year. 

It's important for Winchester to elect qualified persons for these seats if 
there is to be an improvement in the performance of town meeting. 

It's not enough to merely pull the first 11 levers in the town meeting race. 
An informed town meeting will depend on an informed electorate which fills 
these seats with imaginative, independent persons. 

Of course such action implies there will be choices for the electorate to 
make. All too often, unfortunately, town meeting seats go unfilled through 
the democratic process because there are not enough persons interested 
enough to make the very slight effort involved in running for the meeting. 

In such cases the remaining members get together and fill the seats by 
appointment. Last year for the first time in several years there were town 
meeting contests in every precinct. 

Let’s hope we can do the same this year, which is very little to ask. 

And which brings up the point of this editorial; Running for town 
meeting. Perhaps you know of some person who would contribute to the 
leadership of the community by serving as a TMM. 

Or perhaps you would make the sacrifice of making a contribution to the 
government of Winchester. The rewards are few, the satisfaction slight and 
the time involved often great. 

That’s why being a town meeting member is considered a sacrifice. But 
it’s also a contribution to your town, which has given most of us a lot; good 
. schools, recreational activities, a pleasant environment and so much more. 

Consider serving in the town meeting as a partial payment for what 
Winchester has given you. Being a town meeting member isn’t as grim as it 
may sound. 

Participating in the decision-making process has a fascination for many. 
Some of the meeting debates are lively and informative. You can meet old 
friends and make new ones. You can give vent to your frustrations if you so 
choose. 

Nomination papers may be picked up at the town clerk’s office at Town 
Hall until Jan. 23. (Incumbent town meeting members have until Jan. 20 to 
notify the town clerk of their intention to seek reelection.) 

Ten certified signatures of Winchester voters are all that’s required to 
have your name on the ballot. Think about it. And good luck.

Mini-Bus Article- 
Little Going For It 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Oil few days in one’s life is one treated to a 
vision of the future. Jan. 2 will, your headline 
not withstanding, unfortunately, go down in 
my life as another day when I wasn’t. 

Your article describing a system of mini 
buses through town is a collection of ideas 
that have surfaced during the past 111 or it 
years, have been tried and generally have 
been allowed to die a peaeelul death. 

There are two fundamental reasons for the 
demise of these ideas; 

1. The demands placed on these systems 
are not level. They peak during the com¬ 
muting hours. The equipment required to 
satisfy these peaks lies idle during the slack 
periods. Equipemnt that is under-utilized 
continues to cost money.

One further point: Your article states that 
by getting rid of one ear a family could save 
$8,000 over three years. 

Even if this ear was used soley for one 
daily round trip to the railroad station, the 
numbers wouldn’t add up. At SO per da>. the 
three-year cost would only $6,570, allow ing for 
a leap year. 

When you deduct the 50 cents per day cost 
of the pool-cab. in my view a totally un 
believable figure, the three-year savings 
amount to $6028.50. This is not an in 
significant savings. 

The (lit!i i e between it and $8,000 does 
little for those who might wish to place faith in 
the remainder of the article 

In light of these remarks, the suggestion of 
shuttle-bus service between the west side and 


downtown, in my previous letter, may seem 
to be a dichotomy. 

I estimate that there are sufficient com¬ 
muters living on the west side who would use 
this service on a subscription basis to provide 
a foundation for daytime service on a per trip 
basis. 

1 am not sure that a similar situation exists 
in any other part of town. I hasten to add that 
this is only an estimate and is not the result of 
any study or survey. 

It might be highly beneficial to the town if 
the selectmen, if the people really want 
convenient public transportation, or the 
winchester Business Association, if they 
really want to bring more people to Win¬ 
chester Center, or both, would support a 
comprehensive study of the needs of Win¬ 
chester

Listening to the Metco debate at the School 
Committee meeting Monday night I couldn’t 
help thinking sadly: I would have expected 
more. 

The depths to which a few opponents sunk 
to dredge up tired charges of conflict of in¬ 
terest against two members, the grasping for 
any kind of far out argument to discredit 
those supporting Metco, the innuendo and 
bitterness ... 

And for what? Metco will lead to regional 
schools (“metropolitanization” is the code 
word) is an obvious example. 

Those who know even a little about Metco 
know’ very well it has nothing to do with a 
metropolitan school system. But they have 
scared those who don’t know anything about 
Metco into thinking there is a connection, that 
“metro” (perhaps because it has a similar 
sound) will naturally follow Metco. 

★ 

About 250 persons showed up for the 
committee meeting Monday, according to the 
police estimate. The sargeant in charge 
thought the pros and cons were about even. 

From where 1 was sitting (in the front 
row’) it sounded like more cons than pros. I 
mentioned to the executive director of Metco. 
Jean McGuire, sitting next to me. that it 
sounded like an ugly crowd out there. 

“Oh they’re not bad," she said surprised. 
“They’re like all the suburban towms. You 
expect it.” Mrs. McGuire has been going 
around to the many hearings in suburban 
towns now’ debating Metco. 

★ 

I wonder where some of the Metco op¬ 
ponents Monday came from. Some of them 
actually appeared to be hearing about Metco 
for the first time. And it has been in the 
newspapers covering Winchester for months. 

Winchester’s Metco debate has also ap¬ 
peared in the Boston papers and even on a 
couple of Boston television stations. Where 
have some of these people been? 

They couldn’t all have been in Florida for 
the last two months. Yet they were asking the 
most basic questions which have been an¬ 
swered over and over and over. 

One must conclude that they are either not 
aware of what’s going on or this is a par¬ 
ticularly difficult subject to grasp. 

Maybe they choose to ignore the facts or 
maybe they really don’t believe what they 
have been told. I don’t know. But I would have 
expected better of them. 

★ 

A couple of Metco hearing sidelights: 

—After a snowball struck against the 
outside of a window in the meeting hall, 
School Supt. William MacDonald, at that 
moment presenting his proposal for Metco, 
quipped: “Have I been shot?’’ 

—Committee Chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst couldn’t find Metco Director Jean 
McGuire to answer a question from the 
audience. After someone pointed out to 
Parkhurst that Mrs. McGuire, a black, was 
sitting in the front row in front of him, she 
turned to me and said, “Well I’m glad he’s not 
color blind.” 

—Mrs. McGuire had a good comment at 
the start. “How I’d like to be home in bed 
reading a good book and listening to the sleet 
against the window.” 

—The sometimes acrimonious debate 
Monday had one high school student in tears. 

The high school student council has 
voted to favor Metco (though narrowly) while 
other high school students are circulating 
petitions pro Metco (not in classes). 

★ 

It came out at the Metco hearing Monday 
(the third, but alas not the last) that besides 
the Wyman School, another school a sub¬ 
committee will study for closing is Noonan 
School. 

Of course nothing is far enough along to 
say anything definite—just that Noonan will 
be one of two to be considered. 

Elementery school enrollments continue 
to decline here and everywhere. Ironically, as 
School Chairman Parkhurst pointed out, 
Metco, by increasing the number of pupils, 
might be responsible for keeping alive 
Winchester’s strong tradition of neighborhood 
schools. 

This possibility presents a problem for 
Metco opponents, who tend to be con¬ 
servative. A conservative view would tend to 
back the closing of schools of declining 
enrollments in order to save money. 

★ 

Two of those who signed the petitions 
containing 800 names against Metco crossed 
their names off after hearing the arguments 
Monday night. 

One, Jim Bowers, told me he had signed 


the petition in the first place because he felt 
Metco was going to cost the town money and 
because he felt the School Committee had not 
given opponents a chance to be heard. 

He said that as a result of the meeting 
Monday “I’m willing to pay the few cents it’s 
going to cost me." 

★ 

Mark C. Frazier of 15 Yale st. has written 
an article in the current Reader's Digest 
called “Highway Robbery—Via the ICC’’ 
attacking arbitrary regulations of the ICC.

Department does a commendable job keeping 
the streets of Winchester clear during and 
after snow storms.

Metco: Some Questions, Answers 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I am for kids, and for education of all kids

I that it is a disgrace to America that 
any child is denied an equal opportunity for 
f/ 1 e ^ u cation. And I agree that the children in 
the Metco program are now being denied that 
opportunity because there exists in their 
natural neighborhood schools a vicious quota 
system that is responsive only to political, 
social and monetary power. 

But this quota system exists in Winchester 
just as much as in the core city and will not 
change because our School Committee 
decides to implement a Metco program in 
Winchester. 


It is no accident that there has been no 
discussion of the quality or effectiveness of 
the Winchester educational program in the 
past year. It cannot stand the light of day. 

The quota system in Winchester starts at 
the second grade when the decision is made, 
based on one test, which children shall be 
challenged and which children shall be 
forgotten. 

With heavy reliance on the effects of socio¬ 
economic envoronment, placement of 
children is made based on thiir so-called 
“achievement.” The potential of the in¬ 
dividual child is ignored. 

By the seventh grade the quota has per¬ 
formed its vicious task. Only 35 percent are 
eligible for foreign language study. Only 50 
children are eligible for advanced 
mathematics. Certain elementary schools are 
virtually shut off from the mathematics 
program, and only one boy is deemed eligible 
for every three girls. 

And what does this have to do with Metco? 
On Dec. 4, 1974. I asked the assistant 
superintendent of schools: Will the quota be 
enlarged if Metco comes to Winchester? The 
answer was, “No.” 

The elimination of the “quota” system is 
important to every child. Discussion of Metco 
is an irrelevancy which will only worsen the 
inequities existing now in the Winchester 
Schools. 


This is why Mrs. Twomey and I oppose 
Metco coming to Winchester.

The first ariicle on the warrant for the 
special town meeting of Jan. 23 reads, “To see 
what action the town will take on the question 
of Metropolitan Schools-METCO-school 
busing and-or any other related matter.” It is 
not clear what action or actions are en¬ 
visioned by the petitioners. 

If by “Metropolitan Schools” the 
petitioners are referring to a metropolitan 
school district for the purpose of achieving 
desegregation in the Boston schools, their 
question has already been resolved by the 
United States Supreme Court. 

On July 25, 1974, the court overruled, by a 5 
to 4 vote, lower-court orders which would 
have required the cross-busing of children 
between Detroit schools and 53 suburban 
school districts. 

The majority decision of the Supreme 
Court declared that it was “improper to 
impose a multi-district remedy for single 
district segregation." 

The majority opinion of the court also said, 
“The notion that school district lines can be 
casually ignored or treated as a mere ad¬ 
ministrative convenience is contrary to the 
history of public education in this country. 

“No single tradition in public education is 
more deeply rooted than local control over the 
operation of schools; local autonomy has long 
been thought essential both to maintenance of 


community concern and support for public 
schools and to quality of the educational 
process.” 

Winchester and suburbs all over the land 
have assurance that they will not be forced to 
bus their white pupils into black city schools 
to achieve racial balance. 

Therefore, the principal subject before the 
town meeting on Article I should be Metco. 
This one-way voluntary plan for inner-city 
children to improve their educational op¬ 
portunities should be considered on its own 
merits. 

It is not a new plan; more than 30 other 
communities in the Bpston area have adopted 
it. No evidence has been brought forth which 
would indicate that Metco has threatened 
local control over schools in participating 
towns. 

On Jan. 23 it it is asked for an advisory 
vote on Metco, the town meeting will be in an 
extraordinary position. It will, in effect, be 
the conscience of the community. 

Will the town meeting reflect a town ob¬ 
sessed with fear, confused by rumors and 
rationalizations? Or will it show Winchester 
to be a town with a spirit of generosity and 
concern for others?

My attention has been called to a 
statement in The Winchester Star of Jan. 9 
under the byline of the Metco Staff. The 
material in that statement was prepared by 
members of my staff to serve as guidelines 
for citizens and educators interested in 
bringing the Metco program to their com¬ 
munities. 

The recommendations contained therein 
are just that-recommendations which have 
been formulated over nine years of ex¬ 
perience with surburban communities. We 
believe the acceptance of these recom¬ 
mendations to be in the best interest of the 
Metco children and the suburban children. 

One point in the Metco statement has 
apparently caused some misunderstanding. 
In the section. Incorporating Afro-American 
Studies Into The School Curriculum, it is 
stated. 

“A potential Metco community should he 
committed to and have strong intentions of 
spending funds and providing the necessary 
time and resources for teachers, curriculum 
specialists, etc., to prepare and plan for the 
incorporation of Afro-American studies into 
the school systems’ courses and units of 
studies.” 

It was the intent of this sentence to suggest 
that local school department funds be ex¬ 
pended for this purpose. It should be pointed 
out that all identifiable and anticipated costs 
accruing directly to the implementation of the 
Metco program in a surburban town are met 
by the state.

Reconsideration of a vote nixing recom 
mendation of a swimming pool at Wedge 
Pond was passed at the Recreation Com 
mittee meeting Monday night 

The committee went on. through a 3-1 vote, 
lo recommend to the Capital Improvement 
Committee that consideration of a new pool 
be delayed three to five years. 

At the last meeting the members voted to 
kill the idea of an artificial pool at Wedge 
Pond But member Jack Noble was absent 
Irom that meeting and this week asked the 
other members to reconsider the vote 

They did and Noble went on to explain that 
IB months ago the Capital Improvement 
Committee met with the Park Commission. 
“There was general agreement that within 10 
years we would need a new pool.” 

Noble noted the deterioration of the quality 
of water in bodies of water in recent years and 
added: “Wedge is not going to last.” 

Though Noble said he doesn’t think a 
request for an appropriation for a new pool 
should go before the town meeting in the 
immediate future, he said is should be in¬ 
cluded in the long-range capital plans of the 
town. 

Chairman Peter Kennedy 'Fully amended 
that the quality of water has been getting 
better in the last few years. He noted the town 
meeting attitude against any new major 
expenditures and said. “Realistically, we're 
not talking about the next two to three years.” 

Recreation member Bette Hill said any 
artificial pool should be an outside one and not 
connected with the high school. She said, “If 
it's al the high school you exclude 90 percent 
of the town,” meaning if a pool is built in 
conjunction with the new high school the 
public will not be able to use it. 

Noble’s motion wSs to postpone asking the 
Capital Improvement Committee to postpone 
consideration of a pool for three to five years 
rather than to kill the proposal. 

Noble said it would be up to Recreation to 
establish the need and the Park Commission 
to build the facility. 

Voting yes were Noble. Hill, Robert 
Winn. Voting no was Karen Wharton. 

In another matter, Chairman Tully 
reported on a recent meeting with a member 
of the Finance Committee, John P. Larkin. 

Finance wants Recreation to cut 10 per 
cent off the top of its budget. Tully said he told 
Larkin the Recreation committee would 
never go along with such an unspecified cut, 
especially now with a sagging economy and a 
greater need for recreation facilities close to 
home 

“I told Larkin we would fight this at town 
meeting and probably get it,” Tully said of his 
intent to ask town meeting to restore any 
money recommended cut by Finance. 

Tully added that: “We’ve gone to four out 
of the last five town meetings and got every 
penny we asked for.” 

Larkin, according to Tully, reported that 
Finance members don’t understand th< 
Recreation budget well enough to recommend 
where the money should be cut and therefore 
have told Recreation to cut it “off the top ” 

A to percent rut amounts to about $0,000. 
Tully said.

Peace Agreements 

EDITOR OF TMK STAR: 

Recent news in the national press has 
made the public aware that our government 
is violating the Paris Peace Agreements 
signed almost two years ago by Henry 
Kissinger. 

On Monday (1-13-75) The Boston Globe 
reported that a high-ranking American 
source said that U.S. aircraft have been 
making regular reconnaissance flights over 
North Vietnam and over Viet Cong held 
territories in South Vietnam, and that 
American aircraft carriers and other war 
ships have conducted regular forays into the 
waters off South Vietnam. 

These military activities are expressly 
forbidden by the first paragraph of the Peace 
Agreements, which says: “The US shall 
cease immediately, completely and in¬ 
definitely aerial reconnaissance over the 
Democratic Republic of Vietnam.” 

The Winchester Committee for Justice and 
Peace urges people to write to our seantors 
and to Congressman Macdonald asking them 
to demand an end to the military violations of 
the Peace Agreements. 

It is important to remember that our tax 
money pays for 86 percent of the total budget 
of the government of South Vietnam and is, 
therefore, used in support of other violations 
of the Peace Agreements by South Vietnam. 

These agreements specifically call for the 
establishment of democratic rights and 
freedoms in South Vietnam. Violations by the 
government of Pres. Thieu include the cen¬ 
soring of the press and confiscation of 
newspapers, the refusal to allow refugees to 
return to their homes, the refusal to allow a 
free election and the holding of 200,000 people 
in jails because of their political beliefs, 
frequently under conditions of starvation and 
torture. 

We hope everyone who would like to see 
real peace in Vietnam will make their voices 
hear and let it be known that the American 
people want compliance with the Peace 
Agreements and an end to all aid to the 
government of South Vietnam.

Hankins Sabotaged 
24-Hour Leash Law 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

At the last town meeting, held in 
December, the Board of Selectmen sponsored 
a series of amendments to the dog leash law, 
one of which was to extend the law to 24 hours, 
which was sanctioned by the chief of police. 

An amendment in writing was offered in 
advance of the meeting by Barbara S. 
Hankins, chairlady of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, to the moderator to strike out the 
extension of the dog leash law to 24 hours. 

She deliberately withheld this information 
from the chairman of the Board of Selectmen. 
Out of common decency, courtesy and good 
manners she should have also given a copy of 
this amendment to the selectmen because 
they were the sponsors of the article in - 
question. 

A few town meeting members sitting down 
front informed me that the moderator made a 


gesture of inquiry to Barbara Hankins as to 
whether or not to offer her amendment at this 
time, which preceded the main motion, to 
which she nodded in the affirmative, denying 
the right to the chief of police and the dog 
officer, both of whom were present, to ex¬ 
press thier views. 

No democracy here! She then spoke in 
favor of her own amendment. This procedure 
is contrary to our rules and at the time was 
out of order in that the nain motion should 
have been debated first and then Barbara 
Hankins, chairlady of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, would have had her ammendment 
acted upon. She succeeded in striking a 
mighty low blow. I do not find fault with the 
moderator. 

I posed a question through the moderator 
to the chairman of the Board of Selectmen 
whether or not he was aware of such an 
amendment to whcch he replied, “No.” 

This is one of the greatest pieces of 
trickery I have ever seen pulled off in secrecy 
in my 38 years as town meeting member. 
When Chairman Vito A. Giarrizzo started to 
address the town meeting on the subject he 
was astounded in that his opening words 
were, quote: ‘I did not expect this and what 
can I say?” 

At the outset Mrs. Hankins had suc¬ 
cessfully sabotaged the 24-hour dog leash law. 
She gave a cost figure of $14,198 for the next 
dog budget, not mentioning that the town 
received $l,800from court fines and dog- 
pound fees. 

The increase in cost for the 24-hour dog 
leash law would be offset by the increased 
fines and the kennel fees increase of $2 to $4 
per day. 

Now that Mrs. Hankins has taken out her 
papers for the office of selectmen, I want to 
remind her that she pulled the rug from under 
their feet even before the chairman had a 
chance to address himself to the main motion, 
namely the 24-hour dog leash law. After 
pulling the rug from under their feet in such a 
manner, she now wants to join them. 

Because of her lapse of memory, I would 
like to refresh it with the following facts - not 
fiction. 

In 1972 when the town meeting turned 
down the 24-hour dog leash law which was 
amended to 7 a.m. to 7 p.m., the proponents 
went to a referendum, the results of which 
were as follows, prevailing by 1,019 votes. 

Prec. 1, 193; Prec. 2, 173; Prec. 3, 252; 
Prec. 4, 197; Prec. 5, 92; Pres. 6, 112. 

Consequently, 629 more voters turned out 
to cast their votes for the dog leash law than 
there were at the annual town election, 
namely 4,138 for the leash law compared with 
3,509 for the annual election. 

It is my sincere hope that when Barbara S. 
Hankins runs for the office of selectman that 
she will keep in mind that she let down 2,573 
voters (who wanted a dog leash law) when 
she offered her amendment to kill the 24-hour 
dog leash law. 

It is for the above reason that I was urged 
to file another petition to extend the leash law 
to 24 hours, plus increasing the kennel fee 
from $2 to $4 per day. 

I sincerely hope that the town meeting 
members will vote favorably on this matter. 
It is inevitable that something must be done to 
protect dogs not only for 12 hours, which is a 
farce, but for the full 24 hours of each day.

Center Plan 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I have appointed myself a committee of 
one to present to you my personal study of 
Phase One of Winchester Center. 

I have heard the pros and cons at town 
meeting. At last December’s special town 
meeting an appropriation of $21,000 was 
asked. The article was defeated. 

Reason for this defeat was not because the 
town meeting is against revamping the center 
but because no guarantee was presented that 
another plan could be accepted. 

We have listened and heard from many 
groups. Some recall the presentation by the 
Planning Board of 80-foot high buildings and 
other ideas. It seems to me we can go on and 
on and satisfy no one. 

However, I will present my ideas in a five- 
phase plan (this letter Phase One) based on 
my 45 years in construction and 35 years as a 
town meeting member. I believe 1 know this 
town as well as many and am probably more 
interested than most. 

It is common knowledge that to satisfy all 
is an impossible task. The various properties 
in the town center are owned by many in¬ 
dividual owners, trusts, etc. So from the very 
beginning it would seem impossible to please 
all. Hence the following ideas: 

1. Converse place by Donovan building 
around Main street to Hevey building along 
Mt. Vernon street to Converse place. 

2. Beginning at Hevey building to Converse 
place remodel Hevey building and two-story 
building adjoining. (Too bad architectural 
commission was not allowed to continue.) 

3. I suggest razing or remodeling to two 
stories buildings from brick structure along 
Mt. Vernon street, along Converse place 
around Main street to point of beginning - the 
Hevey building. 

4. I should have mentioned this first. All 
properties must be acquired under an urban 
renewal plan supported by the federal 
government. 

5. Converse piace to be closed as a street 
around to Main street. 

6. A 20-foot driveway over land on left of 
Converse place, land I believe owned by 
Winchester Savings Bank. This drive to be on 
left of lot so a car entrance can be had to 
Donovan building parking lot. Of course 
arrangements must be made with Winchester 
Savings Bank. 

7. A 20-foot concrete walk or walk to 
replace Converse place around to Main street 
with brick planters installed in rear of all new 
buildings to be built. 

8. All new buildings to be constructed will 
have entrances from Converse place as well 
as entrances of course from Main street. 

9. All buildings to be no more than two 


stories in height, with plans for office space 
on second story and apartment complexes. 

1« /Ml buildings to be faced with brick. 
Reason for two-story construction is because 
J do not believe a three-story building will be 
financially profitable. 

U It could be possible that building facing 
Converse place (that is. rear entrances > could 
gain several fedt of land. However. I do 
recommend all apartment complexes as well 
as offices bo entered from walkway on 
Converse place. 

The above are my ideas. What are yours? I 
would appreciate if Miss Katcoff (a young 
lady I have never me but do know her 
parents) would follow my ideas and place 
them in pictures. (1 have seen some of her 
sketches and they are special.' I believe she 
has original ideas of architecture and plan¬ 
ning skills. Of course, Miss Katcoff, no charge 
to our town.

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Health Board Considers 
Issuing Nuisance Grounds 
Order Against Depot Owner 


Tlie Winchester Board of Health has 
determined a situation exists at the Win¬ 
chester railroad station which they consider 
“is offensive to the sensibilities of the town 
and as such a nuisance exists." 

The Board of Health, according to 
chairman Dr. Warren J. Taylor, is in the 
process of documenting their position and 
“are prepared to issue an abatement order" 
if the owner fails to voluntarily correct 
deficiencies. 

These deficiencies were outlined at a 
recent selectmen’s meeting where the Board 
of Health reported on their investigation of 
the site and conditions. 

Their findings showed certain electric 
wires exposed on both the inhound and 
outgoing tracks (these are not live); one 
handrail on the Thompson street side was 
insecure; graffiti, debris, insufficient 
lighting, broken water spouts, standing water 
on the platform near the waiting room, and 
repairs needed on the sidewalk approaching 
the main ramp. 

Though some Board of Health members 
indicated having found the depot locked on 
weekends, Michael Saraco, health director, 
said he has never found the depot waiting 
room locked when he has checked the area. 

Selectmen and Board of Health members 
listed responsibilities of the depot owner, 
Richard Murphy. 

These are to maintain four approaches to 
the station platform and the platform area, 
and to maintain and keep open at times trains 
are running the single waiting room, which 
should also be appropriately lighted and 
heated. 

According to Taylor, the area has no 


evidence of infestation even though there is 
much debris in the station. 

He said the “unappealing and unat¬ 
tractive" depot “is a result of lack of con¬ 
sideration of users as well as the fact that this 
is an area in which the young element of the 
town collect." 

He observed there is also “an element 
from outside of town" referring to markings 
of “Southie” and other non-Winchester 
geographic locations. 

Taylor said he has talked with Murphy 
who has given him information on his efforts 
to maintain the area, but as soon as light 
bulbs are replaced they are broken again 
Saraco expressed empathy for Murphy’s 
position and his battle with vandalism. 

Taylor said an “unathorized dumping" 
sign with enforcement is needed in the area of 
the station 

“We must change the attitude of the 
general public," said Taylor. 

At the initial meeting between the Board of 
Health and selectmen Taylor said the board 
did not feel they should declar the area a 
health hazard 

During discussion Selectman Lawrence K. 
Smith wondered “if conditions are not of 
sufficient magnitude to declare the place a 
public nuisance," or could a zoning by-law or 
safety violation be invoked. 

Randall said he did not feel use of the 
zoning by-law would be effective. This would 
be a criminal charge and would have to be 
“clear and obvious to get a prosecution 

He said the town could work with the B&M 
to take legal action against the owner in an 
effort to get better maintenance. With B&M in 
bankruptcy, it would take forever to resolve 


the problem, said Selectman John J. Sullivan. 

Sullivan note! the town's ownership of the 
Wedgemere Station “isn't much better." 

He said “as long as the property has to be 
maintained for the public we will continue to 
get these complaints The town will have to 
figure out some way to maintain the station " 

The> discussed possible purchase of a 
convenant between B&M and Murphy, and 
the town’s taking over the maintenance of the 
depot on a contractual basis with the owner. 

Smith was leery of the town’s getting too 
involved when, in his opinion, the respon¬ 
sibility of the area belongs with the owner. 

Randall said the depot "is a disgrace and if 
that is not a nusiance. it should be." 

He suggested the Board of Health 
reconsider the matter and issue an order to 
the owner to clean up the area on the grounds 
that “visual graffiti is a modern type public 
nusiance.” Randall said he “would be willing 
to defend" this kind of legal action. 

Taylor took a poll of the board members 
and told selectmen the group would recon¬ 
sider the matter. Taylor also indicated he 
would “explore the matter further with the 
owner." 

If the Board of Health decides to issue an 
order against the owner, he 'Taylor) will 
contact town counsel for direction, he said. 

OTHER MATTERS 

Selectmen received word from Fire Chief 
I Francis Amico of the retirement of Mrs. 
Ruth Merritt, effective Jan. 31. 

Amico also informed selectmen of his 
appointment of John J. Kelley Jr. as a 
firefighter to the Winchester Fire Depart¬ 
ment. 

Kelley’s appointment fills a vacancy 
caused by John A. Zaffina’s resignation last 
fall. 

Kelley is 20, a Somerville resident, a 
graduate of Charlestown High School who 
attended Mass. Terchnical School and Nor¬ 
theast Institute of Industrial Technology, and 
who, for the past five years has been em¬ 
ployed as a draftsman. 

Police Officer William J. Gannon who has 
been hospitalized since an automobile ac¬ 
cident in May of 1973, has officially been 


terminated from the Police Department and 
will no longer receive compensatory pay. 

Selectmen approved a request for $325 to 
be used for travel outside the Commonwealth 
by comptroller James J Costello. 

Costello plans to attend the 69th annual 
conference on municipal finance to be held in 
Montreal. Quebec, from April 27 to May 1. 

Costello, who has been active in the 
Municipal Finance Officers Association for 
many years, has beer, a program participant, 
bas served on conference committees, and 
has been state chairman for an extended 
period of time. 

Selectmen expect to meet with James B. 
L Lane, chairman of the Capital 
Improvement Planning Committee, later this 
month to discuss “deplorably deteriorated 
conditions of structures at thetown yard." 

Selectmen will also meet with Capital 
Planning, the Finance Committee and School 
Committee representative tonight at 8:15 in 
the Town Hall to discuss town-owned 
properties.

For Ihe good health of residents’ teeth, the 
water receives sodium fluoride. And to 
combat corrosives, sodium hexameta 
phosphate and sodium chloride, a caustic 
soda, are added. 

Conlon assured The Star that Water Dept, 
personnel take daily tests under sterile 
conditions and are sent out on Wednesdays to 
the Lawrence Experimental Station operated 
by the Commonwealth. Results return usually 
on Monday. 

Conlon said tests are made for bacteria 
and the proper amount of fluoride. 

Also, Conlon said, town personnel take a 
monthly raw water lest, a test of water which 
has not gone through the town's screening 
system 

In addition, said Conlon, there is a stale 
inspector who visits Winchester on a regular 
basis. This person is apt to make “unan¬ 
nounced visits and lest the water with his own 
equipment in our shop.” There is no problem 
with water in Winchester, Conlon said. 

The Star talked with George Coogan of the 
Mass. Dept, of Public Health who oversees 
water used for human consumption. 

Concerning the national reports that 
chlorination of New Orleans’ water supply 
chemically altering < nic pollutants in 
water . 1 changing >. to dangerous 

carcinogens (subsUineas itiui cause cancer), 
Coogan said this is “highly speculative.” 

He said these reportr- • elaie to waterways 
like the Mississippi Live*- 

Winchester need not worry about chlorine 
and pollutants since the town gets its water 
from a reservoir, Coogan said. There are no 
industrial pollutants being dumped into the 
water, he said. 

Coogan noted that state public health 
inspectors monitor drinking water for 
chemical and bacterial quality 

Winchester’s water is chocked three times 
a year, he said, for turbity, color, acidity, 
alkalinity, hardness, calcium, manganese, 
sodium, potassium, iron, magnesium sulfate, 
silica, sulfate, chloride, ammonia, nitrate, 
copper and solids. 

Every month bacteria tests are made, ho 
said. In addition, inspectors respond to 
municipalities on request and they check 
routinely for chlorine content He verified 
that samples are sent to the Lawrence 
Experimental Station.

100 ml. is not allowable in more than five 
percent of the samples per month when 20 or 
more samples are examined or one sample 
when less than 20 are examined. 

Conlon showed The Star another report 
lust received from the Mass. Department of 
Public Health showing the results of five

samples from various local points collected 
on Dec. II 

These samples were examined for content 
of 21 elements. The Star has a copy of Hus for 
anyone who would like to view it. 

Conlon told The Star that the reservoir 
urea is patrolled six days a week most of Ihe 
year and in the summertime there arc daily 
patrols with additional spot checks made. 

Every attempt, he said, is made to keep 
people out of the area. All the land is posted 
and there are barriers blocking entrances. 

DiHlasi appeared before the Water-Sewer 
Board last Thursday morning to bring to the 
board's attention his concern for local water, 
lie recommended the town’s system be im¬ 
proved to make the water bacteria-free.

Conlon explains there are four locations 
where his department takes samples on a 
regular basis for fluoride: George 
Washington School, the Water Department 
shop, Vinson-Owen School and Andrews Hill 

He showed The Star the results of such 
tests. A perfect score Is 1.0. The reports 
showed the fluoride content to he perfect or 
near perfect 

Conlon said the acceptable chlorine 
content is .2f>. However, the Town of Win¬ 
chester tries to keep this level between 4 and 
7 Reports from the state showed chlorine 
level to be in line with Conlon’s objective 

He also showed The Star a State Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health report signed by 
Kenneth A. Tarbell, regional sanitary 
engineer, showing bacterial summary for 
1972 

This report showed that of the 42 samples 
tested for collform (feces) there was only one 
colony detected with a mean coliform density 
of .02 

Tarbell’s report explained that a portion of 
each sample is filtered through a membrane 
filter, incubated and the number of colonies 
counted and reported in terms of coliforms 
per l(H) ml. of sample. 

The state requirements are that the 
monthly arithmetric mean collform density 
shall not exceed l.ocolonies per 100 ml and a 
coliform density greater than 4.0 colonies per 


The Star talked with the Water-Sewer 
Board members later the same day. They 
said they regarded DiBlasi as “sincere” but 
noted their disagreement with him. 

Board member Blanchard said in Win¬ 
chester “there are fewer sick people than 
well When 90 percent of tlx* people are well 
you have to assume the water is potable. 

Blanchard said be felt if there are a few 
who are sensitive to anything in the water 
“these people should invest in a purifier.” 

Conlon said the newly installed roof domes 
on the standpipes greatly increase cleanliness 
of the water and to install a system which is 
more sophisticated than the exisiting screen 
filters would "cost a million dollars. Right 
now we don’t need it,” he said. 

Board member Phillips said that less than 
one percent of the two million gallons of water 
used a day in Winchester is consumed “yet all 
the water is treated as if it were drinking 
water.” 

Saraco mentioned the new covers on the 
tanks and said “the sun is the best purifier.” 

Saraco said it just doesn't make sense to 
spend millions for a better system with so 
little of the water being consumed by 
residents. Why spend all that money for water 
used in Ihe bathroom hopper, the washing 
machine, or to hose on the grass, Saraco said. 

Water-Sewer Board member Che if a lo said 
the kind of pipes in a home also play a role in 
water safety Most homes have brass and 
copper pipes which are safe, he said. 

Saraco suggested residents let water run 
for a few minutes if it has an unusual ap¬ 
pearance If the water doesn't become clear, 
call the Water Department, he said. Mean¬ 
while. boiling the water will surely make it 
safe, he said 

The town personnel assured The Star that 
residents need not worry about their water. If 
residents have any questions they are ready 
lo help

Wanting to put in an article before the 
warrant closed, he said he contacted a 
majority of the board (Parkhurst, Aitken) 
besides himself by telephone and got their 
permission, and that was enough, he said. 

Joyce took exception to this attitude 
saying that “according to meeting laws the 
general public should be informed 24 hours 
beforehand.” 

He said, “You can’t take a vote over the 
phone. The public has a right to be present.” 

After the vote, Mrs. Aitken said: “Now the 
town can decide.” 

Joyce kept talking about “the principle of 
the matter" saying lie resented the chair¬ 
man’s writing to selectmen saying the park 
commissioners were in agreement that the 
land be transferred. “It was illegal,” he said. 

“Very illegal,” retorted Mrs. Aitken as she 
smiled and waved the copy of MacDonnell’s 
letter to selectmen at Joyce. 

MacDonnell and Rverson later said since 
it is uncertain how the land will be used the 
commissioners decided it best to keep the 
land. 

They w ill make the area safe and remove 


the ladder trom Ihe standpipe The work will 
be done h\ town employees. MacDonnell said 

In ihe discussion it was noted the Police 
Department is interested in using the high 
hind to erect a communications antenna.

•They (Charter Commission) think the 
park commissioners oversee the cutting of 
grass." he said “They think some superman 
called a town manager can run the whole 
town.” he remarked 

Chairman MacDonnell said. “We can 
write letters and get support.” 

Mrs Karen Wharton, recreation com¬ 
mittee member who was present, said she 
was sure her associates would help. 

Other matters on the agenda included a 
plan for lifeguards at beaches and patrols of 
bathhouses: repair of a foot bridge at 
Davidson Park; a tennis backboard at 
McDonald Field: and repair of a wall at Mill 
Pond, the latter tabled on the suggestion of 
Pa rkhurst. 

The commissioners agreed to send their 
annual letter to Supt of Schools William C. 
MacDonald suggesting children be refrained 
from coasting down Sanborn Hill.

Supt. MacDonald told the committee 
Monday that besides money for full-time 
teacher, a part-time reading specialist will be 
requested from the state along with six 
teacher aides. Two aides each would be 
assigned to Parkhurst, Washington and 
Lincoln Schools. 

MacDonald said about the need for a 
person to coordinate the Metco program: “I 
have been assured this is a very necessary 
procedure if Metco is to be run properly. Cost 
of a coordinator is put at $14,000. 

MacDonald amended that in view of the 
lengthy time it took him and his staff to 
prepare his Metco proposal he feels a Metco 
coordinator is needed. 

One question from an unidentified 
member of the audience asked about in¬ 
troduction of Afro-American studies costing 
the town more money. 

Chairman Parkhurst saw “no urgency" to 
introducimg black studies. He said he didn’t 
“envision any special effort to further the 
escalation" of minority studies in the school, 
noting that the Winchester schools now use 
ethnic textbooks. 

Metco Executive Director Jean M. 
McGuire contends that all additional costs to 
a community connected in any way with 
Metco are paid by the state. 

Mrs. McGuire was present at the hearing 
Monday and commented on the tone of the 
audience’s questions: “Much of what 1 hear 
tonight has to do with your feelings toward the 
black community." 

Much of the audience objected to that 
remark and called out: “No, no." Mrs. 
McGuire came back: “I would hope at least 
that your children are more courteous." 

There were few questions asked by the 
audience not asked in the previous public 
hearings. Again, charges of conflict of in¬ 
terest against two committee members were 
brought up. 

Statements were read from the town 
counsel exonerating Robert T. Pritchard and 
Robert S. Frank. Often asked questions 
dealing with busing of Winchester children 
(none), metropolitanization of schools (no 
connection) and built-in expansion (up to 
Winchester) 

A petition containing 800 names in op¬ 
position was submitted. 

Can Winchester cancel Metco par¬ 
ticipation? one asked. 

Answer from Supt. MacDonald: “Yes, but 
in bringing youngsters into Winchester we 
have a commitmemt to see them through." 

“Will the number of Metco pupils in¬ 
crease?" asked Charles M. Kelley of 5 
Churchill rd. 

Parkhurst said that would be up to future 
School Committees but he wouldn’t expect the 
number “to come as large as 240." 

Margaret Galvin of Calumet road asked if 
Metco is open to white students. Mrs. 
McGuire explained that the state’s racial 
imbalance law requires only schools from 
racially segregated areas are permitted to be 
involved in Metco. 

She said there are Puerto Rican and 
Chinese students involved but “the law 
requires that only students be included that 
aren’t white.” 

The Metco director added: “There’s no 
shortage of whites in the suburbs.” 

Some in the audience seemed to doubt the 
state, with a large deficit, will honor its Metco 
debt. Mrs. McGuire said Metco funding 
receives priority by law. 

Parkhurst added that the reason for the 
town meeting is to give the committee an 
advisory vote on Metco and the committee 
should, therefore, wait. 

“In order to try and reduce

polarization, to try and keep the town from 
splitting apart, we will give those opposed to 
Metco the maximum effort to be heard." 

He said opponents “can no longer take it as 
an affront that we are trying to run Metco 
through.” He said Metco proponents “are 
probably very disappointed but we have little 
to lose by deferring." 

There will be no further Metco discussion 
before the committee until after the special 
meeting, Parkhurst said. No committee date 
has been schedule for a Metco vote except 
sometime between the special town meeting 
and the possible referendum.

NEBHE Supports 
Veterinary College

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Selectmen’s Wife Considered 
For Fire Department Position 


A selectman’s wife has applied for the job 
of secretary to Fire Chief I. Francis Amico, 
but neither the chief nor the selectman feel 
there is a possible conflict of interest. 

"Let the best qualified get the job,” 
commented Selectman Arthur E. Dunbar. He 
said the only link between the Board of 
Selectmen and the job of chief’s secretary is a 
"seventh degree remote step." 

The Board of Selectmen has responsibility 
over such departments as police and fire. 
Dunbar is one of two selectmen who form a 
sub-committee which bargains with the? 
Firefighters Union over wages and salaries. 

Selectman Dunbar pointed out that 
secretaries belong to another group of town 
workers wheih bargain’s with selectmen 
other than himself. In addition, he said the 
secretaries bargain as a group and not as 
individuals. In other words, what one gets 
they all get 

Negotiations are also conducted in con¬ 
junction with the Personnel Board, Dunbar 
pointed out-not just the selectmen. 

"If there were a direct effect on their 
salary structure that’s different," Dunbar 
said of the selectmen’s link with town 
secretaries. He added he would not be his 
wife’s boss if she were to become Chief 
Amico's secretary. 

Chief Amico agreed with Dunbar that the 
most qualified person should get the job. 
‘‘I’ve taken it into consideration that she's the 
wife of a selectman. 

"But does that disqualify her? She is also a 
citizen of the town." Chief Amico said other 
wives of men who serve the town in elected 
and appointed capacities have applied for the 
job "Is that conflict of interest? 

“Some of my friends have applied for the 
job Is that conflict of interest?" The chief 
said he will be criticized if he appoints Mrs 
(Angela) Dunbar and criticized if he doesn’t

School, Selectmen Races Coming Fast 

There appear to be three persons running 
for the single seat on the Board of Selectmen 
to be filled this year and seven persons for two 
seats on the School Committee. 

Deadline for taking papers for nomination 
in the annual town election. March 3, is today 
at 5 p.m. from the clerk’s office. 

Thus tho number of candidates in races 
could change. The Star read the town clerk’s 
list of candidates Tuesday at 4 p.m. 

The week past saw one person add her 
name to the list of selectmen candidates and 
another person indicating he may drop his 
candidacy. 

Clara M. Hewis, a town meeting member, 
member of the Charter Commission and 
former selectmen candidate, announced she 
is a candidate for selectman 

This is the fourth time Ms. Hewis will have 
run for selectman. There is one other woman 
in that three-person race. She is Barbara S. 

Hankins, chairman of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 

Ms. Hewis has long desired to be the first 
Winchester selectman. This is not the first 
time a woman has run for selectman in 
Winchester. Ms. Hewis pointed out that Mrs. 

Woodside, a woman suffragette, ran in 1921 
and lost. 

The third person in the selectmen’s race is 
a man. He is Michael R. Scotti. who ran for 
selectman last year. Scotti is also a town 
meeting member. 

The fourth person who has taken papers in 
the selectmen’s race. Eugene B. Rotondi of 
224 Forest st.. is seriously considering 
dropping from the contest “to take a state 
position.’’ he told The Star. 

A free-for-all has developed in the School 
Committee race, where seven persons have 
announced. 

They are Robert S. Frank of 12 Glen rd.. 

Constance D. Papas of 18 Amberwood dr.. 

John W. Noble Jr. of 32 Woodside rd., Henry 
C. Skehan Jr. of 22 Allen rd.. Charles D. Friou 
of 34 Ledyard rd.. Carol B. Chan of 95 Pond st. 
and Helen S. Philliou of 1 Sachem rd. 

Frank now occupies the seat. He was 
appointed last year to fill a.vacancy. None of 
the candidates, including Frank, is well 
known political)' in Winchester.

Some use coin collection. Watros said most 
passengers pay about 50 cents. 

Some have regular subscribers who pay a 
flat, monthly rate. The subscribers don’t call 
in but are picked up at a designated time each 
morning at home and each night at the train 
station. 

Those who need a bus on the spur of the 
moment would call in and ask for one as soon 
as possible. 

If a person called in at 12 p.m. to ask for a 
bus at 3 p.m . there would be less waiting 
lime, noted Watros.

The foregoing conversation is typical of 
what might happen if Winchester gets in 
volved in a dial-a-bus system. 

More widely known as the “mini-bus 
system, Gary C. Watros of 10 Mason st., who 
works for the United States Department of 
Transportation, says he hopes that term 
doesn’t stick. 

“Dial-a-bus implies more, " he feels. I he 
name tells you precisely how it works 

Small buses, with room for as many 
passengers as a community feels will satisfy 
its demands (Watros mentioned 15-20 
passengers for Winchester dial-a-bus ) could 
operate on a non-fixed route, determined by 
who wants a ride from where to where 


Watros suggested six buses which 
wouldn’t be completely full most times, but 
“we'd better not see only one or two persons 
because it will lose money.” 

A dispatcher would route the buses to pick 
up and drop off in “the most expeditious 
manner,’’ he explain^ 

“The beauty of it is that it falls between a 
bus and a cab. The cab is tailored to you 
exclusively. The bus runs a fixed route. You 
go to the bus, ride with other people and get 
off closest to you. 

The dial-a-bus takes where you want, but 
not directly. You ride with other people.” It is 
primarily intended to transport people inside 
the town rather than from town to town. 

Although dial-a-bus would be cheaper than 
a taxi because it handles a number ol people, 
it would not be as fast since it wouldn’t travel 
in a straight line. 

Watros considered a maximum 15-minute 
wait for a dial-a-bus as average 

“The dispatcher tries to minimize the 
running around a bus does. A bus assigned a 
pickup is one which, because of other pickups, 


An open race has also developed in the 
contests for two Park Commission seats.

In Precinct 1 there is one 2-year town meeting seat to be filled at 
the annual election and no. candidate. 

In Prec. 2, there are two 2-year town meeting seats to be filled 
and only one candidate. 

Elsewhere things are not much better. 

In Precincts 2, 4 and 6 there are 11 three-year town meeting seats 
to be filled this year and only 12 candidates for the openings. 

This means that unless other candidates come forward by 5 p.m. 
today (Thursday) there will be virtually no contests for town 
meeting seats in those precincts. 

Precinct 6, the area of town of normally the greatest voter and 
candidate apathy, also has a poor showing in the races for two 
lesser-term town meeting vacancies. 

There is one 1-year seat and one 2-year seat (in addition to the 3- 
year seats) to be filled in Prec. 6. In both cases there is only one 
candidate, thus automatically insuring election to office without a 
challenge. 

True to years past, Winchester voters have shown their apathy 
toward running for office, particularly town meeting, this year. The 
annual town election is March 3. 

The other three precincts are almost as little concerned as 
precincts 2, 4 and 6. 

For instance, in Prec. 1, with 11 three-year town meeting seats to 
be filled, there are only 13 candidates.

Monday night at the regular weekly 
session, selectmen took positions on all of the 
special town meeting articles except on the 
Metco question. 

First, they noted, the wording on the Metco 
motion is not known. 

Town counsel Douglas Randall said town 
moderator Raymond J. Kenney Jr. will 
contact a spokesman for petitioners of the 
article for this information prior to the town 
meeting. 

Randall said it is also possible the School 
Committee may submit a motion. 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith suggested 
the board take a position on Metco. “I think 
it 's important for this board to exercise some 
type of leadership.” 

Leading opponent to Smith’s suggestion 
was Selectman John J. Sullivan, who said.

Chapman continued: “I think the School 
Committee has every right to make 
decisions” for town business but when they go 
“extra-territorial, the town should vote.” 

Giarrizzo said town meeting members will 
consider two basic questions: Can we ac¬ 
commodate Metco? Do we want to do it? 

Sullivan said “the can comes out in the 
discussion and should in the vote.” 

Sullivan contended: “We have a com¬ 
munity that is divided. We are uncomfortable 
because of reaction. We arc aware of ac¬ 
tivities that make us uncomfortable. People 
are over-reacting. Is there any advantage to 
us fueling the fire?” 

Chapman said: “There will probably be a 
formal vote at town meeting. Any vote prior 
to then will be somewhat quarrelsome." 

Chapman said he would save his thoughts 
for later. “I intend to expound on the town 
meeting floor.'’ 

Sullivan suggested there may be a need for 
a conciliatory group at town meeting and the 
selectmen may be such a body. 

Smith said he was not “persuaded” that a 
decision by selectmen before the special town 
meeting “would inflame, incite or provide 
fuel" to fires, but would “not belabor the 
issue.” He said he felt it “regrettable” the 
rest of the selectmen did not want to take a 
position. 

He said if Sullivan were right it would be 
his hope “this board can act as a catalyst .” 

Chapman said he hopes residents will 
attend the special town meeting “and listen to 
their town representatives." He said the 
dialogue should be carried to laymen who 
“must open their ears and listen.”

“If dial-a-bus ever wishes to make money, 
Winchester is the kind of place where it could 
be run at a profit.” believes Watros.

According to Gary Watros Winchester is 
unique in several ways 

Firstly, it has intercity buses - commuter 
rails and local buses connecting to the sub¬ 
ways. 

For its size (about 20.000) Winchester has 
a high ridership on lines going into Boston. 
‘There are more than 1,000 persons who 
commute to work on these three systems 

“This is a built-in potential demand of 
1,000 who would use the dial-a-bus to gel to the 
commuting lines."

Finally. Selectmen decided to defer the 
Metco vote until they hear the main motion. 

Selectmen will ask town meeting to ad¬ 
journ the special session before all the 
business is concluded This is because if the 
town meeting votes for Metco, the question is 
expected to go to referendum, which, ac¬ 
cording to law. must be held 31 days after the 
conclusion of the special town meeting 

It is their hope to have such a referendum 
voted upon at the March 3 general election. 

Otherwise, as will be pointed out in 
discussion of article 2 at the special town 
meeting, it will cost the town about $3,400 to 
bring an additional referendum to the town’s 
voters. 

Selectmen Smith indicated concern for 
special town meeting articles other than 
Metco. When he suggested article 1 (Metco) 
might be delayed until some of the other 
articles are disposed of, selectman Arthur 
Dunbar objected. 

Dunbar said town meeting members are 
expecting to vote on Metco first and will not 
accept a delay. 

Giarrizzo and Randall reported on a 


The Finance Committee, sometimes 
regarded as the precursor of town meeting 
action, voted Monday 4-yes to 9-no against 
supporting the School Committee’s Metco 
proposal. 

Finance members debated possible Metco 
involvement for about an hour. There was 
general agreement by the end of the meeting 
that the issue is an emotional one rather than 
one of monetary involvement. 

The committee’s recommendation will be 
made to town meeting tonight, which is 
beginning a special session primarily to lake 
an advisory vote on Metco. A favorable town 
meeting vote may result in a referendum. 

The School Committee a month ago voted 
8-1 in favor of the concept of Metco. A week 
ago School Supt. William C. MacDonald 
presented a plan that would ask the Metco 
office to send 45 pupils to Winchester. The 
pupils would be distributed in the first and 
second grades of four Winchester schools. 

The committee is waiting until the town 
meeting takes its advisory vote before taking 
a final vote. Committee person Mary G. 
Pronski was the single School Committee 
member voting against the Metco concept. 

Monday night each of the 14 Finance 
members present at their weekly meeting 
spoke briefly on Metco. The Finance Com¬ 
mittee normally takes a position on all town 
meeting articles. 

Chairman Barbara S. Hankins, who favors 
Metco, was not one of those four voting in its 
favor. A chairman votes only in case of tie. 

Mrs. Hankins said she will support Metco 
at town meeting tonight. “I feel it’s something 
of a moral problem to the city which supports 
us. 

“Parents have to be pretty desperate to 
shift their children out of the city to get an 
education. We do have a responsibility to help 
our neighbors.” 

Mrs. Hankins added that through 
education the blacks can break out of their 
social bonds . 

Finance Member John J Williams sees 
Metco as “compounding the problem in 
Boston.” He explained that Metco removes 
from the city school scene children who can 
contribute the most and parents who “could 
vocalize on the Boston School Committee to 
do something.” 


meeting with the Solid Waste Disposal 
Committee and state pollution and EPA 
representatives in anticipation of going 
before the town meeting about a plan for the 
town’s incineration. 

Right now. said Giarrizzo, the Solid Waste 
Disposal Committee is looking for a dollar 
figure to pay for an engineer who will explore 
disposal alternatives and implementation 
costs for a transfer station. The latter, in¬ 
dicated Giarrizzo. appears to be the way the 
committee is leaning 

Giarrizzo said EPA “is expecting Win¬ 
chester to appropriate money to try to get a 
schedule of implementation into them by July 
1. They expect Winchester to be in con¬ 
formance by October ” 

Selectmen agreed that any consultant the 
town hires “will have to be fast.” 

Selectmen favored supporting the “con¬ 
cept of hiring a consultant” and that 
something must be done but were reluctant to 
favor the Solid Waste Committee's recom¬ 
mendation before they hear a cost figure. 

Selectmen will also favor appropriating 
$3,500 for a motor vehicle for the engineering 
department; $30,000 for town employee group 
insurance premiums; and accepting $12,931 
from the Office of Children for the Win- 
chestester recreation program 


Member Alfred L. Landry stated suc¬ 
cinctly: “We live in this community. We 
shouldn’t have to finance children from out of 
the community.” 

Member Anthony F. Pelletier said the 
“merits of the program are not all they’re 
cracked up to be.” He felt Metco benefits 
accrue mostly to parents of children who are 
bused out of Boston and can say “they have 
children going to Winchester, Lexington and 
other towns.” 

Member Edward White argued in favor, 
saying Winchester should not isolate itself 
against change. “We would be the first target 
for the people who want to metropolitanize 
the area.” 

Whether the state will continue to fund 
Metco was the question bothering Member W. 
Robert Graves. Metco involvement might 
mean Winchester cannot close a school, 
which will cost the town money, he argued. 

Graves also said the town has to pay for 
Metco indirectly through state taxes on its 
residents. 

Member John A. Twomey said, “Win¬ 
chester has educational problems of its own 
which should be straightened out first.” 

Sally W. Kincaid, also a member of the 
committee, said Metco is an effort of the 
black middle class unable to get out of the city 
to give their children the educational op¬ 
portunities of white children. 

Excluded from the suburbs, some blacks 
feel “education is the quickest way to break 
out. They felt they couldn't wait another 10 to 
15 years for the powers that be in Boston to 
make up their minds.” 

Mrs. Kincaid continued that Metco has 
been working well for six or seven years and 
there “haven’t been any financial disasters. 
Some towns have even made money. Some 
towns have liked the program so well they 
have expanded." 

Mrs. Kincaid also noted that Metco’s use of 
suburban host families “have enabled black 
families to send their children out to the 
boondocks that might be hostile.” Host 
families look after Metco children in com¬ 
munities w'here they are bused.

Why do you call it a home rule charter? 

If the charter passes many matters 
which now have to go before the state 
legislature can be taken care of locally. 
How will the charter affect the select¬ 
men’s role? 

They will continue as the chief 
executive officers of the town. 

Does the charter create any new paid 
positions? 

Yes, two. That of town manager. At 
the same time provision has been made 
to eliminate the position of executive 
secretary to the board. Also, director of 
public works to supervise the newly 
consolidated department. The net ef¬ 
fect of newly created positions 
therefore is one. 

Who will select the town manager? 

The Board of Selectmen will appoint 
a town manager who will implement 
the policies of the selectmen and will be 
directly responsible to them. . 

Does the charter require any particular 
qualifications for the manager? 

Yes. The first town manager must 
have three years’ experience as a city 
or town manager and be a member of 
the International City Management 
Association. 

I understand he can be dismissed at any 
time. Won’t that scare off applicants? 

Yes, he can be dismissed at any 
time No. a trained administrator 
knows he can only operate efficiencly 
with the support of the selectmen. This 
provision is typical of manager forms 
of government.

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League Panel 

Now Apparent More Funds, 
Personnel Needed For 766 


Winchester has begun to meet the 
demands of the state’s new special needs 
education law, speakers at a League of 
Women Voters panel said last week. 

Howard Niblock, director of pupil services 
for the Winchester schools, pointed out that 
during the first year the main goal has been to 
identify children with special needs. 

Programs for all children with special 
needs could not be implemented im¬ 
mediately, Niblock said. “It is now apparent 
to everyone that more funds and more per¬ 
sonnel are required, as well as more in- 
service training and better coordination,” 
Niblock said. 

About 75 persons attended the panel held 
last Wednesday at the Unitarian Church. Carl 
Toth, director of Special fc^ducation of 
Education Mutual (Seem), a regional 
cooperative special education district, said 
children with special needs are identified by 
evaluation. 

Identification is usually done by a child 
study team composed of a school counselor, 
teachers, principal, special needs teacher and 
sometimes reading teachers or school nurse, 
Toth said. 

Seem, involving seven towns, arranges for 
the exchange of students for 45 special classes 
in participating communities. Five of those 
classes are in Winchester. 

A policy committee consists of the seven 
superintendents and Toth. 

The child study team formulates an 
educational plan for individuals. No child is 
permitted out of regular classes more than 25 
percent of school time. 

More extensive plans call for a “full core 
evaluation” by a team which adds to the 
above personnel a doctor, psychologist and 
the child’s parents. 

Toth said the process is long and com¬ 
plicated, involving a home visit from the 
school nurse and a complete physical 
examination. 

The state presently sets a time limit for

completing an evaluation, Toth explained, 
which is often impossible to meet, especially 
when the services of outside doctors or clinics 
are required. 

Rose Holahan, special needs instructor at 
Lynch Junior High School, quipped: “No one 
told the Massachusett General they must 
complete their examination within the time 
limit.” 

Niblock explained that various special 
services are still available to children 
referred by teachers without going through 
an evaluation. 

To date, about 30 full core evaluations 
have been initiated. Niblock can’t predict how 
many new requests will be received. In ad¬ 
dition, all Winchester children now placed 
outside the town must be reevaluated before 
the end of the year. 

“In some cases of severely handicapped 
children, our staff is not really qualified to do 
this even if they had the time,” Niblock said. 
Getting an evaluation team to an outside 
placement makes exorbitant demands on the 
schedules of our personnel. In the future it is 
hoped that Seem will provide a traveling 
team to cover such cases for the seven 
towns.” 

Niblock continued that when Chapter 766 
(Special needs education) was passed some 
people thought Winchester did not have many 
special needs children, but in fact 584 have 
already been identified, including those 
needing speech therapy; 48 are in private 
schools and 32 are attending Seem classes, 12 
in out of town classes. 

He said there is “no question” of returning 
to the school system any child too han¬ 
dicapped to profit from rejoining the main 
stream. 

Mrs. Holahan, special needs instructor for 
five years, said there is a need for more and 
better qualified personnel and a better 
definition of their functions. 

“The possibility of using academic tutors 
and para-professionals should be con¬ 
sidered,” she said. A special needs resource 
center in each school is really a necessity, she 
feels. 

She made a strong plea for over-all im¬ 
provement of regular classes and curricula to 
serve the needs of all children, including, for 
example, the academically gifted.

Winchester High School principal Vincent 
Laroccosaid the high school had dealt chiefly 
with learning disabilities. There isn’t the 
personnel to identify all special needs or to 
provide programs for them, Larocco said. In 
fact, there are now about 75 special needs 
students at the school not being served, he 
added. 

Catherine Fallon of the School Committee 
said the board has asked ft substantial 
additional funds for Chapter 766 to meet the 
demands for services required by law and in 
some instances by parents. 

The request for money to hire a coor¬ 
dinator of special education, a position 
mandated by the law, has been refused by the 
Finance Committee on the basis of their 
principle of not approving permanent ap¬ 
pointments except at the annual town 
meeting. 

Next year’s school budget will request 
$544,000 for special education, Mrs. Fallon 
said. 

Mrs. Fallon said it’s important for the 


town to realize it will cost more in the long run 
to send students out of town, paying tuition 
and transportation, than provide for their 
needs within the school system. 

Robert Frank, also on the School Com¬ 
mittee and in the audience, explained that the 
state is expected to reimburse 100 percent of 
what is spent on each special needs student in 
excess of the average pupil expenditure. 

Citizens do not pay for special education 
through the town property tax but through the 
state income tax. Frank said. Actual formula 
calls for the state to pay up to 110 percent of 
the state average per pupil expenditure for 
children with special needs, Frank said. 

The accusation in a Boston Globe story 
that Winchester had diverted state funds 
allotted to the town for Chapter 766 was 
rebutted by Mrs. Fallon. 

These funds were a reimbursement for 
money already appropriated by the town and 
so were properly transferred into the general 
fund, she said. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr., who 
attended the meeting, said he would discuss 


the charge with the Massachusetts Advocacy 
Center. 

Rep. Saltmarsh expressed concern that 
“the legislature had no idea of the costs” 
when they passed 766 and said that an 
estimated $300 million for the state may be 
conservative. 

Niblock explained that parents are entitled 
to request an evaluation of a child whenever 
they feel there is a need. But such requests 
should be well thought out, he added. 

“It is not desireable to subject a child to 
this process unnecessarily. Also parents can 
help the staff by accepting delays that are 
unavoidable.” He invited concerned parents 
to call him at his office with questions. 

Niblock thanked the league for providing a 
forum for the exchange of information on 
special needs programs and for the survey of 
special needs staff done in December. 

He felt the survey supported the ad¬ 
ministration and the School Committee in 
their plea for additional personnel and 
materials, by demonstrating the areas of 
weakness in the programs.

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EDITORIAL 

Nothing To Fear From Metco 


The Metropolitan Council for Educational 
Opportunity (Metco) proposed program for 
Winchester is not the same as 
“metropolitanization” of the schools. Far 
from it. 

A few of Metco’s ardent detractors in 
Winchester have deliberately misrepresented 
the facts in their efforts to get the community 
to oppose this program. 

What would he involved is the voluntary 
transportation of 45 black children from 
Boston to four Winchester schools’ first and 
second grades. Those who contend Metco will 
lead to greater regional involvement do the 
cause of truth a terrible injustice. 

This small group of Metco foes has at 
tempted to enrage the community by 
broadcasting false information about Metco, 
most notably that there is a built in condition 
in Metco participation which will somehow 
' they don’t say how) catapult the town into a 
Greater Boston school system. 

Metco has been in existence in Greater 
Boston for nine years. And still the various 
suburban school systems haven't merged 
with Boston’s public schools. 

Even if there were such a move, it would 
have nothing to do with Metco, which is a 
private non-profit organization. Though now 
funded by the state, it is not an agency of the 
state. Any regional school organization would 
have to be implemented by the state. 

Last year the US Supreme Court ruled 
against forcing Detroit city schools to merge 
with suburban schools. That ruling will stand, 
and is the rule of the country, presumably 
until the make-up of the court changes. And 
even then the ruling may stand, perhaps for a 
long time to come. 

A member of the Winchester School 
Committee recently questioned superin¬ 
tendents of nine Metco school systems in the 
area, asking whether they felt Metco leads to 
“metro.” All replied emphatically: “No!" In 
fact, many of the superintendents said Metco 
will likely prevent a regional school system. 

Another myth Metco detractors have 
attempted to broadcast is that the busing of 45 
children from Boston to Winchester means 
Winchester children will be bused to Boston 
There is no reverse busing involved in Metco. 
Headers who doubt that may inquire of any of 
the 35 Metco communities. 

Metco is going to cost the Winchester 
taxpayer another myth perpetrated by 
Metco opponents. All costs associated with 
Metco are borne by the state. There is no 
direct cost to the town. There is only the in¬ 
direct cost through state taxes shared by all 
taxpayers of Massachusetts. 

If Winchester has to hire additional staff 
j; then they are paid by the state. The Metco 
1 coordinator is paid by the state. A reading 
specialist will be paid by the state. As of now 
, it appears one teacher and six aides will be 
• hired. 

A few (not many) have tried to convince 
, others that 45 Metco children will overcrowd 
Winchester’s schools. The fact is, Win- 
! Chester’s school enrollment is declining 
rapidly, to a point where it appears con¬ 
sideration will be given to closing two 
, elomentery schools. 

An influx of Metco children may even have 


the reverse effect keeping open a Win¬ 
chester school and keeping alive Winchester’s 
neighborhood school concept, a system dear 
to the hearts of some Metco opponents. 

The Winchester school administration has 
stated emphatically that they will not hire 
teachers, black or white, who do not meet the 
qualifications set by Winchester 

Thus is demolished another myth that 
unqualified black teachers will be forced into 
the system. No one is going to force the town 
to hire anyone. Force is not part of the Metco 
concept. Nor will any Winchester teachers be 
fired to make way for black teachers. 

Compulsory introduction of black studies 
to the school curriculum is another story 
being planted to play on the fears of those not 
wholly familiar with Metco School Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Stephen R. Parkhurst 
perhaps stated it best when he said: “We 
don’t envision any special effort to further the 
escalation of Afro American studies. We use 
ethnic textbooks in the classroom now.’’ 

Metco’s statement that “a potential Metco 
community should he committed to show 
strong intentions of spending funds and 
providing the necessary time and resources 
for their teachers, curriculum specialists, 
etc., to prepare and plan for the incorporation 
of Afro-American studies into the school 
systems’ courses and units of study” was 
perhaps answered best by School Committee 
Chairman Stephen It. Parkhurst. 

Parkhurst pointed out that the statement 
is only a guideline, that the Winchester ad¬ 
ministration will certainly follow its own 
course. 

Metco Executive Director Jean M. 
McGuire pointed out in a letter to The Star 
last week that the statement on Afro- 
American studies is only a recommendation. 
She added that “ all identifiable and an¬ 
ticipated costs accruing directly to the im¬ 
plementation of the Metco program in a 
suburban town are met by the state.” 

To deflate the final major anti Metco 
argument (that once we get involved with 
Metco we can ru r get out), The Star points 
out that any action of the present School 
Committee can be nullified by future School 
Committees. 

Also, the contract with Metco would be for 
one year, renewable at the pleasure of 
Winchester and of Metco. 

Those who feel strongly enough about the 
action of Winchester’s committee in en¬ 
dorsing Metco can work to unseat the 
members in the future through the 
democratic process. 

There is nothing in Metco to prevent a 
future committee from backing out of the 
program. Metco is renewable every year. 
And there is nothing huilt into Winchester’s 
participation requiring the community to 
accept more Metco students than it wishes. 

Nearly all of the anti-Meteo arguments are 
based on misinformation, specious reasoning, 
wild speculation, innuendo, exaggeration and 
falsifying the real facts. 

Those who take the time to find out what 
Metco really is all about will realize it is not 
as represented by Metco antagonists. They 
will discover that the community has nothing 
to fear from Metco involvement.

Oth er Side Of Leash Law Letter 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

1 am impelled to comment upon a portion 
of Vincent G. Carroll's letter of Jan. 16, 
relating to the timing of a motion to amend 
the leash law article appearing in ihi* 
December town meeting warrant. 

I value my friendship with Mr. Carroll, 
and his many note-worthy contributions 
toward our town are beyond question. 

However, I am afraid his perfectly ap¬ 
propriate zeal for the advancement of an 
issue about which he feels strongly has 
inadvertently created a misapprehension 
regarding the role of the chairperson of the 
Finance Committee in the presentation of her 
committee’s motion to amend the article to 
modify the leash law, that dealing with its 12- 
hour application. 

In advance of my placing the article before 
town meeting Mrs. Hankins presented to me 
in writing the Finance Committee’s proposed 
amendment in response to my urging that all 
motions lie presented before they are offered 
at the meeting. 

The responsibility for the timing must rest 
where it belongs—with the moderator. 

I appreciate Mr. Carroll’s comment that 
he does not blame the moderator for the mis¬ 
timing of the amendment, but the moderator 
is the only person he should blame. After all, 
(he responsibility for the proper conduct of 
each session of the town meeting is solely that 
of the moderator, and I happily accept the 
privilege of assuming that responsibility. 

Roberts’ Rules of Order govern 
proceedings of town meetings, subject to a 
final determination by the moderator. 

Mr. Carroll is correct in stating that ac¬ 
cording to the spirit, if not the letter, of 
Roberts’ Rules, the offeror of a main motion 
under an article—although not necessarily all 
proponents of the position should have the 
opportunity to address the meeting first. That 
has been my invariable practice throughout 
the meetings, as it would have been in the 
instance in question but for my misplaced hut 
entirely sincere desire to move the meeting 
forward in as orderly a manner as possible. 

1 customarily request proponents of 
amendments to choose their own time for 
offering motions. Since the Finance Com¬ 
mittee motion was the only known amend¬ 
ment. I unintentionally drew Mrs. Hankins 
into acceding to place her amendment prior 
to the time it should have. 

But. both the amendment and the main 
motion were afforded the fullest possible 
discussion. 

I do not intend by this letter of explanation 
to express any position, even by implication, 
upon the merits of the question raised either 
by the main motion under the article or by the 
Finance Committee amendment 

Neither do I wish to become involved in a 
protracted dialogue with Mr. Carroll. Rather, 

1 simply am unable to stand by and permit 
this fine lady's record of countless hours of 
selfless service to our town in numerous 
capacities to become even slightly tarnished, 
however inadvertently, by circumstances 
which were in no way of her doing.

Clara Candidacy A Thorn 


There aren’t enough candidates in some 
town meeting races to have a race. It’s a 
walk. 

And it’s also a damned shame — that a 
town can’t even get enough of its citizens 
interested enough or responsible enough or 
something enough to put in a couple of lousy 
hours a week to keep the officials honest. 

Yes, Yes, I know, the Charter Commission 
should have done something about it. I’ve 
heard all that before. The commission had its 
myopic reasons that aren’t going to do us any 
good at the moment to go into. 

★ 

Today (Thursday) at 5 p.m. is the deadline 
to go to the town clerk’s office at Town Hall 
and ask Mrs. Nelson or Peg Connolly or one of 
the other workers for a paper. 

All you have to do to run is get 10 
signatures. You can do that in less than an 
hour (unless you like to talk a lot). 

Obviously it docs no good at all to write 
editorials (Star. Jan. 16). There are fewer 
town meeting candidates this year than last 
and last year we didn’t write an editorial 

Maybe we should face the inevitable. Town 
meeting has become a hangout for reac¬ 
tionaries and should be abolished. 

But you still have a little time left if you 
have any interest in running. 

As of Tuesday at 4 p.m., there wasn’t a 
single candidate for the one 2-year seat being 
filled this year in Precinct 1. In Prec. 2 there 
was one one candidate for tw'o 2-year seats. 
The other precincts weren’t much better. 

As for the usual 11 3- year seats in all six 
precincts, Precincts 3 and 5 had 14 candidates 
each. 

Prec. 1 had 13 and Precincts 2, 4 and 6 had 
only 12 each. And you call this a democracy? 
It might be called a democracy in other town 
meeting towns, hut in Winchester it can only 
be called a demockery. 

★ 

If you decide to run for town meeting you’ll 
be too late to miss the most exciting show of 
the year. The Metco debate is about to begin 
and it will be standing room only tonight at 
the new high school. 

Extra police will be on hand to keep things 
calm. Finance Committee Chairman Barbara 
S. Hankins urged her committee members to 
keep it cool and not use any inflamatory 
language. 

There’s no doubt the issue has divided the 
town into two camps, though incredibly there 
are still some people who don’t seem to know 
what it’s all about (including one Finance 
Committee member, who said as much at the 
committee meeting Monday). 

The selectmen, who seem to think they run 
the show over at town meeting headquarters 
at the new high school, are going to ask the 
meeting to debate Metco tonight. 

If the meeting must adjourn to a future 
date in order to meet the deadline for a March 
3 referendum (same date as annual election) 
then the selectmen want to have Metco behind 
them. 

★ 

A lot of people have been digging up a lot of 
excuses lately to avoid making the difficult 
decision yes or no on Metco. 

As if the subject were too hot to handle, the 
selectmen avoided a decision Monday at their 
meeting. They came up with some farout 
excuses for not taking a position. 

Not so the Finance Committee. Each 
member present at Finance’s meeting 
Monday made a brief presentation on why 
they favor or disfavor Metco. All 14 of them. 
More credit to them. 

Some town meeting members are going to 
want to avoid making a position by moving to 
indefinitely postpone the article. 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall has said 
that a successful move to indefinitely post¬ 
pone prohibits a referendum from following. 

★ 

Metco is certainly an issue you don’t come 
out ahead in. We had one fellow come into The 
Star office wanting to remove his name from 
the 2,000 or so names going into a pro-Metco 
advertisement in this week’s paper. 

He had signed a petition in favor of it, he 
said, only because he didn’t want to disap¬ 
point the person who was circulating it. 

But then the poor old fellow? was afraid 
he’d get into trouble with his employer. He 
didn’t seem to know what it was all about 
anyway and asked to have his name taken out 
of the ad. 

“I’m doing the right thing, aren’t I?” he 
asked. “I’m just trying to keep everyone 
happy.” I told him he should do whatever he 


feels strongly about. 

What he felt strongly about was not of¬ 
fending anyone. There are a lot of people like 
that people who don’t care too much about - 
the issue but don’t want to lose friends over it. 

★ 

The candidacy of Clara Hewis for select¬ 
men has Ann Oppenheimer upset. Ann lives 
by the rules, or supposed rules. Ms. 
Oppenheimer believes because Ms. Hewis is a 
sister member of the Charter Commission she 
should keep out of politics for a year. 

And Clara probably doesn't entirely 
disagree. “I might very well not have run,” 
she says. “I might have decided next year 
was just as well." 

But “one factor” in Ms. Hewis's can¬ 
didacy, as she puts it. is the candidacy of 
Barbara Hankins, chairman of the Finance 
Committee. For a long time Clara has wanted 
to be the first Winchester woman selectman. 

She recounted a story for me when Whip 
Saltmarsh was on the board and she was only 
18. Whip had Clara try out his seat and 
remarked that it fit her well 

She was 18 at the time and says then and 
there she decided to run for selectmen. This 
will be the fourth time Ms. Hewis has had her 
name in for the selectmen contest. 

★ 

And what does Ann Oppenheimer think of the 
Hewis candidacy? “I just hope it doesn’t hurt 
the charter and people don’t confuse the two 
issues.’’ 

Ms. Hewis is chairman of the Charter 
Commission, which is recommending to the 
voters in March that the duties of the Board of 
Selectmen be greatly increased. 

Oppenheimer is afraid people will think 
Hewis is “creating a dynasty.” No one really 
thinks Hewis is. But it could look that way. 

Anyway, Oppenheimer doesn’t approve of 
Clara running this year and said so. She 
pointed to a guide for Charter Commissioners 
which states, in Ann's words, “One should not 
use the Charter Commission as a political 
stepping stone and should not involve oneself 
in political activity.” 

I admire Clara for standing up for what 
she believes in. I almost never agree with her. 
Bui so what. At least she has her own guide 
and doesn’t have to rely on some book 
someone no one knows wrote for other 
people.

Mike Seotti, who ran for selectman last 
year, is the ttiird person in the selectmen’s 
race. 

The School Committee race, with seven 
candidates, looks like anyone’s contests. Two 
’seats are open. But none of the seven, save 
perhaps one, has any kind of a following in 
Winchester. 

It will be interesting to see who can put 
together the best organization in the least 
possible time and come up a winner. 

If the events of the last political season 
prove anything it is that the hardest working 
gets the biggest vote at least in Winchester 
politics. 

It used to be Winchester politics was all 
tied up by a few leaders. But ail that is rapidly 
changing. There are some new eager faces 
this year. Let’s hope some of them make it to 
Town Hall.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Although I have retired as an educator in 
the town, I will always be keenly interested in 
what transpires in Winchester’s schools. 

In 1968, I was principal of one of the three 
elementary schools where class size would 
not have been increased beyond reasonable 
teacher-pupil ratios if we had become in¬ 
volved in the Metco program. 

My staff was willing and eager to welcome 
children from the inner city. At present we 
have space that did not exist in 1968. 

Since Metco is voluntary and not man¬ 
datory, it has no correlation with the so-called 
“metropolitanization” plan for the education 
of Boston’s children. The purpose is not to 
solve minority problems, but to give in¬ 
creased opportunities to children whose 
parents value the best possible education. 

We cannot continue to remain isolated 
from Boston’s multiple problems. Because 
the Metco program is completely funded by 
the state, there will be no cost to Winchester. 
Here is an opportunity to put our goals for 
outreach to work to assist a neighboring city 
beset by serious problems. 

According to our present enrollment 
figures, there will be no strain in absorbing 45 
first and second graders in four schools. The 
fear of eliminating quality of education in 
several classrooms is needless. 

Many communities in the suburbs of 
Boston support Metco because they realize 
the important values derived from the 
multiethnicity of minority groups in in¬ 
tegrated classrooms. The test of time has 
proven its worth in innumerable ways. 

America is not just shores, rivers, lakes, 
woodlands and mountains. It signifies 
relationships among people. At the beginning 
of this fourth quarter of the 20th century we 
are obligated to expand the principles and 
insights of all children if we are to anticipate 
a better tomorrow. Metco offers us one of the 
avenues that will lead toward a positive ac¬ 
ceptance of the uniqueness of individuals in 
otfr society. 

Winchester has always had concern for the 
welfare of others. It is my fervent hope that 
this concern will be translated into favorable 
action at the town meeting. The improvement 
of human relations depends on positive ac¬ 
tion.

If the people at the end of 
the line do not taste the chlorine, they are not 
getting the proper protection. 

Tests also show worms and shrimp are 
still alive withstanding the chlorine treat¬ 
ment. 

Another danger in our tapwater being 
ignored is viruses. Viruses can go unharmed 
through our present system. How many 
viruses reaching us from our tap is anybody’s 
guess.

“You don’t have a recipe for baked 
beans?” a friend said unbelievingly. “I 
thought everyone in New England has an old 
family recipe. ” 

Well, not everyone has an old New 
England family. But I am not above adopting 
one - a recipe that is. 

I surveyed the relatives and found most 
bean pot recipes I had sampled at family 
gatherings were cherished recipes from the 
corner supermarket “with a little doctoring 
up." including grandfather’s. He is happily 
enjoying his Boston beans in Florida 
retirement. 

The traditional and religious significance 
of New England bean dishes dates from the 
Putitan Sabbath when all labor including 
cooking was strictly forbidden from Saturday 
sundown to Sunday sundown. 

The pot of beans, usually started on 
Friday, was eaten piping hot on Saturday 
night with brown bread cold or warmed on 
Sunday. 

The custom of the Puritan Sabbath died 
out by the 19th century, but beans and brown 
bread are still popular for Saturday night 
supper. 

This recipe, which 1 have decided to adopt, 
comes from the files of the historic 1677 
Harlow House maintained by the Plymouth 
Antiquarian Society. The society occasionally 
prepares traditional Pilgrim feasts for the 
public. 

Harlow House Baked Beans 
2 to 3 quarts water 

4 cups (2 pounds) dried pea or great northern 
beans 

1 large onion, peeled 

2 large onions, peeled and pierced with two 
cloves each 

l teaspoon plus 1 tablespoon salt 
:i t cup dark molasses 
i cup dark brown sugar 
1 tablespoon dry mustard 
l teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 
l 2 pound salt pork in one piece 

Add dried beans to two quarts of water, 
boiling in a heavy four- or five-quart 
casserole. Boil two minutes. Water should 
cover beans by two inches. 

Turn off heat and let beans soak for one 
hour. Then add the peeled onion and 1 
teaspoon of salt and bring to a boil again. 

Reduce heat to low, partially cover pan 
and simmer for about an hour until the beans 
are tender. Check from time to time and add 
more boiling water if necessary. Beans must 


be covered with water throughout cooking. 

Drain beans through a fine sieve over a 
bowl. Discard cnion and reserve cooking 
liquid. Add water if necessary for two quarts 
total. 

In a deep bowl, mix the molasses, Vfc cup of 
the brown sugar, the mustard, 1 tablespoon of 
the salt and the pepper. Pour in about U cup 
of the bean liquid and stir to blend well. Add 
remaining bean liquid, the beans and stir 
gently. 

Pre-heat oven to 200 degrees. Place clove- 
pierced onions in the bottom of a 4 or 5-quart 
bean pot. Uidlebean mixtureoveronions. 

Score fatty side of salt pork (rind should be 
left on) with diagonal cuts about l;> inch deep. 
Place into beans with only top edge showing 
above beans. Cover pot with foil and set lid 
securely in place. 

Bake beans in middle of oven for seven 
hours. Remove lid and foil, spread remaining 
'.j cup brown sugar evenly over the beans and 
bake for one hour or longer. 

Serve beans at once, directly from the pot. 
Leftover beans may be refrigerated in same 
pot. Tightly covered, they can be kept safely 
for a week to 10 days. When reheating, add a 
little water to the pot.

Dr. Paul A. Walters was guest speaker at 
the 76th annual meeting of the Winchester 
Visiting Nursing Association held recently at 
the Winchester Unitarian Church. 

Following a short business meeting, led by 
Mrs. Hugh McCarthy, the association voted to 
accomplish a merger with Lexington and 
Arlington Visiting Nurse Associations.

Walters, a Winchester resident and chief 
of psychiatry at University Health Services, 
Harvard University, talked about depression 
through various stages of life. 

“Depression,” he said, “is a natural 
response to loss, disappointment or illness.” 

He explained that to a child under age 2 1 -. 
loss of a mother or mother figure usually 
leads to a period of hyperactivity followed by 
deep depression. 

This condition, he said, often has profound 
effects on lifestyle in later years and may 
lead to drug addiction and alcoholism. 

Depression in adolescents is common, he 
said. The young person is constantly faced 
with problems concerning himself in relation 
to other people and situations. 

While learning to come to grips with these 
facts, he said, a youth will reject or renew 
certain values, and through his decisions will 
gain the self esteem needed to carry him 
through many years to come. 

Walters said this same youth must learn to 
face himself and his limitations. Often during 
a trying period relationships with other 
people seem of greater importance than good 
grades in school. 

Later in life, the doctor said, depression 
still continues to be a reaction to loss, 
disappointment and in later years to 
helplessness. 

He concluded by saying that medicine can 
help in preventing and shortening periods of 
depression for certain people who are par¬ 
ticularly prone to this condition. 

Walters attended the University of North 
Carolina. He did his medical training at Duke 
University and Johns Hopkins University. 

He has written many papers on adolescent 
behavior.

During the intervening years, Metco’s 
scorecard in 32 neighboring suburban com¬ 
munities has confirmed the league’s belief in 
the program: 

1. Since its inception nine years ago, ap 
proximately 2,400 minority children have 
taken part in Metco. At present there are 
approximately 3,000 students on Metco’s 
waiting list. 

2. Approximately 560 Metco students have 
graduated from suburban high schools 

3. Of the graduates, 79 percent have gone 
on to some form of higher education: 

How funding works: 

Under Chapter 506 of the Acts of the 
Commonwealth, participating communities 
submit a Metco budget to the state and are 
reimbursed for expenditures four times a 
year - October, December, March and May. 

The state appropriation for this fiscal year 
for Metco programs is $5.3 million. 

The town’s commitment: 

Communities review the program an 
nually, and each year must renew their 
contract with Metco. They may reduce or 
increase the number of students according to 
their needs. A minimum of nine students, (a 
mini-bus load) is necessary for the com¬ 
munity to be involved in the program.

Highway Will Buy 
Sidewalk Sander 

Highway Superintendent Robert G. 
O’Brien appeared before selectmen recently 
to request purchase of a sidewalk sender at a 
cost of $1,600. 

Selectmen approved his request for a 
transfer of the amount from the Reserve 
Fund to the snow and ice equipment budget. 

The Finance Committee is reviewing the 
request. 

O’Brien explained the sander will be 
mounted on a Bombardier sidewalk plow and 
will permit sanding and salting two miles of 
sidewalk in about 20 minutes. The machine 
covers 10 to 15 miles an hour. 

O'Brien showed selectmen figures in¬ 
dicating the town pays $9,000 in overtime for 
sidewalk sanding by hand in a winter season 
and he estimated a $1,300 saving. 

^Selectmen took note of over 30 calls to the 
Highway Department during the Christmas 
holiday offering compliments for their storm 
fighting efforts. 

O’Brien noted the town now has 360 tons of 
salt on hand; 617 tons were used from Nov. 1 
to Dec. 26. 

Selectmen directed O’Brien to answer a 
‘‘Notice of Violation” of air pollution control 
regulations received from the Metropolitan 
Boston Air Pollution Control District, division 
of the State Dept, of Public Health. 

State personnel noted and recorded a 
violation of rules regarding smoke emission. 

According to the complaint, smoke 
pollution was observed on Dec. 20 for about 20 
minutes. O’Brien will inform the state 
regarding actions tc be taken by the town to 
prevent a repeat of the emissions violation. 

O’Brien advised selectmen that painting of 
the requested edgeline on both sides of Pond 
street from Cambridge street to Brantwood 
road would best be accomplished in the 
spring.

Town Earns 
$7,000 More 
From Lottery 

Winchester will receive a Massachusetts 
state lottery return for 1974 of $88,436.43, 
more than $7,000 over last year. 

This information comes from the office of 
state Treasurer Robert Q. Crane, chairman of 
the state lottery commission. 

According to the lottery commission of¬ 
fice, $38,199,166 was raised hrough the lottery 
for the 351 cities and towns of the Com 
monwealth in 1974. This is an increase of 
nearly 10 percent over 1973 

To dale, the lottery has raised $95,246,195 
for use by local communities. 

The lottery was begun in March of 1972. By 
the end of 1973, the total return was 
$35,040,299. 

During 1974, states the lottery commission 
office, some milestones were reached since 
the beginning of the program: 

There are 30 new millionaires. 

There were six winners of $500,000 since 
July. 

There were 374 winners of $50,000. 

There were 1,750,000 total prize winners. 

And $107,000,000 was the total prize payout. 

Since the first weekly drawing in April of 
1972, there have been 142 drawings held In 
every section of the state. 

According to Dr. William E. Perrault, 
executive director of the Stae Lottery 
Commission, “The intent of the legislature in 
creating the lottery was to provide additional 
revenue to be distributed to the 351 cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth to provide some 
financial relief." 

A principal factor for increased earnings 
of the lottery has been the widespread public 
acceptance of the “overlay” lotteries run 
during 1974. 

In February, March and April, there was 
the spring fever game; in June, July and 
August, there was the instant game, which 
had as its top prize $1,000 a week for the rest 
of the winner’s life. 

On Aug. 15, Carol Joyce, 23, of South 
Boston, won what is the largest lottery prize 
ever awarded in this country. 

Since October, the latest overlay game, 
the 24-hour game, has been running each 
weekday with continuing success. 

In July, a new prize structure in the 
weekly game was offered with prizes ranging 
from $5 to $500,000, paid $50,0(H) a year for 10 
years. 

Crane said, "The efforts of Dr. Perrault 
and the entire lottery staff, have made the 
Massachusetts State Lottery the most suc¬ 
cessful in the nation, a fact which we can all 
take great pride in."

Rep. Tsongas 
To Resign As 
Commissioner 


Kffective Jan. 31, US Rep. Paul Tsongas 
(D-Lowell) will resign as Middlesex County 
Commissioner. 

He announced his resignation intentions at 
a recent meeting of the newly-formed Mid¬ 
dlesex County Advisory Board in Newton City 
Hall. 

The meeting was attended by mayors, 
selectmen and city managers of many of the 
54 cities and towns in Middlesex County. 

A day or so later he informed S. Lester 
Ralph and John Danehy that he would not 
vote for a chairman at their organizational 
meeting 

Neither Danehy nor Ralph would vote for 
the other person, so the county board is 
without a new' chairman. 

Ralph, the present chairman, will 
presumably stay chairman until a vote for a 
new chairman is conducted. 

According to Tsongas, the new member 
should have the opportunity to cast a vote for 
a new chairman. 

His resignation announcement follows an 
earlier report that he would hold onto his 
county seat indefinitely. 

Tsongas was reported to have asked Jean 
Rubenstein of Lexington, a New Politics 
professional, to sit in for him at commission 
meetings. 

Political writers reported their belief that 
Tsongas was hoping this maneuver would 
ensure his sucecessor would be first, a 
reformer, and second, someone from the 
Lowell area. 


MacDonald and Mrs. Lorence Woodside, 
encouraged my participation and my goal, 
both looking forward to the day of 
achievement.

Tsongas wanted to remain a commissioner at 
least long enough to give the new advisory 
board an opportunity to have some input into 
the selection of a successor. 

The first order of business at the recent 
meeting of the board was to vote to back a bill 
pending in the Legislature allowing it to name 
two of its own members, along with the two 
remaining county commissioners and the 
clerk of courts, to fill any vacancy among the 
commissioners. 

Present law allows the two remaining 
commissioners, Somerville Mayor S. Lester 
Ralph and John Danehy of Cambridge, and 
the clerk of courts to name a successor to 
Tsongas. 

This new bill was co-sponsored by Sen. 
Chester Atkins (D-Acton) and Rep. Bruce 
Wetherbee (D-Pepperell). 

The bill is not expected to be enacted in 
time to apply to filling the vacancy caused by 
Tsongas’s resignation. 

The board also indicated concern about its 
own power to oppose budgets by voting to get 
an opinion from the attorney general on 
whether a mayor should be allowed to be a 
commissioner while at the same time holding 
an office.

California Band

Bicentennial 

The University of California’s famed 
marching band may appear in Winchester 
next summer as a part of the town’s bicen¬ 
tennial concert. 

Representatives of the Winchester 
Historical Commission, selectmen and 
Jaycees met recently with David Cincotta, a 
graduate student of chemistry who plays 
trombone with the UC band. Cincotta, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Cincotta, was home for 
the holidays. 

Cincotta told representatives of the town 
and civic groups that the 120-member mar¬ 
ching band is currently raising a quarter of a 
million dollars for expenses and are now 
planning a national tour. They expect to be in 
the Boston area for two days. 

Cincotta said he was hopeful Winchester 
would consider sponsoring the band. This 
would involve providing housing and food for 
• band members for one night. 

Cincotta showed a film of the band per¬ 
forming. He expressed his thought that a 
performance in Winchester could coincide 
with the town’s summer celebrations, such as 
on Town Day or as a part of the 1976 bicen¬ 
tennial. 

Historical Commission member Frank 
Curtis was appointed to be coordinator of 
such a plan and to explore financial im¬ 
plications. He will report his findings to 
selectmen in the future.

Interior Approves 
Matching Funds 
For Old Canal 

Congressman Torbert H. Macdonald 
announced this week that the Department of 
the Interior has approved matching grant-in- 
aid funds for the preservation of the Mid¬ 
dlesex Canal. 

The Interior grant is administered through 
the National Park Service under provisions of 
the National Historic Preservation Act. 

The Middlesex Canal, which passed 
through Medford, Winchester and Woburn, is 
the oldest canal of its size in the United States. 

During its 50 years of operation, from 1803 
to 1853, the Middlesex Canal provided a safe 
and economical means of water tran¬ 
sportation of passenger boats, freight barges 
and timber rafts between Charlestown and 
Lowell. 

The 27-mile length canal passed through 
Horn Pond in Woburn and the area which is 
now Mystic Valley Parkway in Medford and 
Winchester.

’Hie Park Department proposed budget for 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1976 is up 27 
percent over this year’s. 

The increase is due to inflation and the 
Park Department’s efforts to improve park 
•structures and playgrounds of the town. 

Hie proposed budget, now being reviewed 
by the Finance Committee, amounts to 
$282,847. 

A breakdown of the figures reveals 
$192,829 is for personal services; $49,518 is for 
other expenses; $3,250 is for a new Yazoo 
grass cutting machine; and $37,250 is for 
structures and improvements. 

John Larkin and A1 LaPointe of the 
Finance Committee met with Park Com¬ 
missioners Albert Mac Donnell, Stella Aitken 
and Robert Joyce last Thursday to discuss the 
budget. 

The commissioners said they considered 
correcting the drainage and grading of the 
Wedge Pond Beach to be a priority need. They 
estimate the cost of this wprk to be $2,000. 

Two other "very important" needs, ac¬ 
cording to the commissioners, is to regrade 
the cast bank of Mill Pond at $250 and im¬ 
prove the curbing and drainage of the Mill 
Pond area at a cost of $1,000. Town employees 
will provide the labor, they reported. 

In the other expenses account, the Park 
Commission will seek to replace trees 
damaged by vandalism at a cost of $4,800. 

They will be asking for $2,500 to maintain 
and upkeep automotive equipment. They 
propose to spend $4,600 for new recreational 
equipment. 

Under structures and improvements, they 
hope to refurbish a basketball court at Ginn 
Field at a cost of $500 and construct a new 
court at a cost of $4,500. 

They estimate it will cost $2,500 to 
refurbish a tennis court at Leonard Field; and 
$4,500 to construct a new practice tennis 
backboard court at McDonald Field. 

If town meeting is receptive, the Park 
Commissioners will construct a new 
regulation tennis court at McDonald Field at

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There Was Never A Desire To ‘Punish’ Winchester, Thanks To Chadwick

The fact that Winchester hasn’t been 
divided among state representative districts 
says a lot about Harrison Chadwick’s 
reputation uzer at the State House. 

A Republican in an overwhelmingly 
Democratic House, Chadwick has had the 
admiration of the leadership and among the 
membership. 

Chadwick’s Winchester is still together, 
despite two redistrictings of House members’ 
elected areas in recent years. 

“I like to make matters very impersonal ” 
he says of his conduct in the House he has just 
left after 28 years. As a member of the 
minority Republican Party, he avoided at¬ 
tacks on the majority Democratic Party. 

“1 have tried to represent the town without 
any rancor at all. I think this is one of the 
reasons every piece of legislation submitted 
by the town (except one) have passed.” 

The exception to those bills requested by 
the town meeting and selectmen, Chadwick 
notes, was an “unreasonable one dealing with 
insurance.” 

The success of Winchester’s bills and the 
keeping of the town intact give proof to 
Chadwick’s statement on the legislature’s 
attitude toward him: “It simply means there 
has never been any desire to punish Win¬ 
chester.” 

Asked during a recent interview with The 
Star what has been the highlight of his 
legislative career, the modest ex-legislator 
laughed and replied without hesitancy that 
undoubtedly the censure got the most 
publicity. 

A man who avoids publicity, Chadwick 
found his name on the front page of every 
newspaper in Massachusetts for weeks and 
his face on national television through CBS’s 
“Biography of a Bookie Joint.” 

“It was certainly an experience,” he says, 
almost mischievously. He recalls that John 
(“Iron Duke”) Thompson, a Democrat, was 
Speaker at the time. 

The Winchester legislator was a member 
of the Crime Commission investigating 
organized crime in the commonwealth, with 
special emphasis on gambling, as per the 
instructions of Charles Gibbons, who had 
been Speaker before Thompson and created 
the commission. 

“It became very evident that some 
members of the legislature were involved (in 
organized gambling) and I didn’t hesitate to 
say so,” Chadwick recalls. “CBS picked this 
up and asked if I would say so on the air.” 

The result was a CBS crew in his living 
room asking him questions in the summer of 
1961 for their documentary on illegal gam¬ 
bling in the Boston area. 

The result was also “Iron Duke” Thomp¬ 
son asking Chadwick to appear before the 
House Rules Committee. “They liked to bust 
heads with baseball bats,” Chadwick said 
figuratively. 

He refused to appear. When the legislature 
reconvened in the fall, he was officially 
summoned to answer questions. “Thompson 
decided to put everything on TV. That was his 
fatal mistake.” 

He was charged w’ith making statements 
about members of the legislature that had not 
been proved. The committee recommended 
censure. “I would call it a kangaroo court.” 

The House duly voted censure, 109 to 103. 
“I am sure a goodly number of legislators 
were under duress.” Chadwick says that a 
number of members who voted for censure 
have since told him it was the worst vote they 
ever cast. Others apologized. 

“I’m pleased I stood my ground and never 
capitulated.” During the stormy days of 
censure. Chadwick continued with his life as 
always, coaching hockey and running for 
office. 

People he didn’t know would come up to 
him in the street to offer support. During that 
time he ran for reelection to the House and 
won and ran for town meeting moderator and 
won. “The people of Winchester were great, 
just great.” 

The next year the House had a new 
Speaker and reversed itself on censure on an 
overwhelming voice vote, amounting to an 
apology and indication censure had been 
unwarranted. 

“That was the most spectacular,” laughs 


the man who has always avoided the limelight 
about the event which highlighted his 
legislative career. “I would do it again, ” he 
adds mildly. “I was only doing my duty.” 

More typical of Harrison Chadwick’s 
career and man ler has been in less spec¬ 
tacular areas. His major coi.t» ibution to the 
legislature has been in what he calls “extra 
curricular activities.” 

By this he means work not connected with 
his elected duties. The most important of this 
work. Chadwick, feels, has been in such 
pioneering areas as installing an electronic 
roll call system, data processing procedures 
and other applications of the computer. 

As a member of the minority party, 
Chadwick points out, “it's very difficult” to 
accomplish such innovations. 

Chadwick’s innovations were topped off by 
his being named to head a legislative 
research bureau intended to streamline the 
legislative process 

The bureau provides legislators with 
background information and committees with 
bright, competent aides. 

“I still can’t understand it,” Chadwick 
says of his appointment to head the bureau. “I 
have to pinch myself. It’s a most unusual 
situation: a conservative Republican made 
director of a bureau and given the authority to 
hire with a solemn pledge of no interference 
by the Democratic leadership.” 

Another important Chadwick piece of 
legislation was adopted during the session 
just past: program budgeting, proposed 
legislation Chadwick filed for the last four 
years. 

It passed this year when it w-as included in 
a budget package backed by the Democrats. 
The new law- requires each of the 10 state 
departments to establish program priorities. 

Though the new law won’t actually be a 
direct savings, it should make the public 
aware, Chadwick feels, that new revenue will 
have to be supplied to meet their demand. 

Chadwick feels one result of this bill will be 
to force consolidation of agencies and the 
stretching of department dollars to “make 
their money go as far as they possibly can.” 

Chadwick quipped. “This is the con¬ 
servative side of the ex-representative. I 
always contended more progress is made by 
conservatives.” 

Another Chadwick-backed proposal - 
recodification of Massachusetts’ general laws 

will soon take place for the first time since 
1932. 

Recodification should be a boon to 
legislators and the legal profession, which 
now must spend hours tracing a single law all 
the way back to 1932. 

Another long-time Chadwick proposal, a 
unicameral state legislature, went down to 
defeat last year. And Chadwick says that as 
far as he can tell there is no one now in the 
State House to push for a single-House 
legislature. 

“Sound economic principals” and other 
similar phrases are often used by Chadwick, 
who believes strongly that spending shouldn't 
outstrip revenue. 

He says his fiscal philosophy is similar to 
what Eisenhower believed: a fairly liberal 
point of view when it comes to human needs 
and a hard-nosed point of view when it comes 
to fiscal matters. “They have to be made 
compatible.” 

The ex-legislator notes that society has 
been in a period of social development. 
“Society has made some changes I’m pleased 
with. I hope we can hang on to them.” 

But in the process of social change “we 
have abandoned the principles of sound 
economics that apply to public ad¬ 
ministrations just as much as they apply to 
private enterprise. 

“We are learning the lesson of un-sound 
economic principles the hard way today.” 

Chadwick feels the United States will 
recover from the present recession but that it 
will take longer than past recessions. The 
reason: Corrective measures were formerly 
attainable within the borders of the US. Now 
the country must contend with worldwide 
economic forces. 

The “great tragedy” of the Sargent ad¬ 
ministration, says Chadwick, was its inability 
to get the legislature to pass his executive 
department reorganization. “It would have 
saved us millions.” 

The reason for that failure is “strictly 
political. The legislature wasn’t going to give 
him any credit." 

The last four state budgets passed the 
House without Chadwick’s signature. He uses

(D-Holyoke) 

Next to education my major interest has been legislative reform. In this 
capacity I have known Harrison Chadwick for 12 years. 

Rep. Chadwick is regarded as the “father of the electronic machine.“ 
which was installed in the late 1960s to speed up the roll call process and 
allow for better recording of members' legislative voting. 

When the Legislative Service Bureau was created three years ago I 
selected Rep. Chadwick to organize and run it. For a year and a half he 
manned this bureau at no extra compensation. This job is now a full time 
salaried position. The service bureau administers and staffs the joint House 
and Senate committees. 

While we may differ fundamentally on legislative issues, Harrison has 
been a continual resource for me in sounding and developing new legislative 
procedural changes. 

He has made 101 contributions to the legislature. But I think the hallmark 
of his career has been his tremendous impact in opening up legislative 
procedural change. 

Among democrats as well as Republicans he has earned almost 
universal respect for making the house more accountable.

Harrison Chadwick still lives in the house 
in which he grew up. somewhat unusual in the 
mobile frenzied America of today. 

His home at 24 Everett ave. overlooking 
the peaceful Upper Mystic Lake was designed 
by F. Patterson Smith, who was the architect 
for the Parish of the Epiphany church on 
nearby Church street 

A longstanding member of the Winchester 
Episcopal church. Harrison Chadwick wit¬ 
nessed the placement of the church’s cor¬ 
nerstone. in 1904 He attended in a baby 
carriage. 

The Chadwick home is on land that was 
once the Swan Farm, one of Winchester’s 
oldest. There the Middlesex Canal. Aberjona 
River and Upper Mystic Lake interconnected 
in the 1900s. The Swan Estate was eventually 
broken up into large house lots. 

Besides the home on Everett avenue, a 
Chadwick also occupies another of the 
original houses That is at 7 Gardner place, 
where Mrs. William (Elizabeth) Mitchell 
lives She is Harrison Chadwick’s sister 

The home of Mr. and Mrs. Mitchell. ilso 
designed by Architect Smith, is a hand-hewn 
remodeled chicken house with original beams 
from St. Paul’s Cathedral in Boston. 

Edward Chadwick, the father of Betty and 
Harry, was a patent lawyer He served for 
many years as chairman of the Board of 
Appeal. William Mitchell remembers him as 
“a kind and wise man who viewed things 
objectively and contributed much to Win¬ 
chester's betterment." 

For as long as Mrs. Mitchell remembers, 
her brother Harry had an inquisitive mind. 
One Christmas he took apart her new toy 
player piano and was unable to put it 
William Mitchell says: "Like Harrison 
's father and Tom Edison he can creatively 
invent something, but never claimed to be a 
mechanic.” 

Almost a decade’s difference in age bet¬ 
ween himself and his sistei Betty and brother 
John. Chadwick took on the responsibility of 
"big brother.” Mrs. Mitchell, who says her 
brother has always been considerate, recalls 
when she cut her chin in a fall as a child and 
Harry came trailing after with a cup under 
her chin to catch the blood. 

Chadwick’s younger brother, John, is a 
Congressional reporter in Washington D.C. 
for UPI news service. 

Chadwick has always had a great love for 
cars. "As a child leaving for school each 
morning Harry would go out the front door, 
crank up an imaginary car, jump in and turn 
his imaginary steering wheel from left to 
right as he drove himself to school,” the 
Mitchells reveal. 

His first car, for which he had saved, was a 
blue Cadillac touring car with red wheels. 
"We all got a big kick out of it and used to go 
for rides. Harry always had the best and kept 
them that way with meticulous care. Of 
course now \yith my husband Bill owning a 
Chevrolet dealership Harry drives nothing 
but the Capri Classic,” says Mrs. Mitchell. 

"At one point in his career Harrison 
worked in Detroit for the car manufacturing 
industry and even took a fling at managing a 
large Ford dea'ership in Worcester. But his 
innate sense of courtesy, dignity and ethics 
didn’t let him stay in the business,” says 
Mitchell. 

World War II beckoning, Chadwick en¬ 
tered the army as a buck private. He ad¬ 
vanced to captain in officer training school at 
Riverside, Calif. Although he enjoyed it there, 
four years later the Yankee came home. 

Following the footsteps of his father and 
grandfather, Chadwick attended Andover 
Academy. While there he excelled in English, 
history, mathematics and Latin. He was 
graduated from Harvard College. 


Star’s First 
News Story 
On Chadwick 

The following may have been 
the first news item to have 
appeared in The Star about 
Rep. Harrison Chadwick’s 
legislative career. 

It appeared on page one, 
August 22. 1947. and is printed 
here exactly as it was printed 
then. 

Representative Harrison 
Chadwick has been appointed 
to a recess commission on 
educational matters composed 
of ten members of the General 
Court and four members ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor. The 
Commission will study the 
organization of the tax sup¬ 
ported institutions of higher 
learning in the Commonwealth 
and file a report of its findings 
in the legislature in January. 

Rep. Chadwick drafted the 
resolve calling for the ap¬ 
pointment of the commission 
and piloted it through the study 
committee on Education, of 
which he is a member, and 
through the liouse of 
Representatives Said 
Representative Chadwick. 
“Massachusetts operated 15 
publicly >upported institutions 
of higher learning. Six dif¬ 
ferent groups are responsible 
for their administration There 
is consideraTde overlapping 
and duplication of effort, as 
well as variation in standards. 
When practically every college 
in the country worthy of the 
name was bursting at the 
seams trying to take students, 
some of our state colleges were 
functioning at tin per cent of 
capacity. This is not a fair 
break for either the student or 
the taxpayer Proper 
legislation based on an 
adequate survey, can correct 
this situation." 


"He has always been an avid reader and 
throughout school loved to study govern¬ 
ment." recalls Mrs. Mitchell. This may have 
been a sign that he would some day be a 
public servant. 

During his youth Chadwick had given 
some thought to entering the Episcopal 
ministry As a life-long member of the Parish 
of the Epiphany he has served many years as 
lay reader, senior warden and was on the 
vestry. 

Deciding against the ministry, he taught 
school at St Johnsbury Academy in Saint 
Johnsbury, Yt . and at Belmont Hill School in 
Belmont Mrs. Mitchell describes her brother 
as a great teacher. "He is eloquent but ex¬ 
plains things very clearly.” 

The Mitchells hinted that Chadwick might 
like to return to teaching, perhaps in politics 
and government. “Youngsters having contact 
with him want to retain that com¬ 
panionship....Now that he is so mellow 
students would go out of their minds,” adds 
William Mitchell. 

Chadwick’s rapport with kids extended to 
the coaching of freshman high school hockey. 
Ice skating on the Upper Mystic Lake has 
always been a family tradition. Chadwick’s 
father not only loved the sport but saw the 
utilitarian benefit of skating across the lake to 
and from Wedgemere statical 

William Mitchell says his brother-in-law 
"would drop anything to coach a promising 
youth in the gentle art of stiff body 
checking," a move in which the person 
skating with the puck sends an opponent 
sailing across the ice. "But don’t let Mr. 
Chadwick demonstrate the art on you," was 
the warning. 

Beyond middle age. when most have given 
up the notion, Chadwick continues to par¬ 
ticipate in strenuous sports. Besides hockey 
he enjoys hiking through the White and Green 
Mountains and plays a good game of golf with 
scores falling in the mid-90 range. 

The Mitchells aren't sure what made 
Chadwick decide that Winchester and 
Massachusetts could use an honest politician. 
They feel there are few who aren’t glad of the 
decision. 

When asked why she never got outwardly 
involved in her brother’s campaigns, Mrs. 
Mitchell says, “There never really seemed to 
be any need for me to campaign for Harry. 
Everybody was so happy with him they just 
wanted him in.” 

One of his contributions at the State House 
was setting up the Legislative Service 
Bureau, an agency which selects job ap¬ 
plicants on a non-partisan basis for certain 
professional legislative positions. This job, 
which he look without pay, became a fulltime 
salaried position after Chadwick left. 

Mrs. Mitchell terms her brother’s career 
as "pretty smooth sailing.” She feels that the 
close margin of victory in her brother’s last 
bid for the House was not a factor in his 
decision to retire. 

One reason, the Mitchells feel he was able 
to retain his seat for 2H years, is that he never 
let anything bother him. Even when he was 
being questioned by the Massachusetts House 
Rules Committee for implicating certain 
legislators’ in bookmaking, he was the 
calmest person there. Mitchells add. 
“Chadwick never lost his aplomb nor 
dignity.” 

Boston Herald reporter Stanley Eames 


described him that day in January 1962 as 
"ramrod straight, lean, spectacled, with a 
lined face and a good Yankee grin used rather 
sparingly at the hearing.” 

Close by during the hearing Mitchells 
proudly say,“He knew he was telling the 
truth ile stood firmly on his convictions. The 
calmer he stayed as tempers began to flare, 
the more infuriated those not graced with the 
trait became.” "After all.” William Mitchell 
quipped. "Who can argue with the Mona 
Lisa?” 

Exemplifying her brother's candor Mrs. 
Mitchell recites her brother’s response on 
being castigated by the committee’s special 
counsel. Atty. Harold Katz. 

Chadwick was asked. "How many of your 
fellow brothers up there on the Hill were 
tainted by the stroke of your brush across the 
legislature?" 

Chadwick paused a moment, looked up at 
the ceiling and calmly replied. "1 don't know. 

I didn’t stop to count numbers." 

During the period when Chadwick was 
censured, the Mitchells remember him 
getting hundreds of phone calls, letters and 
telegrams asking him to run against in¬ 
cumbent Gov. Volpe He also got a lot of 
correspondence pleading him to run in the 
lieutenant governor and secretary of state 
races. 

"But since it's not Harry’s style to go 
around asking for favors he was not the 
political choice, although he may have been 
the people’s choice," William Mitchell adds 
Although the Chadwick children were 
separated from each other much of their 
childhood, all attending private schools, they 
have since renewed family ties. Elizabeth 
Mitchell says she always depends upon her 
brother Harry’s advice. 

Recently when the Mitchells went to 
Florida they left their 14-year-old dog. 
l’epper. at home. While they were away the 
dog developed an intestinal tumor. Instead of 
having the old dog put to sleep, as William 
Mitchell feels most anyone else would have 
done, Chadwick took Pepper to the Angell 
Memorial Animal Hospital and had the chief 
surgeon operate. Afterwards Chadwick made 
sure that Pepper had the proper follow-up 
care until the Mitchells returned. 

Chadwick’s sister goes on to describe her 
oldest brother as an impeccably neat person. 
“Everything is always in order, and he knows 
where everything is. He is also thorough in 
reaching decisions.” 

This is why when asked a question he may 
not be quick to respond. But once he’s made 
up his mind, lie's unflappable. If he thinks his 
decision is correct and honorable you can’t 
buy him with all the money in the world.” 

It seems only obvious that a person 
possessing such a rare mixture of attributes 
will be missed in the legislature. "Both 
Winchester and Massachusetts have been 
fortunate to have such a thrifty New England 
Yankee attempting to cut back on waste for 
them,” Mitchell says. 

What’s he going to do with his time now 
that he no longer reports in at the State 
House? The Mitchells mention several 
possibilities. Like his father, Chadwick has a 
bent for mathematics and plans to do some 
investment consulting for trusts. With the rest 
of his time he may travel, play golf and do a 
lot of reading.

words like "illogical and unjustified, wasting 
money, out of balance” to describe his feeling 
toward the Sargent budget.

A "I never had any desire to live in 
Washington. The problems in a state 
legislature are just as challenging and are 
closer to the people than those in Washington. 

"Basically I’m a homebody. I’m now going 
to enjoy being home and off-duty. I was on 
duty 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
getting calls at 2a.m. from the Boston press.” 

q. What are you going to do now? 

A. "I w'ould like a little time to catch up on 
a backlog of personal matters. Then I hope to 
be doing some things that will be helpful to 
other people in the community. 

"I might like to do some cross country 
skiing, play a little golf, swimming, mountain 
climbing, hockey, bicycling. Enough to keep 
in shape 

“It’s essential as you get older to exer¬ 
cise.” 

q. Do you have a parting shot? 

A. "I have enjoyed public life immensely. 
There was always an interesting variety of 
subjects to deal with. It’s my sincere hope I 
have made some contribution to the progress

Town Officials Attempt To Latest Plan: 
Get Out Of Realty Business Trash Would 


Medford Builder 
Files To Put Up 
Two Duplexes 

Robert Shannon of Medford told Con- 
nervation Commission members recently he 
has filed a plan to build two duplex dwellings 
in Winchester with the Building Department. 

The commission voted to recommend 
Walter J. Farrell Jr. of Pierrepont road as 
new conservation member. Selectmen ap¬ 
proved Farrell’s appointment on Monday at 
their regular weekly meeting. 

Since the proposed Lockcland road plot 
plan shows an adjacent small swamp, the 
Hatch-Jones Act, which prohibits disrupting 
the free flow of water without local con¬ 
servation commission permission, is ap¬ 
plicable. 

The commission will regulate the filling of 
the lot in question. 

The commission requested Shannon to 
mark the area with sticks where he proposes 
filling. They will examine it and decide how 
much filling is required and where building is 
permissible. 

With respect to the Kaufman & Broad 
proposal for building town houses on land 
belonging to Jack Moss of Cambridge street, 
the commission advised the town engineer 
that since there are three swampy areas and 
a small pond, the Hatch Act also applies. 

There is no problem with the presently 
approved plan according to chairman of the 
Conservation Commission Nolan Jones. 

This property is located on the eastern 
part of the land where there are no wetlands. 

The Moss land consists of 90 acres or more 
between Cambridge street and the Woburn 
line and Johnson Road and the Amberwood 
Estates project. 

Meanwhile, K & B has let its option on the 
Moss land elapse. The national home building 
firm is still reportedly interested in a plan 
that meets with community approval. 

It’s possible the company may renegotiate 
with Moss for the West Side Hill property. 

Moss commented on the K & B back-out 
this way: “They chickened out. The con¬ 
dominium market fell apart and they couldn’t 
get mortgage money. There were also 
roadblocks in the conditions in the covenant 
prepared by the town. 

Moss is interested now in selling his 
property for conservation. He is still entitled 
to build 176 units of low and income apart¬ 
ments on the land but for two years has held 
out. 

The remainder of the West Side land 
owned by Moss’s wife, Sarah, is zoned for 
house lots. 

Moss would also like to sell all or part of all 
of the land toother developers. He said he has 
advertised for sale of the land. 

In another matter, Jones said Stop & Shop 
must get permission to work on the Aberjona 
river to make necessary changes on Swanton 
street bridge to improve the flood flow con¬ 
ditions. 

Stop & Shop submitted a request to the 
state Department of Public Works, water¬ 


ways division. A hearing is scheduled for Jan 
30. 

The Conservation Commission has a copy 
of the plan and will attend the hearing. 

The selectmen’s agenda for the near 
future includ es a meeting with Stop & Shop 
concerning a change of location of drainage 
easements, among other subjects. 

The Department of Natural Resources 
recently distributed the rules and regulations 
for implementation of the Hatch Act as 
amended in 1974, Jones announced. 

The* commission voted to sponsor one or 
two high school students to a 4-H conservation 
workshop in Ashland Feb. 18-21 Jones will 
contact principal Vincent Larocco for can¬ 
didates.

With an objective to follow the dictate of 
town meeting members and “get out of the 
real estate business,” the Board of Select¬ 
men. chairman of the School Committee and 
chairman of the Planning Board met with the 
Finance Committee last Thursday to discuss 
town-owned properties. 

Finance chairman Barbara Hankins 
looked to School Committee chairman 
Stephen Parkhurst for guidance in leading the 
discussion since many of the properties 
owned by the town are presently under the 
control of his committee. 

Parkhurst said the School Committee 
“would be receptive to releasing some if not 
all" of the properties in question. 

He said the School Committee doesn’t need 
the property at Fletcher street since they do 
not expect to expand at Wyman School. 

The same will be true of the property at 10 
Marshall rd. which also can be sold. 

As far as potential room for expansion, 
said Parkhurst, this would be in the 
Washington or Vinson-Owen school areas. But 
at present, he noted, 250 children could be 
placed without expanding present school 
facilities. 

Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Boodakian raised the question of redistricting 
and phasing out schools. Boodakian said he’d 
like to see the School Committee “work in this 
direction. A lot of towns are phasing out 
schools,” he said. 

Parkhurst said the School Committee may 
decide to phase out a school in 1976. If one is 
phased out, it won’t be Washington School. 
This is one school that would be expanded if 
any is done. If this course is taken, said 
Parkhurst, “it would be due to enrollment, 
not redistricting.” 

Parkhurst said the School Committee is 
unwilling to release the 3*/^ acre site behind 22 
Highland ave. 

Recognizing this property is presently 
under litigation, the group was in agreement 
it should not be a topic for discussion at the 
meeting except to say that 22 Highland ave. 
should be retained as an access area to the 
backland. 

Most of those? in attendance felt 26 
Highland ave., the site of a recent fire, did not 
need to be kept. Parkhurst, who didn’t mind 
destroying the property, favored keeping the 
land. 

Finance member Sally Kincaid suggested 
razing the building but keeping the land. 
Maintaining the property and paying taxes 
causes the heavy cost to the town, she said. 

Selectman Chairman Vito Giarrizzo ob¬ 
jected. He favored repairing the property and 
renting it or putting it up for sale. “It’s sinful 
to tear down a house that can provide 
housing. If the town doesn’t need properties, 
they should be put back on the market.” 

Finally, regarding 26 Highland, the con¬ 
sensus was to sell the house and land. Finance 
agreed they would spend no more than $250 to 
repair the place before selling. 

Parkhurst said he felt the School Com¬ 
mittee would consider letting go of properties 


at 5 Alben and 6 Reservoir. 

Giarrizzo favored keeping the properties 
and renting them or returning them to the 
market. Two vacant lots in a residential area 
will only cause more problems, he said, citing 
increased litter and unauthorized parking as 
potential hazards. This would add to police 
work and be unfair to neighbors, he offered. 

Mrs. Hankins said Tony Pelletier and A1 
Landry, as members of a Finance sub¬ 
committee, studied the town owned 
properties. They visited and investigated all 
locations. 

Pelletier and Landry were of the opinion if 
the properties are to be sold they should go in 
an “as is” condition. 

They reported the properties as being “in 
terrible condition” and “if retained should be 
restored.” 

Edward Donnelly, executive secretary to 
selectmen, noted every time there is a tenant 
change at a town house the cost is about 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Donnelly maintained that with all the 
problems with the properties, the town has 
not lost financially. He said $251,000 has been 
spent for maintenance while $113,000 has been 
returned “$87,000 is a significant amount of 
money,” he said. 

Landry responded: ‘The town didn’t gain 
anything. We have been spinning wheels.” 

In conclusion, Parkhurst said the School 
Committee will discuss the matter of the 
properties at their first February meeting. 

Mrs. Hankins explained that after the 
School Committee releases certain proper¬ 
ties, selectmen and Finance members can 
prepare to go before town meeting for final 
disposition of the buildings. 

Mrs. Hankins said money can be tran¬ 
sferred from the reserve fund to take care of 
any necessary repairs to properties to be sold. 

The town officials were in agreement that 
the town yard should be at the top of the 
priority list for improvement. The town- 
owned house adjacent to the town yard will be 
kept for the present.

Go Elsewhere 

A trash “transfer station” is the latest 
proposal to replace Winchester’s polluting 
incinerator off Swanton street. 

The Solid Waste Disposal Study Com¬ 
mittee will ask this session of the special town 
meeting to approve an appropriate as yet 
undetermined to prepare engineering plans 
for a transfer station. 

Disposal Study Committee Chairman 
Vartkes K. Karaian said meetings are con¬ 
tinuing this week in an effort to determine the 
figure to be requested of town meeting. 

He expected the request to be in the neigh¬ 
borhood of $20,000 but said that’s just a guess 
right now. 

• As far as the cost of a transfer station goes, 
Karaian said that will be determined by the 
engineering plans. But he guessed that such a 
facility would cost about $200,000. 

A transfer station would take Winchester 
rubbish out cf town for private contract 
disposal. He expects the request for funds for 
the facility to be made at the annual town 
meeting in late March. 

Because the town incinerator is violating 
state and federal air pollution laws. “We can’t 
wait another year,” Karaian said. 

He expects that if the town meeting 
authorizes money for the design of a transfer 
station this will indicate to government of¬ 
ficials that Winchester is acting in_good faith 
in doing something about its polluting in¬ 
cinerator. 

“Once we get a plan rolling we can ask for 
a change in the compliance schedule,” the 
chairman said. A compliance schedule is the 
schedule set by the government to bring 
Winchester’s incinerator into compliance 
with air pollution control standards. 

The present incinerator would be torn 
down. Karaian said if a transfer station would 
permit the use of the present conveyor belt 
that might save some money. 

He added that the federal government is 
“going along with other communities that are 
taking action.”

:■ Secondly, “Winchester has several 
distinct activity areas of concentration,” 
explained Watros: downtown, the elderly 
housing project, Parkview, the hospital, 
where it would help alleviate the parking 
problem, and the train station. 

These concentrated areas would enable 
the system to run more productively. 

“If everyone is going to every place else, 
buses spend more road mileage and gas but 
don’t have many people. In Winchester, 
people would more likely go to these places.” 

Watros says the dial-a-bus as a private 
venture rather than a town-run service, would 
be best since Winchester would not need a 
subsidy nor have to set up a public tran¬ 
sportation authority. “We’d also avoid 
political hassles.” 

Fares would depend on demand. A 
dispatcher would “charge whatever he has to 
to break even, probably not less than 50 cents, 
less than a taxi, not more than a bus for a 
similar distance.” 

Whether the project is private or public, 
“there is a major issue to be faced,” as 
Watros put it. 

Privately owned, no subsidy is needed. 
Publicly owned, fares would be less. 

Dial-a-buses have been largely successful, 
whether state funded, locally funded or 
nationally funded. 

While cab owners have expressed worry, 
Watros dispells their fears. 

“Dial-a-bus would make other systems 
more viable. It would not replace them.” 

“There will always be a market for cabs. 
Dial-a-buses would take some cab business. 
But if it were opened by a cab company that 
would be fine.” 

To decide if dial-a-bus is feasible for 
Winchester more information is needed on 
travel patterns of town. “How many people 
want to gT) to what place and when,” 
elaborated Watros. 

He suggested looking at alternative ways 
of providing service. 

Needs of the handicapped and elderly 
should be considered. Could one bus be used 
solely for a shuttle between the hospital and 
the center? Should it be privately or publicly 
run? Should it have its own direct telephone 
lines at propitious places such as the hospital 
or train station? 

If public, fares must be discussed, from 
whom will subsidizing come? Who will 
benefit? 

If private, the question of operation hours 
enters the picture. 

“If one wants to make money, he won’t be 
as likely to run dial-a-bus into the nights, said 
Watros. 

There would be fewer calls, a problem of 
routing efficiently, the problem of paying 
employees for little or no work during the 
quiet hours. 

“Off-hours service would be better if dial- 
a-bus is publicly owned,” stated Watros. 

He believes the project is feasible but 
doesn’t minimize the long road ahead. 

“There will be a lot of difficulties in 
planning. So many things will crop up - the 
concept of taxi operation, the political 
process. 

“But Winchester has a better chance than 
most depending to a large extent on how 
much the community as a whole wants it.” 

Watros reasons that a dial-a-bus system 
can only make Winchester “an even more 
attractive place to live," especially for those 
who want to live in a suburb and work in 
Boston. 

Families who have an extra car used only 
by the mother to chauffeur could get rid of the 
car, save money and give her a chance to 
spend her day more productively and en- 
joyably. 

“Senior citizens now confined could get out 
more, see friends or go shopping. The quality 


of life for them would be one hell of a lot 
better," declared Watros. 

A resident of Winchester for less than two 
years, Watros said he was “impressed by its 
community spirit. I’ve never seen a town with 
that degree of community involvement.” 

As a Transportation System Center em¬ 
ployee, Watros is responsible for planning 
transportation research projects. 

After reading about the mini-bus concept 
in a recent issue of The Star, he wondered 
what he could do to help. 

“I thought I could help because I know a 
bit about it and I can get in contact with 
people who have been operating the project.” 

Watros can get hold of video tapes on dial- 
a-bus and confer with experts. 

He predicts that the dial-a-bus concept “is 
going to sweep the country as an alternative 
to automobiles for the medium density 
suburb.” 

In the next decade you’ll find restrictions 
on the use of the automobile primarily 
through higher prices of gasoline combined 
with the fact that we can’t use it as much as 
we want. People will find a need for 
something else.” 

According to Watros now is the time to get 
the ball rolling on a dial-a-bus project. 

“In five years many communities will be 
scrambling to get something like dial-a-bus 
running. 

Now there is no problem obtaining dial-a- 
bus vehicles. Some are made by people who 
make recreational vehicles. But if the 
demand rises it will be hard to get hold of 
them until the industry can respond.” 

He said the Transportation Dept, has been 
contacted by Lexington, Woburn, Weston, 
Waltham and Concord on the subject. 

They are no further along than Winchester 
is, but are definitely interested. 

“I’d like to see Winchester ahead of the 
pack,” Watros offered. 

Gary Watros admitted he daydreams. 
Sometime in the future he sees Winchester 
and Lexington dial-a-buses connecting.

Richard A. Richmond, chairman of a 
Finance subcommittee on Metco, said the 
state reimburses communities four times a 
year. “As citizens of Massachusetts how do 
we justify spending money on busing instead 
of on education?” he asked, answering that it 
would “take many people a long time” to 
come up with an acceptable explanation. 

Richmond, who supports the proposal, 
said, “Boston’s problem is Winchester’s 
problem. Why? It has to do with the kind of 
world we live in in the 1980s.” 

Richmond called Metco a “social issue, 
not a fiscal issue," a phrase echoed by other 
Finance Metco supporters. 

Alfred S. LaPointe asked about Metco 
busing only blacks: “What happens to the 
Chinese in Chinatown?” He also asked about 
what’s being done for the other deprived 
Boston children.” “Let's treat everyone 
alike." 

James B. L. Lane, the former chairman of 
Finance, called segregated schooling 
“basically a problem of the City of Boston and 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.” 

He added that by taking a handful of 
children out of the city Boston is “delaying 
the action that should take place in the core 
city." 

Finance at its meeting Monday also took 
positions on the other articles slated for ac¬ 
tion at this special town meeting. 

The Recreation Committee article and the 
increase in Blue Cross premiums article were 
recommended approved. 

Recommended unfavorably was the Board 
of Selectmen article for a new truck for the 
Engineering Department. The members felt 
the vehicle should be repaired. They will 
recommend $700 for that. 


The annual town meeting will be held 
March 24. 

This date was set Monday night by 
selectmen. They expect to finally close the 
warrant, which now contains more than 30 
articles, on Jan. 27. 

Among the articles are acceptance of 
several streets, town budgets, transfer of the 
Skillings Pond skating rink site to the Council 
on Aging for a center for elderly persons, 
improved street lighting and a report from a 
newly formed energy conservation com¬ 
mittee. 

The latter group met with selectmen 
Monday to discuss objectives. 

Selectman Arthur E. Dunbar said goals 
are to study uses of energy by the town, 
develop procedures to reduce energy use and 
establish guidelines for compliance with the 
Federal Energy Agencv.

Department were involved in the rescue and 
trip to the hospital. 

On Sunday at 9:32 a.m. police officers 
Kevin Mawn and Joseph Perritano arrested a 
Somerville resident at Main and Skillings for 
using a car without authority, refusing to stop 
for police and other motor vehicle violations. 

The 18-year-old youth hit a new patrol car 
at Lake and Main and refused to stop for 
police who then gave chase. 

Police arrested two Arlington juveniles on 
Hutchinson road at 11:05 p.m. last Friday for 
idle and disorderly conduct. 

A Boston youth was also arrested on 
Friday on an outstanding warrant for at¬ 
tempted larceny and taken to the Wilmington 
juvenile detention center.

forms of energy.” He noted there are direct 
and indirect energy uses. 

Selectman John Sullivan answered “only 
direct forms of energy.” He said the com¬ 
mittee should take a look at operations, in¬ 
sulations. vehicles... “all expenditures which 
might reduce energy use in areas of heat, 
electricity and fuel.” 

The committee, composed of Fournier, 
John J. Carroll. Michael Connolly. Harold W. 
Murphy and Thomas Phalen, now have until 
March 24 to study the town energy uses and 
make recommendations to the town meeting. 

Selectmen reminded the committee, 
before they met in another Town Hall room 
for their first meeting, the Finance Com¬ 
mittee initiated action for the establishment 
of their group. It was suggested they meet 
with Finance for their ideas on objectives. 

ZONING 

Norman Sherman, assistant zoning ad¬ 
ministrator. met with selectmen to give a 
progress report in the implementation of the 
town’s new zoning by-law. 

Sherman said he is receiving complaints of 
illegal non-conforming uses which he is in¬ 
vestigating. Most of these, he said, are cases 
of from 3-6 apartments in a house which is 
zoned for two. 

After investigating such a complaint, 
Sherman said, he notifies the complainant on 
whether or not there is a violation in addition 
to notifying the person against whom the 
complaint is given. 

If there is a violation, Sherman issues a 
“cease and desLt” form. The violator, he 
said, may take his case to the Board of 
Appeals. Some of these situations are going 
into litigation, Sherman said. 

Selectmen indicated confidence in Sher¬ 
man and his “graspof things.” They affirmed 
their commitment to the zoning by-law and its 
enforcement. Selectman Lawrence T. Smith 
said “neighbors (of violators) have suffered 
long enough.” 

Sherman noted litigation on zoning 
violations “is a slow tedious process," but 
expressed his pleasure that the selectmen 
“are not for appeasing violators but rather in 
favor of abating zoning violations.” 

Sherman said “it is regrettable” that the 
by-law enforcement is causing “a hardship to 
innocent people.” He was referring to persons 
who purchased properties without knowing 
apartments within such properties are in 
violation. 

He note d the complexities of his in¬ 
vestigations. In some places there are “true 
fire hazards” and in other places “health 
problems” because of "lack of proper 
facilities. In these situations he must contact 
the Fire Department or the Board of Health to 
become involved. 

He also pointed to “taxation revenues” 
compliance with the by-law “will bring to the 
town.”

Opponents of Metco are about to begin a 
signature drive to place the issue on the ballot 
for the March 3 annual town election. 

The decision follows Monday’s 114-73 
favorable town meeting vote on Metco. 
Neither the town meeting vote or a 
referendum question will be binding on the 
School Committee. 

The committee has already voted 5-1 in 
favor of the concept of inviting the 
Metropolitan Council for Educational 
Opportunity to Winchester. Involved would be 
the education of 45 black Boston children in 
the first and second grades of four Winchester 
schools. 

The School Committee will have the final 
say whether Metco should or should not come 
to the town. Chairman Stephen R. Parkhurst 
said following the town meeting vote: 
“Needless to say 1 was pleased. I had thought 
it would be five to lOvoteseither way, not 41.” 

Parkhurst called the 41-vote town meeting 
support of Metco a “clear expression.” Asked 
how the committee might vote if a referen¬ 
dum is unfavorable, Parkhurst said: 

“We would want to see what the vote is.” 

He said that if only 15 percent of the people 
vote on Metco “that’s one thing; if 50 percent, 
that’s another." 

The chairman added that the committee 
must be responsive “to the wishes of our 
constituents. No elected body would last long 
if it weren’t.” 

The committee, Parkhurst said, will take a 
filial Metco vote prior to the referendum. The 
board had originally intended to take a vote 
on Feb. 3, Monday, but because town meeting 
is continuing that night the committee will not 
meet. 

Parkhurst said he didn’t know when the 
committee would vote. 

Town Meeting Member Arthur J. Hewis 
Jr., who initiated the referendum move, said 
Tuesday that the petition-gathering drive will 
begin this week. 

Hewis said Metco opponents need 365- 
signatures, which he thinks they can easily 
obtain. He said 40 to 50 people have indicated 
they will help. “We will have 50 people on the 
street this weekend,” predicted Hewis, a 
longtime TMM from Prec. 1. 

“The day after town meeting ends we will 
submit the signatures.” 

Asked if he didn’t think the town has 


changed since the last unfavorable Metco 
referendum seven years ago. Hewis replied: 
“Yes. So much so that every one of these 
people weren’t here then.” 

He said the Metco opponents helping in the 
signature drive are newcomers “who don’t 
even know where the streets are.” 

Hewis said they fled Boston for various 
reasons, one of them urban renewal, “and are 
now being threatened by the megalopolis.” 
The reference was to Selectman William B. 
Chapman Jr.’s remark at town meeting that 
the advance of the megalopolis in the Middle 
Ages led to the decay of civilization.

There are 37 candidates for townwide 
office and contests for all town meeting seats, 
according to Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson’s 
office. 

Monday was the last date for candidates to 
file nomination papers. All but three persons 
who took papers filed them. 

There are three candidates for Board of 
Selectmen: Michael R. Scotti of 36 Foxcroft 
rd., Barbara S. Hankins of 37 Cabot st. and 
Clara M. Hewis of 91 Swanton st. 

Eugene B. Rotondi, as expected, failed to 
file papers for selectmen. In a statement, 
Rotondi said: “Due to the possibility I may be 
appointed to state service, and realizing I 
would not give my town the time and 
dedication necessary to be a full-time 
selectman, I regretfully will not file my 
papers for the office of selectman.” 

Rotondi’s statement continued that he will 
run next year as selectman and he will 
complete his town meeting term. 

There is one selectman’s seat to be filled 
this year. Vito A. Giarrizzo is not running for 
a second three-year term. He is a former 
chairman of the Finance Committee. 

There are seven candidates for two School 
Committee seats. They are Robert S. Frank 
Jr. of 12 Glen rd., Constance D. Papas of 18 
Amberwood dr.. John W. Noble Jr. of 32 
Woodside rd., Henry C. Skehan Jr. of 22 Allen 
rd., Charles D. Friou of 34 Ledyard rd., Carol 
B. Chan of 95 Pond st. and Helen S. Philliou of 
1 Sachem rd. 

Earle C. Sherburn of 9 Highland View ave. 
took papers but did Jiot file them. 

An additional candidate has taken papers 
for Board of Assessors. He is Charles S. 
Margosian of 20 Johnson rd., who ran un¬ 
successfully last year along with Werner A. 
Carlson of 14 Bigelow ave., also a candidate 
this year. 

The seat on the assessors to be filled is 
occupied by John R. Wiseman Jr. of 12

said, and to the children in the city left behind 
by Metco. “We must care about the economic 
crisis that will affect all of us in the years to 
come." 

Mrs. Williams continued that Winchester 
“has a unique opportunity: to exercise 
leadership —not only economic but moral” in 
facing state problems “that will not hinder 
economic stability.” 

Carol Chan of 95 Pond st., a teacher at 
Dorchester High School, recounted dif¬ 
ficulties Boston teachers have. “Twenty 
percent of the students prevent the other 80 
percent from learning.” 

As a result, Mrs. Chan said, the 10 to 15* 
percent of the students who are bright are 
unhappy. It’s not tokensim to help these 
students, she said. “It’s help for a Tew in¬ 
dividuals who want it. 

“Winchester has the space and the 
facilities. I hope we want to share them.” 

Mrs. Chan agreed that a drawback of 
Metco is that poor whites cannot take ad¬ 
vantage of the program. “But that’s not the 
problem at the moment.” 

Rev. Jack D. Zoerheide of 33 Glen Green 
was in Needham when Metco was an issue 
there. He said the residents of that com¬ 
munity expressed all the same fears as 
Winchester people are expressing. 

Metco has been in Needham for seven 
years “and none of their worst fears have 
come to pass.” 

Others argued in favor of Metco as giving 
Winchester children a “learning experience” 
by being with blacks, that the addition of 45 
children to the school system will have no 
effect, that in a small way Metco students in 
Winchester will ease the resentment of blacks 
who have been excluded from white society 
and that Metco “is the right thing to do." 

TMM Lenore Frazier said, “Nothing is 
perfect. Make it (Metco) conditional if you 
want to. But let’s not be afraid of trying 
something.” 

Selectman William Chapman Jr., one of 
two selectmen voting against, argued: “So 
long as we take that position of shepherding a 
few through, that social decay will persist. 

“Winchester has got to say: ‘Dammit all, 
you’ve just got to start solving your own 
problem.’ Now they are beginning to address 
that problem— that appears to be 
metropolitanism.” 

Selectman Lawrence T. Smith, one of 
three selectmen voting in favor, said Win¬ 
chester has “been a town of snobbery, and it 
probably has been racist. 

“But we have come a long way.” Smith 
didn’t see Metco opposition as racist. He 
supports the program “to serve 40 to 50 
youngsters.” 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr., also a 
town meeting member, said he checked and 
found that Metco keeps up with its payments. 
Metco costs are fully reimburseable by the 
state. 

School Committee member Catherine 
Fallon explained the committee’s position 
last Thursday. She said 35 communities are in 
Metco and there are 3,000 pupils on Metco’s 
waiting list. 

Ambrose, Parkhurst, Lincoln and 
Washington schools would be involved. “All 
have the capacity of receiving Metco students 
without danger of crowding,” she said. 

Winchester’s Metco cost to the state would 
be just over $106,000, Mrs. Fallon said. Hiring 
additional staff to implement the Metco 
program here would remain in Winchester’s 
control, Mrs. Fallon said. Qualified minority 
teachers will be sought and considered, she 
continued.. 

She added that 79 percent of Metco 
graduates go on to higher education. 

Mrs. Fallon continued that black parents 
requested their children to come to Win¬ 
chester rather than other towns because of 
“favorable experience in Winchester’s Six 
Weeks Adventure and other programs in 
town.” 

The School Committee favors the Metco 
concept, 5-1. 

Committee member Robert T. Pritchard 
attempted to alloy some of the stories which 
have been put out about Metco. People might 
feel Metco is a first step toward 
metropolitanism, leading to a Greater Boston 
school system “so we will lose control.” 

Such is not the case, Pritchard said, nor 
does Metco involve the busing of Winchester 
children to Boston. Pritchard conducted an 
extensive investigation on whether the 
educational level of Metco children is lower 
than local children. 

There was “no evidence” of this, he said, 
though there is a higher rate of drop-outs. 

Arthur J. Hewis Jr. of Prec. 1 said Metco is 
“not a viable organization.” He said it wasn’t 
so back in the 60s when Winchester con¬ 
sidered Metco originally and it isn’t now. 

Hewis emphasized Metco’s aim is to help 
“a” minority group. “Do it the American way 
and provide equal education to all.” 

Mrs. Jacqueline Drake said she has lived 
in Winchester 45 years and it’s time the town 
stopped being “a fish bowl.” 

When her children were young, she said, 
she took them outside the community to teach 
them about people in other parts. She said she 
doesn’t want to see Winchester go along “with 
its head in the sand.” She wants to see the 
town “grow.” 

John Papas of 18 Amberwood dr. called 
Metco “tokenism in the worst way.” He said 
of the Boston children who don’t participate: 
“You leave the rest in there while you give a 
few a break.”

Town meeting climaxed more than seven 
hours of debate on Metco by voting Monday 
night 114 to 73 to support the School Com¬ 
mittee in its endorsement of a plan to educate 
45 children from Boston. 

The debate stretched out over two com¬ 
plete nights of a special town meeting called 
to give the School Committee an advisory 
vote on Metco and act on six other articles. 

The town meeting .has adjourned until 
Monday, when it is expected to act on the 
remaining six articles. The town meeting 
normally meets Mondays and Thursdays. 

The meeting is skipping a session tonight 
so that an expected referendum on Metco will 
coincide with the annual town election, March 
3. 

If town meeting concluded earlier than 
next Monday then the referendum would have 
to be held prior to March 3, costing the town 
more money. Thus the selectmen skipped a 
session tonight in order that the meeting can 
conclude Monday. 

During the two nights of debate Metco 
proponents argued that the voluntary 
program which educates Boston minority 
children in the suburbs is an opportunity they 
wouldn’t normally have. 

Proponents pointed out that the state 
assumes all costs associated with Metco, that 
the Winchester school system has plenty of 
room to accommodate 45 Boston children and 
that if the program proves unsatisfactory the 
town can pull out in a year. 

Opponents argued that educating 45 
Boston children is tokenism that could delay a 
permanent solution to Boston's educational 
problems by withdrawing the best students 
and the most vocal parents, that the state in 
the future could refuse to fund Metco, which 
would cost the town money, and Metco ac¬ 
ceptance will indicate to officials a 
willingness to accept “metropolitanization” 
(regionalism). 

Opponents also said Winchester has no 
responsibility to help Boston, that it’s time the 
city accepted its own responsibilities and that 
Winchester people already contribute enough 
to the city by shopping and working there. 

All segments of the Winchester com¬ 
munity were represented during the 
marathon debates, the longest in years. 
Parents, teachers, students, firefighters, the 
clergy, elderly and many more spoke. 

About 50 persons in all addressed the town 
meeting, a majority of them favoring Metco. 

One of the last speakers, T.J. Anderson of 
34 Grove st., noted that during the debate "the 
issue of racism has been totally avoided.” 
Yet, said Anderson, who described himself as 
a black parent, “we exist in a racist 
society." 

He noted the use of the terms Negro and 
colored by some town meeting members. 
“The term used in black Afro-American 
districts in the last 10 years has been ‘black.’”

Further proof of ra cism in Winchester, he 
said, is the failure to “support black causes in 
the past.” 

Another black, Joseph Neville of 408 
Washington st., suggested to the town 
meeting that if their skins were black they 
would not have had the same opportunities. 

Town Meeting Member (TMM) Phyllis 
Williams said Winchester owes nothing to the 
City of Boston. Business and industry in 
Boston would cease to exist without the

Robert W. Mitchell, Fea regional ad¬ 
ministrator for New England warns 

consumers that “conservation is the key if we 
are to meet our energy needs.” 

Mitchell stresses New England is 
dependent on petroleum for 85 percent of its 
energy needs and he cautions that “if we are 
to make any immediate progress in balancing 
our energy demand with our energy supply, 
we must do it in one area — conservation.” 


He also points out that to promote con¬ 
servation of middle distillate fuels, a 
provision has been adopted in the federal 
energy regulations (Section 211.124) to 
require suppliers of those fuels for space 
heating to initiate a program of energy 
conservation education. 


Winchester’s selectmen received a memo 
from Police Chief Edward F. Bowler recently 
notifying them that patrolman David E. 
Cronin has resigned to accept a position as 
patrolman with another police department. 

In an additional memo, Bowler brought to 
the selectmen’s attention that Cronin is the 
third patrolman to resign in recent years “for 
economic reasons.” 

Cronin is expected to be paid over $l,ooo 
more in his new post than in Winchester. He 
has also been promised an eight percent pay 
raise. 

Bowler said two other Winchester police 
officers are “attempting to secure ap¬ 
pointments to other police departments” 
offering higher salaries. 

“It is unfortunate that due to a com¬ 
bination of unusual circumstances, Win¬ 
chester police officers’ salaries have been 
permitted to fall far below the so-called 
middle position on the comparative salary 
scale established by the personnel board 
years ago,” wrote Bowler. 

“A few years ago, they occupied a high 
middle position, as described at the time,” he 
said. 

He urged selectmen to consider placing 
the Police Department back in a competitive 
position as to salaries as soon as possible. 
Bowler sent copies of his memo to the Per¬ 
sonnel Board and Finance Committee. 

Three members of the Winchester Police 
Department have been permanently ap¬ 
pointed: They are Daniel K. McGee of 24 
Westley st., Kenneth C. Albertelli of 85 High 
st., and William D. Saraco of 34 Farrow st. 

Mrs. Theresa A. Sullivan has been ap¬ 
pointed a permanent school traffic officer 
filling the vacancy created by the resignation 
of Howard Chase. She has been employed as a 
temporary officer since August. 

Members of the Winchester Police 
Department have selected and approved six 
fellow members to serve as the official 
negotiating team: They are James J. Cogan, 
Francis Manzie, Donald E. Pigott, Charles T. 
Culhane, William O’Neil and Joseph N. 
Perritano. 

Perritano contacted selectmen on Jan. 7 
asking to meet with selectmen and the Per¬ 
sonnel Board as a soon as convenient. 


On the resignation of Mary Lou Shattuck 
as permanent school traffic officer and the 
recommendation of police chief Edward F. 
Bowler, Rosemarie P. Gangi of 50 Salem st. 
was approved by selectmen Monday to be 
temporary school traffic officer.

The Interfaith Lay Council, a group 
consisting of the lay leadership of Win¬ 
chester’s churches, has been deovting its 
efforts since September to understanding the 
problems of the handicapped and to finding 
ways in which this group and the churches it 
represents can help the handicapped, 
t We have learned as a result of our efforts 
to elate of the need for and importance of curb 
cuts to the handicapped, particularly those 
confined to wheelchairs. We understand that 
Massachusetts law requires installation of a 
curb cut whenever a new sidewalk is in¬ 
stalled. 

We strongly support this endeavor to make 
it possible for the handicapped to achieve 
greater mobility. 

We respectfully urge the selectmen to go 
even further, however, and to consider ways 
in wheih curb cuts might be installed at 
strategic locations in the town without 
waiting for installation of a new sidewalk or 
major replacement of an existing one. 

We are aware that inflation and the 
current recession place budgetary restric¬ 
tions on the town. We believe, though, that 
planning for such curb cuts is highly 
desirable and should begin now with 
allowance for .the cost incorporated into 
future budgets.

Veterinary College 
Needed in NE NOW 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

New England needs a regional college of 
veterinary medicine NOW! 

Not enough people realize the importance 
of having a vet school in New England. The 
importance is having more veterinarians 
available to practice in New England. 

As it is now, there are very few 
veterinarians in New Englartd and to take 
care of not only pets, but livestock and 
peoples’ health as well. 

New England lacks about 1,100 
veterinarians. The small number of vets we 
now have, have to take care of 20 million head 
of livestock and poultry which are important 
in this time of food shortage and inflation. 

They also take care of millions of pets. The 
more veterinarians to look over livestock, the 
more animals that are healthy to use as food. 

Veterinarians are also important in 
research on such human diseases as cancer, 
heart disease, tuberculosis and especially 
those which are transmissible from animal to 
man. They are needed to clear uyp myths 
about what animals can and can not transmit 
to prople. 

^If we had a college here in New England, 
hundreds of students would be able to get the 
education they want and deserve. As it was in 
M974, only 23 students out of 1,600 that were 
accepted into the 19 vet schools in the U.S. 
were New Englanders. 

The rejection rate of New England can¬ 
didates was 95 percent in 1974. The cost of the 
regional college will be shared by six states 
on a population basis, thus distributing the 
cost. 

Without this school New England will 
never get the amount of vets it needs. People 
just tend to practice where they are taught. 

Right now the governers of the New 
England states are talking about having a 
contract with vet schools to ensure students a 
place in a school. The state would pay 
thousands of dollars for each student. 

The contract might be for 30 students but 
this doesnot mean the school(s) will accept 
that many. This will not do. We need more 
than 30 vets to fill our 1,100 gap. 

If you are concerned about this problem 
and would like to help, please write to Gov. 
Dukakis, representatives, senators, and 
whomever else you can think of. Tell your 
friends - spread the word. Remember: 

The continued absence of a veterinary 
college in New England would be injurious to 
the health of your loved ones - pets or people.

Moderator Raymond Kenney at the 
opening session of the Jan. 23 special town, 
meeting commended the 500 or so Winchester 
residents for attending the discussion on the 
town’s participation in the Metco program. 

Suggesting they had an obligation to be 
involved in Winchester’s education decisions, 
he challenged the citizens to bo. t equally 
concerned about all town matters and to 
continue their interest and support by at¬ 
tending subsequent town meeting sessions. 

Kenney gets my praise for noting this 
responsibility on the part of Winchester 
residents; also for the manner in which he 
conducted the meeting. 

He managed to keep emotional outbursts 
to a minimum by alternating speakers on a 
pro and con basis. 

It was too bad, however, that School 
Committee member Richard Pharo was not 
given the courtesy granted other speakers 
who needed additional time to make a 
presentation. 

This was not Kenney’s fault directly 
because after the bell sounded, Pharo stopped 
talking, asked for additional time, and was 
turned down by a voice vote. (Usually only a 
small number of people even make a sound on 
such requests.) 

But when the bell sounded on Earle 
Sherburne, he kept talking for about a minute 
before asking for additional time, which town 
meeting provided. Then, when Sherburne ran 
over again, he kept talking and finished. 

This shows that when a speaker follows thq 
rules and stops on the bell, he may be 
penalized, while the person who doesn’t will 
not be interrupted right away by the 
moderator and he or she may finish remarks. 

Instead of a bell, maybe town clerk Kl$ie 
Nelson needs to push a button which will 
provide a slight electric shock. 


Tokenism is a word many Metco op¬ 
ponents keep bringing up. 

These folks speak of concern for blacks 
who will not be participating in Metco and 
other minorities (Spanish surnamed and 
Asian backgrounds) who are not included in 
Metco education. 

1 wonder if these same opponents would 
change their minds if the School Committee 
decided to have Winchester participate in the 
voluntary Metropolitan Planning Project 
which has 400 high school students from 13 
suburban towns taking courses with inner city 
students who represent various socio¬ 
economic, racial and ethnic backgrounds. 

(The Metropolitan Planning Project, 
funded by the federal government, is com¬ 
pletely different from Metco, and is not 
metropolitanism, which some feel will lead to 
reverse busing.) 

Reading, which recently increased its 
participation in Metco, had about 30 students 
involved in the Metropolitan Planning Project 
last year w’ith great success. 


In his remarks, as he spoke for the 
majority of selectmen who favored Metco, 
Vito Giarrizzo pointed to mothers of par¬ 
ticipating Metco children who would be 
arising earlier each morning to send their 
offspring into areas miles away and trusting 
in (heir safety. These parents are willing to 
sacrifice the neighborhood school concept 
because they want the best education possible 
for their children, he indicated. 

I got to thinking about his remarks and 
wondered if I, as a parent, could be as 
determined and muster up as much courage if 
the situation was reversed. 

I do know I would be reluctant to let my 
children enter a hostile community. 


Perhaps we, in majority-white-suburbia, 
who were not blocked from obtaining housing 
where we are, need to imagine ourselves in 
the place of these parents. I agree with for¬ 
mer Rep. Harrison Chadwick that if we were 
ip their position we would welcome help. 


“Bald is beautiful.” This is a slogan of an 
organization of bald men whom Mayor Kevin 
White has invited to come to Boston next year 
for their first national convention. 

According to John P. Kapp, founder and 
president of the organization, othei ideas the 
members are fostering are: “Toupees are a 
cover-up” and “the naked truth will set you 
free.” 


I recently read about an early American 
courting custom. 

Called “bundling,” the custom had couples 
occupying the same bed, both fully clothed, 
and separated by a board down the middle. 

Though this quaint custom was as innocent 
as holding hands, it fell victim to reformers 
and became obsolete about 1840. 


It is interesting to note how a Winchester 
clergyman recently attempted to enlist the 
assistance of his parishioners in carrying out 
the mission of the church. 

Besides \isiting, taking soup, running 
errands and caring for children, he wrote in 
the church bulletin, there are tw-o other things 
members can do pray and make sure the 
minister is inlormed. 

He continued: “Don’t assume that God 
whispers everything into his (the minister’s) 
ear. Often God’s whisper has to come through 
you ... or it will not come at all.” 


Have you heard about a birth control pill 
for men? 

London scientists claim they have found 
one. 

According to a report in a London medical 
journal, tests with five healthy volunteers 
show the pill prevented the subject’s wives 
from getting pregnant without affecting their 
sex lives. 

The discovery was made when two 
Australian scientists noticed two men being 
treated with hormones for a bone condition, 
had become infertile. 

Since the men did not complain of side 
effects from the pills, the doctors decided to 
conduct tests. The volunteers were given pills 
twice a day. 

After three months, four of the men 
became sterile and the fifth became sterile 
six weeks later. 

They had normal sex lives, though one or 
two complained of mild changes in desire 
during the first few weeks. 

When the treatment stopped, the men 
remained sterile for up to 15 weeks; then 
fertility slowly returned. All were back to 
normal after 40 weeks. 

If this method is introduced, men would 
only need to take the pill for a few months 
each year.

Most everyone found the Metco vote 
Monday (li4-yes to 73-no) surprising. A very 
close vote had been predicted.

But the issue passed by more votes than it 
has twice in the past. In 1967 Metco passed on 
a 99 to 98 vote. A year later it passed by a 
wider margin. 97 to 47. 

Many feel this year’s 41-vote plurality 
indicates the town is finally ready to adopt 
this bail-out program which is really quite 
innocent in its approach. 

To listen to some people, Selectman 
William Chapman, for one, you’d think Metco 
signals the decline of Western civilization as 
we know it. 

Some people in Boston have asked for a 
little bit of help. The least we can do for the 
city that has nurtured us all is educate 45 of its 
children who would otherwise be deprived of 
quality education.

Phase Two

Phaae Two of Town Confer Study end 
Kecommendattoni: 

Thti area coven from the paper store at 
the corner of Thompson and Main streets 
around to the post office and north on 
Thompson street to a point at the beginning of 
the paper store. 

The Locatelli complex covers most of this 
area. The building appears attractive - some 
modern design changes such as alterations 
and dressing up. 

This building will not be part of urban 
renewal and thus will remain In possession of 
the owners. 

The post office, which is now almost 
abandoned, will be torn down razed. In its 
place will be constructed a parking area with 
shrubs and trees planted at proper places. Of 
course this building being an agency'of the 
federal government, study and plans should 
be made so the town can obtain this land for a 
nominal sum of money. 

This entire area to be altered and 
remodeled so as the entire area to the 
proposed parking area at the post office will 
be a two-story structure comparable to the 
Locatelli design facing Main street. 

I propose that Thompson street be closed 
to through traffic. This street is 30 feet wide 
with sidewalks on both sides totaling 12 feet. 
The entire width of this street with sidewalks 
is 42 feet. 

A new concrete walk or brick walk should 
be built along Thmpson street with a two-foot 
V(ide planter along the center with cross 
entrances to the opposite side of Thompson 
street, giving accessibility to stores and 
apartment complexes and possibly a few 
offices. 

This walk should be at least 12 feet wide on 
each side of the planter. We will now have a 
width area of 26 feet, which can be increased 
several feet if necessary. Based on the 
present width of 42 feet, deducting 26 or 28 
feet, we have an extra 16 feet or 14 feet of 
usable building space, which will be deeded 
by the town for new buildings on Thompson 
street. 

I should have mentioned that this Phase 
Two takes in all buildings along Thompson 
street that are backed up to the elevated 
railroad. 

All buildings starting from the drug store 
at the corner, known as The Winchester Drug, 

I propose to demolish, along with all buildings 
to Thompson street and along Thompson 
street to Waterfield road then along the 
railroad trestle to the point of beginning - 
Winchester Drug. 

These new buildings, of two-story modern 
construction, will have mostly apartments on 
the second floor with a few office spaces. You 
will note why the extra 14 or 16 feet is to be 
saved along Thompson street: so area in rear 
of building will have 18 to 20 feet of driveway 
entrance for deliveries to stores and parking 
for new residents of apartments. 

There seems to be a problem at present 
with deliveries to the Locatelli side. Of course 
deliveries could be made on the Main street 
side. Use of this 12 foot walkway could be at 
certain hours for deliveries. 

One important step, in my opinion, is to 
remove all parking meters. Not only are they 
an eyesore, but a nuisance. If they are to 
remain all future apartment tenants or 
owners should have free parking privileges. 

The above completes my ideas, my own 
exclusively. They could be set in motion with 
the proper town agencies. I believe the 
economy of the center will be greatly im¬ 
proved. It will mean an increase of business 
for the town merchants. Finally we can once 
again get our citizens to shop in Winchester. 
And I am sure many others will come here to 
shop. 

I intend to submit at least three more 
Phases of my ideas for what I believe is a 
good center plan. 

To those who think I am a dreamer, let me 
say I did come up with' an original idea for 
radio station WNAC in Burlington. The 
project I designed and implemented at the 
Burlington facility was never before • not only 


in the U.S. but throughout the world • been 
thought of or designed. 

I was very proud of this project. 1 We were 
awarded this $30,000 Job and completed same 
to my ideas and specifications. 

In this Town of Winchester we have many 
brilliant men and women. How about their 
Ideas? They certainly would be appreciated. 

It is great to win a popularity contest for 
selectman or selectwoman. But would you 
consider them leaders who come before the 
town meeting and request a $21,000 funding to 
have the town center plan detailed and 
studied. 

Why can’t they, as so-called leaders, 
combine the brains of many and present a 
plan. Why do we have to continually pay and 
pay for a center study plan?

By Winchester Charter Commission 

What is the Home Rule Procedures Act of 
1966? 

This Act provides the means by which 
communities in Massachusetts can design 
and implement self-government to a greater 
degree than ever before. The act states that 
by 1976 each community must publish its 
charter, the document setting forth the 
fundamentals of its own governmental 
structure. 

Is there more than one way to do this? 

Yes. A charter may consist of either a 
compilation of all of the by-laws and 
legislative acts over the years with respect to 
that community, or a freshly drawn 
document prepared by an elected charter 
commission. The new document would in¬ 
corporate changes in government recom¬ 
mended by the charter commission. 

Will the changes called for by the charter be 
immediate? 

No. There will be a gradual phasing-in. 
Article 8 is devoted to transitional provisions 
designed to help make the changes smooth 
and orderly. 

Can the charter be amended to allow for 
reasonable changes as times goes by? 

Almost any section, provision or feature 
can be amended by a simple two-step 
procedure: (1) a 2-3 vote on the proposed 
change at a town meeting followed by (2) a 
simple majority vote on the ballot on election 
day. 

’ What are the exceptions to amendment? 

A change in our town meeting. 

A change in the number, term of office or 
election of the Board of Selectmen. 

The elimination of the position of town 
manager. Changes can be made only through 
the election of a new charter commission and 
a vote on a new charter. 

How did you arrive at this method of amend¬ 
ment? 

These are prescribed by the constitution of 
the Commonwealth. 


Robert S. Frank Jr. of 12 Glen rd. is a 
candidate for election to the School Com¬ 
mittee.

“Our most serious problem as a School 
Committee,” Frank states, “is to improve the 
quality of education in Winchester within the

It requires a 
reordering of priorities and better utilization 
of school facilities and administrative 
talent." 

In May. 1974. Frank was selected to fill a 
vacancy on the School Committee by a 
majority vote of the Board of Selectmen and 
the School Committee. Before his ap¬ 
pointment to the committee, Frank was a 
member of the Permanent Building Com¬ 
mittee f PBC) from 1970 to 1974 and was its 
chairman (1972-1974). 

During Frank’s tenure on PBC the com¬ 
mittee was responsible for the construction of 
the new high school, the renovation of McCall 
Junior High School and Ambrose Elementary 
School, and the construction of the West Side 
Fire Station. 

He is a member of the secondary school 
subcommittee of PBC. 

Frank is a trial lawyer. He is a member of 
the Boston law- firm of Choate, Hall &• 
Stewart. 

Frank states, "It is important that we 
develop, wherever possible, objective 
methods of evaluating the educational 
programs we offer. We must determine 
whether those programs are successfully 
teaching the skills and values they are 
designed to teach. 

“In addition, we should examine our 
procedures for hiring and for granting tenure 
to teachers. No program however well con¬ 
ceived will succeed unless it is implemented 
by a first-rate staff." 


Cemetery Board 
Opposes Their 
Elimination 


The Board of Cemetery Commissioners 
has issued a statement opposing the Charter 
Commission’s proposal to eliminate their 
elected board. 

The commissioners said they are con¬ 
vinced the elimination of their board will 
adversely affect the future of Wildwood 
Cemetery by depriving lot owners of con¬ 
tinued personal attention by commissioners. 

Their statement said in part: “In casually 
eliminating the Cemetery Commission, 
without even a provision for an appointed 
board, we believe the Charter Commission 
has overlooked both the continuing protective 
purposes and supervisory role of the 
Cerrletery Commission. 

“In suggesting the inclusion of Wildwood 
Cemetery in a public works department, the 
Cemetery Commission has far over¬ 
emphasized the labor and equipment 
requirements of the Cemetery Department as 
opposed to protective and supervisory 
requirements.” 

Further, the Cemetery Commission feels 
the change will be detrimental because more 
pressing daily needs within the operation of a 
large public works department will 
monopolize the attention and time of those 
who are in charge. The cemetery will receive 
minor attention, they feel.

“We are in a difficult time,” Frank ob¬ 
serves. “We can no longer afford to improve 
our schools by adding personnel or increasing 
ihe budget. 

“Consequently, if we are to strengthen the 
relatively weaker areas in our school, it 
must be by replacing old programs with new 
programs, rather than merely adding new 
programs. It is important to achieve a better 
balance in our patterns of curricular and 
extra-curricular activities. 

“Also, we have a real opportunity to save 
money and improve the efficiency of the 
system by re-examining the administrative 
structure of the schools. We should develop 
well-defined lines of authority and obtain 
more teaching from certain administrators. 

“Moreover, we need to establish a long 
range plan for school building utilization. The 
goal should be to achieve the maximum long¬ 
term saving permitted by declining 
enrollments with a minimum dislocation of 
students and staff. 

“Finally, and most fundamentally, we 
must assure that our system affords a broad 
educational experience for all students. It 
must be sensitive and responsive to the needs 
of each individual student, including those 
with special needs.” 

Frank is a cum laude graduate of both 
Bowdoin College (1964) and the Harvard Law 
School (1967). He is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa.

Teachers Pass 
Resolution For 
Metro, 202-29 

The membership of the Winchester 
Education Association has endorsed a 
resolution supporting Metco by a vote of 202 
for and 29 against with 5 abstentions. 

Ninety percent of the full-time teaching 
staff of the Wincheter schools are members of 
the WEA. 

The resolution reads: “Resolved: The 
Winchester Education Association supports 
and encourages participation by the Win¬ 
chester public schools in the Metco 
program.” 

The representative council, the governing 
board of the association, also approved the 
resolution, by a vote of 15 for and 0 against 
with 2 members abstaining. 

The WEA has been working for the past 
two months to inform Winchester teachers 
about Metco to help them choose a position. 

Maurice Donovan, a teacher in Lexington 
and resident of Melrose, both Metco com¬ 
munities, spoke at an open meeting of the 
representative council early in December. 

A WEA committee then collected in¬ 
formation and prepared a fact sheet on Metco 
which was distributed to all teachers. 

During January the committee held 
meetings with the teaching staff of each 
elementary school and the secondary schools 
in order to discuss Metco and answer further 
questions about it. 

Finally, the resolution was drafted and the 
vote taken on Jan. 22. 

Should Metco be approved by the School 
Oommittee, the WEA will involve itself in 
planning for the program’s implementation, 
especially in the area of training for teachers 
who wll be involved immediately in Sep¬ 
tember. 


Dial-A-Bus 
Plans Continue 

Persons* interested in discussing with Gary 
Watros, United States Department of 
Transportation employee, a dial-a-bus 
system in Winchester met recently at 
Watros’home, 10 Mason st. 

Watros previously explained to The Star 
that he thinks a demand-responsive tran¬ 
sportation system would make money in the 
town. 

The system, a compromise between a bus 
and a taxi, would come to the caller’s home 
and take him to his destination on an unfixed 
route, picking other callers up and dropping 
them off on the way. 

Watros showed a video tape procured 
through the DOT’S technology sharing 
program to the “ad hoc meeting of concerned 
citizens,” as he phrased it, including Marjorie 
Moore, League of Women Voters’ chairperson 
of transportation; Arthur Pratt and Jay 
Michael Ryan, members of the Council on 
Aging; and Richard Burke. 

The tape was a speech by Daniel Roos, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
professor, presented to a DOT workshop 
attended by transportation planners last 
summer. 

Roos described services rendered by a 
New York suburb dial-a-bus which tran¬ 
sported mentally retarded persons to and 


“It would have looked like the devil,” says 
Chefalo about the esthetics of the fehce. So 
instead of spending $3,000 for a fence the 
department had the men plant bushes around 
the edge of the water. The same result was 
accomplished without the cost of visual 
pollution. 

The bushes were taken from the nearby 
Fells Reservation. 

At the same reservoir a ramp leading to 
the pump house needed replacement. The bid 
on replacement, by a private company, was 
$1,250. 

Since the department had the necessary I- 
beams to hold up the grate the men used those 
and replaced the rotten wooden walkway for 
$450. The men also replaced a boiler in the 
Lake Street headquarters of the Water & 
Sewer Department for a cost of $3,000 vs. 
$5,100 for what it would have cost if done 
privately. Other cost savings have been 
realized from use of new purchase orders and 
use of some of the old parts that have been 
hanging around the yard for years, Chefalo 
points out. 

Replacement of parts rather than pur¬ 
chase of all new ones has helped as well, 
Chefalo says. Asst. Supt. Olivadoti points out 
that instead of throwing away all of a 
replaced fire hydrant, for example, the 
department will salvage what it can of the 
hydrant. 

Olivadoti says: “We got a lot of good men 
here. It could compare with the best con¬ 
struction company in town.” 

He says that after stripping the hydrant of 
re usable parts, the men will oven remove 
bolts that can be salvaged. 

Chefalo feels the operation of the depart¬ 
ment “has improved 300 percent over the past 
three years.” He says about the Water & 
Sewer Department: “We are trying to run it 
as if it’s our own business. That's about the 
size of it.” 

He commented about the Charter Com¬ 
mission’s recent recommendation that the 
independent board be eliminated: “We would 
have gone down to fight with them. 

“If they think they can get someone else to 
do a better job, the Water & Sewer Board 
would be in favor.” 

Chefalo says the board is not trying to 
applaud itself but says he doesn’t think a 
department of public works, as recommended 
by the commission, can give the required 
attention to the Water & Sewer Department. 

He has seen departments of public works 
in other towns and “they don’t work.” 


from work and handled parcel deliveries. 

The four men and one woman will compile 
and analyze results of last year’s survey on 
how citizens would like to improve Win¬ 
chester’s transportation system. 

They will contact Central Transportation 
Planning, Boston, the Joint Regional Tran¬ 
sportation Committee and the MBTA for aid 
in assessing Winchester’s transportation 
needs. 

A discussion was had on Richard Burke’s 
idea for a fixed route; system buses cir¬ 
culating through the town’s west side and 
connecting to the center and the train station. 

Watros said a “variation” on Burke’s 
suggestion would be a semi-fixed route with 
half a dozen fixed points which the bus would 
stop by at prescirbed times. 

The bus would travel between these points, 
which might include the downtown train 


station, Parkview apartments, the Palmer 
street elderly housing and some west side 
areas. 

There was discussion on transportation 
needs of the elderly. Ryan displayed a map of 
Winchester designating the location of people 
over 62 years old to get an idea where elderly 
tend to concentrate. 

Watros said the committee started to 
contact the MBTA and metropolitan planning 
groups interested in “some kind of demand- 
responsive transportaiion” to see what kind ' 
of planning and financial assistance is 
available. 

The gist of the meeting, he said, was that J 
the committee will “try to broaden its base; 
to get someone from the Winchester Business 
Association to join” and to “formalize itself” 
by choosing a name. 

No definite second meeting was planned.

Water & Sewer Board 
Greatly Cuts Spending 


The Water & Sewer Board, a three-man 
elected commission with responsibility over 
the Water & Sewer Department, saved the 
town $70,000 for 1973-74 and turned back 
another $11,000. 

At a time when most other town depart¬ 
ments are requesting increases in funding, 
such a budget decrease is highly unusual. 

Board member Harry E. Chefalo outlined 
for The Star the reasons for the unspent 
money. 

—There is less equipment being operated. 

The payroll has been cut, including a 
decrease in personnel and decrease in 
overtime. 

—Many projects previously done privately 
are now being done by the department. 

—There is more efficiency in the day-to- 
day operations of the department. 

“We’re just trying to do our job and not 
make a big show of it,” says Chefalo. 

Much of the credit for saving operating 
money goes to Asst. Supt. Albert Olivadoti, 

Regan Appointed 
To State Board 

John J. Regan, Winchester’s fire alarm 
superintendent, has been appointed to the 
advisory board of the state Building Code 
Commission. 

The appointment was made by Don Stull, 
chairman of the Building Code Commission, 
on the recommendation of the Massachusetts 
Fire Chiefs Association. 

In a letter to selectmen, fire chief I. 
Francis Amico noted that Regan assisted in 
preparing the standard incorporated in the 
code and “brings a wealth of knowledge to the 
board.” 

Regan is a member of the International 
Municipal Signal Association, and this year is 
the second vice-president of their New 
England section. 

Selectmen are sending Regan a letter of 
commendation. 


who was promoted from foreman to assistant 
recently. 

Olivadoti’s appointment has left the 
superintendent, Thomas William Conlon, free 
to work on budgets and other matters, said 
Chefalo. 

The new set-up has allowed the depart¬ 
ment to make better use of men and equi¬ 
pment, Chefalo maintains. 

Some of the $81,000 saved out of the 
department’s $400,000 budget comes from 
reducing personnel. For example, where 
there were three foremen, now there are two. 

Olivadoti used to be a foreman, when he 
became assistant superintendent, the 
foreman position was not filled. “We’re not 
going to make another foreman just for the 
sake of filling a position,” says Chefalo. 

The elimination of four vehicles has 
resulted in a substantial saving of money. 
Chefalo says. The department just recently 
turned over a dump truck to the Highway 
Department, making the five total of 
eliminated vehicles. 

Another example of cost saving was cited 
by Chefalo. Construction of a chainlink fence 
had been proposed to partially seal off the 
North Reservoir behind Washington School to 
keep children away from the water.

In Seminar 

Fourteen town employees recently at¬ 
tended a data processing seminar sponsored 
by the state Dept, of Community Affairs. 

Those who participated were Janet 
Manzie, Water Dept.; Marion Rogers, 
Building Dept.; Ruth Larson, treasurer’s 
office; Mary Avakian, Cemetery Dept., 
Marie Lyons, School Dept.; and Helen I.

For the crust: 

1 cup graded cheddar cheese 
3 4 cup sifted flour 

>2 teaspoon salt 
1 » teaspoon dry mustard 
1 1 cup melted b'ltter 

Combine ingredients and blend with fork 
or pastry blender until smooth. Knead about 
one minute to soften. Line a 9-inch pie plate 
with cheese mixture, pressing firmly to 
bottom and sides and fluting around rim. 
(Note: mixture will be difficult to roll out. 
Spread with fingers for best results). 

For the filling: 

3 ounces (1 * ^ cups medium egg noodles 

2 cups thinly sliced onions 
2 tablespoons butter 

2 eggs 

1 cup milk scalded 
1 teaspoon salt 
*4 teaspoon pepper 
1 cup grated cheddar cheese 

Cook noodles as directed on package. 
Drain. Meanwhile saute onions slowly in 
butter until tender but not brown. .Remove 
from heat. 

Add noodles and toss lightly. Place in 
uncooked cheese crust. Beat eggs slightly and 
very slowly stir in milk, salt, pepper and 
cheese. 

Pour over noodles (mixture will be scant). 
Bake at 325 degrees for 30 to 35 minutes, or 
until knife inserted in center comes out clean. 
Serves 8 to 10 as an appetizer.

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Dog Breeder 

4 People See Cute Doggy 9 
Whip Out Master Charge 9 »

Judith Muggia’s dogs are big and friendly 
and as white as the snow which was falling 
when their owner was interviewed. 

Mrs Muggia of Winchester, a dog breeder, 
owns father and son Samoyeds, the Russian 
counterpart of the German Sheperd. 

Khatali, the Navahoe word for medicine 
man, is the two-year old father. Son Kemo, 
short for Kemo Sabi, of Lone Ranger fame, is 
a year old. 

The father of Khatali, who weighs 60 
pounds and is 21 V 4 inches tall, was imported 
from England. His mother was half English, 
half American. 

Kemo, weighing 58 pounds, is 22 U inches 
tall. He is “all American,” as Mrs. Muggia 
put it. Kemo’s sister is owned by Mrs. 
Muggia’s partner in Woburn. 

“It is less expensive in the long run to buy 
a purebred than to breed one; breeding is a 
losing proposition," Mrs. Muggia said as she 
coaxed Kemo away from the coffee. 

But the dream which she has-that of every 
breeder-seems to be too strong to abandon; 
“the most perfect dog of your breed’s 
description.’’ 

According to Mrs. Muggia “perfect” in¬ 
cludes a limit of 23inches in height; a 
medium length, dense coat; brown eyes (“if 
va Samoyed has blue eyes there's a fence 
jumper”); a short back and straight legs. 

Large bones or a heavy build are negative 
factors in a Samoyed’s appearance. Another 
big point is a “trustworthy personality.” 

Neither does a Samoyed breeder inclined 
to perfection want a shy or a high-strung dog. 

“Khatali and Kemo are dogs with smiles,” 
continued Mrs. Muggia. “That’s why I never 
worry about showing them in schools.’’ 

They have demonstrated sled pulling 
through the gyms of Lynch and McCall Junior 
High Schools and Noonan, Mystic, Wyman, 
Lincoln and Ambrose elementary schools. 

Although it was only in 1968 that Mrs. 
Muggia became a Samoyed owner, she had 
wanted one while growing up. 

They weren’t available in New England 
then, however. It was while traveling through 
Phoenix, Ariz., on the way to Gallup, NM, 
where her husband was to work for a public 
health service on a Navahoe reservation that 
she “had the space and time’’ to own one. 

After the dog was killed by a car the 
breeder sent Mrs. Muggia her sister. “This 
was the first female I bred.’’ 

Mrs. Muggia waits till the litter is three 
months old before deciding on a price. “Some 
breeders are unethical in that they say before 
the litter is born that they want $400.” 

Acquring a purebred through a reputable 
breeder may cost up to $150. A showdog will 
rarely be less than $250 or $300, according to 
Mrs. Muggia. 

All the Samoyeds Judith Muggia bred are 
registered with the prefix “Nentsi,” the name 


of a Siberian tribe. She has brought several 
Samoyeds to Winchester. 

Protocol attached to breeding has for the 
most part the owner of the female contacting 
the owner of the male. 

In order to breed acceptable show dogs 
certain standards must be met. Choosing a 
bitch means examining her pedigree. Mrs. 
Muggia looks at least four generations back, 
preferably six. 

She will only accept a bitch whose hip has 
been X-rayed and cleared for hip dysplasia, 
which renders a dog incapable of working. 

For the time being Mrs. Muggia is 
satisfied with her male dogs. “Bitches 
produce for six years and take much care,” 
she said. 

Since “the only way to get owners of first 
rate bitches is to enter the males in com¬ 
petition and acquire a reputation,’’ dog shows 
constitute an integral part of a dog breeder’s 
life. 

Khatali, who has sired three litters, has 11 
points towards the 15-point championship. His 
most recent win was with the Eastern Dog 
Club at Hynes Auditorium, where he won the 
best of breed. 

In competition with other Samoyeds for 
the dog closest to the judges’ opinions for the 
standard of that breed, Khatali was judged in 
looks, movement and build. 

“There’s no point in having the prettiest 
Samoyed if the dog can’t work,” contended 
Mrs. Muggia. Samoyeds are traditionally 
herders or hunters, although in America and 
Alaska sled pulling has recently become a 
consideration. 

If the dog is free of hip dysplasia and is not 
overweight Mrs. Muggia assumes he or she 
will be an adequate worker. 

According to Mrs. Muggia, a better 
Samoyed will more likely be attained with the 
help of a reputable breeder than from a 
petshop. 

“People see a cute doggy in the window, 
whip out their master charge for $200 and 
don’t even know if it is legitimately registered 
as a purebred.” 

Nine out of 10 times Mrs. Muggia can 
judge a six-rnonth Samoyed to be a purebred 
or not. 

She looks for heavy feathering on the 
bottom of the feet and heavy black pigment 
around dark brown eyes with pure white 
eyeballs. 

By running her hand through Khatali’s and 
Kemo’s fur, Mrs. Muggia gathers four 
shopping bags per dog of fur. 

She cards it, spins it and plys it. “Each dog 
gives me either two vests, one adult-sized 
sweater or about one dozen pairs of slippers.” 

Mrs. Muggia said although her husband 
likes Kemo and Khatali, “he isn’t doggy and 
doesn’t feed or train them.” 

Sons Al, 14^2, Willie, 13 and Frank, 10, 
enjoy the dogs and sometimes handle them in 
matches. But their mother feels, “If not for

One Community’s Experience 

Officials Answer Candid Questions On Metro

“Mr. Walsh, your black children are ac¬ 
ting up" a lunchroom monitor reported by 
phone to an elementary school principal. 

Bernard Walsh, principal of Arlingon’s 
Hardy elementary school, presented this 
example of unthinking racial labeling to a 
Winchester audience Sunday night 

Hardy School, located near the Cam- 
bridge-Arlington line, has a population of 550 
students including seven Metco sixth graders. 
Most have been there two years. 

Answers about Metco, based on specific 
experience not speculation, was the intent of 
an informal panel presented by the Win¬ 
chester clerical association at St. Eulalia’s. 

About 70 persons attended the two-hour 
program which featured a candid question- 
and-answer session with Arlington’s Metco 
coordinator James Russell, and Principal 
Walsh. 

Among the audience questioners were 
School Committee members Catherine Fallon 
and Mary Pronski, and Finance Committee 
members John Williams and Richard Red¬ 
mond. 

Walsh reported on his efforts in helping 
local and Metco pupils, teachers, parents and 
school personnel understand their attitudes 
and feelings and the attitudes of minority 
children in the school in order to create better 
mutual understanding. 

Metco coordinator Russell offered a 
counterpoint to experiences as he explained 
problems and progress in Arlington’s Metco 
program which contains 32 children this year. 
The largest number, 14, are placed at the 
kindergarten level. Arlington has been in the 
state-funded Metco program for eight of its 
nine years. 

“The problem may bo in the background of 
the child," said Russell at one point. “Dif¬ 
ferent words have different meanings. There 
are words that just don’t mean the same thing 
to the student and the teacher.” 

“Our teachers were not brought up in the 
black community,” said Walsh. 

Walsh admitted that the arrival of several 
children in the fifth grade last year “was a 
learning experience for us all” even though 
the school had had only one solitary Metco 
pupil for three years. 

“It hasn't been easy," Walsh stated. “It 
takes patience, understanding, and a great 
deal of time to allay parent fears.” He ad¬ 
mitted that the Metco children tested us. They 
tried every trick in the book.” 

Parents were concerned there might be a 
“double standard of discipline, one for white 
children and one for black,” said Walsh. 

The youngsters tended to group together at 
first, said Walsh, who admitted much more 
time was spent on them at the beginning of 
the group program than now. Their fears 
involved busing, acceptance, a strange 
community and uncertainty at first about 
what was expec. d of them 

Workshops, including one by Winchester’s 
John Gibson, of the^.incoln Filene Center at 
Tufts, helped somewhat, and sympathetic 
and firm treatment of the children also helped 
in adjustment, said Walsh. 

“You need to give the kids the feeling that 
you care, not that you’re doing them a favor. 
That won’t work,” he siad He also noted his 
view that children entering in earlier grades 
might be easier to handle 

Russell put it another way as he discribed 
his close, often daily, contact with his Metco 
charges: “I deal with kids, that’s my thing. 
My attitude is “I’m a friend of yours* but 1 am 
also an authority figure too.” 

Walsh compared last year's problems in 
the introduction of Metco children into his 
classrooms with this year's problems con¬ 
cerning the introduction of children with 


special needs under Chap. 7(56. 

“We have kinds in wheelchairs with 
visual, or hearing problems or emotional 
disturbances. Kids can be cruel, but they can 
be taught respect and recognition.” 

He cited an example of a teacher who 
could not accept a terminally ill child in her 
classroom after having had the same ex¬ 
perience a previous year. 

Some teachers also complain they are not 
equipped well enough to deal with minority 
children, he explained. Meetings with 
coordinator, a workshop, a shifting of 
students may be considered to help solve the 
problem. In fact, he said, some white children 
iiad been shifted to other classes. 

“I believe we can conquer the color 
barrier,” stated Walsh “There are so many 
other barriers to conquer...We try to do a 
good job day by day II you vote Metco you’re 
taking on a great challenge." 

“I don’t want to paint a picture that the 
program is easy; it’s not,” said Russell, who 
is working his first year as coordinator in 
Arlington Although he is black, other coor¬ 
dinators have been white. 

He outlined his duties, which involve 
coordinating the mechanics of transportation 
(in this case, four station wagons), planning 
workshops, student home visits, budgets 
contact with students and liason with 
teachers and administration 

Workshops involve attitudes, curriculum 
or human relations, “anything that will help 
students and teachers,” he said. Metco 
doesn’t not plan or provide workshops, but 
suggests where such services can be obtained 
from independent sources, he stated. 

“I can’t emphasize attitudes enough," said 
Russell “Attitudes can be read by a child, 
even a six-year-old. They know.if you don’t 
like them, are putting on airs or coming down 
on them.” 

In describing some of his problems with 
teacher anxieties, student fears, and negative 
classmates, Russell stated: “It's not an easy 
role. A lot of attitudes are tested and 
questioned.” 

During discussion on Metco guidelines for 
eummunitics, it was brought out that Win¬ 
chester has made use of texts with ethnic 
references for several years. The Metco 
guidelines, which strongly encourage multi¬ 
racial and multi-ethnic materials, were 
written five years ago when many com¬ 
munities didn't have such mateials, said Mrs. 
Fallon. 

In answer to a question concerning Metco 
parent views, Russell said they were not 
happy with the idea of sending children 20 
miles from home to suburbia by bus. 

Why do they send them? The answer is 
quality education, said Russell: “The 
average reading level of Boston high school 
graduates is sixth grade level.” 

The interest of Boston parents in the 
voluntary state-funded program is indicated 
in the two-year waiting list of about 3,000 
pupils, said Russell. 

In answer to comments about long-range 
aims of Metco and low quality education in 
Boston. Russell stressed Metco was not 
designed to exist as long as it has. “It was 
thought that the racial imbalance law would 
have changed things.” He stressed the 
primary reason for Metco is “the sub¬ 
standard Boston school system.” 

Town Meeting Member Ralph Atkinson 
wondered if the Metco program were taking 
“the heat off Boston school officials.” Russell 
said “Yes, but the Boston system still needs to 
be improved Boston still has obligations.” 

Russell explained that Metco students are 
placed on a first-come first-served basis. “We 
don’t screen according to educational 
backgrounds An “A” student in Boston might 
be a “C” student here.” 


Parent and student interviews, health 
records and report cards are reviewed. 
Students with serious problems or distur 
bailees of any nature are not selected 
“because we don’t have the means to handle 
them. We do have the power to reject 
students. They are not jammed down throat 

Rev. Walter B. Davis, First 
Congregational Church, questioned Russell 
on the training and selection of Metco coor¬ 
dinators. 

Russell explained that the community 
alone makes the decision, but the state funds 
pay the salary. There are no actual 
guidelines, but past experience with multi¬ 
ethnic groups, school systems and ad¬ 
ministrations and work with children are 
strongly considered. 

In his own case, an Arlington committee of 
residents, principals and an administrator 
winnowed a field of 27 candidates. The School 
Committee and School superintendent made 
the final choice from a list of three. 

During a discussion on costs, Russell 
explained that Arlington receives funds on a 
per pupil basis tuition which goes directly into 
the Town’s general funds. Metco expenses are 
appropriated in the school budget 

Mrs. Fallon explained that Winchester 
was considering the idea of expensis break¬ 
down reimbursement “in order to achieve a 
more precise delineation of actual expenses.” 

Finance Committee member Redmond 
added that payments would come to the town 
four times a year earmarked for the school 
budget. 

There is no holding back on funds once the 
contract is approved, said Russell. Mrs. 
Pronski questioned the repeated statement of 
“total state funding” for Metco. She men¬ 
tioned that the town would pay Blue-Cross, 
Blue Shield, pension and retirement for 
employees. 

Mrs. Fallon asked what kinds of services 
the Metco office provides to a town for the 
administrative service change of $2(X) per 
pupil. The town’s proposed Metco budget of 
$1 (Hi.0(H) includes a $9,000 figure for this area. 

Russell answered that psychological, 
tutorial and guidance services are available. 

A question on whether the town is morally 
obligated to continue support of I\ietco 
students if state funds were cut off for any 
reason resulted in two different answers. 

Rev. Paul Lynch. St. Eulalia’s, acting as 
moderator, said, “No. The fear that there will 
be an absolute moral obligation is not well 
founded, although the town in its generosity 
might consider continuing support 

Mary Pronski stated she wa^ “vehemently 
opposed” to this view. “If the child enters the 
school system, we are morally obligated to 
continue that support."

Russell’s statement that Chinese and 
Spanish-speaking were also included in the 
Metco program surprised some in the 
audience. 

He also made the allegation, which was 
denied by state Department of Education 
officials on Monday, that Metco funding is 
guaranteed to each student until he completes 
school, once he actually enters in the 
program.

Hewis added that he has won the last 27 of 
the 29 referenda he has initiated. 

The town had a referendum, also advisory, 
on Metco in September, 19(58. The town 
meeting in July, 1968, had recommended to 
the School Committee that Metco be ap¬ 
proved. The vote was 97 yes to 47 no. 

The referendum vote, also called by TMM 
Hewis, went the other way. There were 2,300 
no’s to 1,922 yes’s. 

The Metco issue first came up in Win¬ 
chester in 19(57 when the School Committee 
first invited the private non-profit 
organization to town. 

A special town meeting was also called 
then, at the behest of TMM Hewis. In July of 
19(57 the town meeting voted 99-yes to 98-no.

School Committee chairman Stephen R. 
Parkhurst was asked if the town would add to 
the program over the years, developing a 
“black streak." 

Parkhurst said the committee favors 
“adding to the program—15 per year.” 

TMM Clara Hewis said a report shows 
academic achievement decreases under 
Metco because of psychological adjustments 
and “increased tension.” 

Metco increased "clannishness,” ac¬ 
cording to the report cited by Hewis, and 75 
percent of participants prefer to attend 
schools in their neighborhoods resembling 
schools in the suburbs. 

The town meeting reconvenes Monday at 
7:45 p.m. in the new high school. Remaining 
articles deal with appropriation for planning 
a transfer station at the town dump, new car 
for the Engineering Dept., lights for tennis 
courts at high school, appropriation for ad¬ 
ditional Blue Cross-Blue Shield premiums, 
acceptance of a grant from the state for the 
Recreation Department and appropriation of 
$3,7000 in case the Metco referendum cannot 
be held at the same time as the election.

The Winchester School Committee this 
week reviewed a new human growth program 
and the ongoing mathematics curricula at the 
junior high level. 

The human growth program, according to 
Walter P. Gleason, assistant superintendent 
of curriculum and instruction, is a con¬ 
tinuation of the elementary program and 
covers grades 7-9. In one instance it carries 
over to grade 10. 

The program focuses on social rather than 
physiological maturation, he said. 

Overall goals are to help students establish 
individual codes of behavior, help them 
through their adolescent years, and assist 
them in reaching positive attitudes toward 
other people, sex and drugs. 

Accompanied by junior high principals 
Joseph Forte and Robert Fitzgerald and 
members of a committee which helped to put 
the program together. Gleason said it is the 
hope of the educators to help students gain 
“more respect for themselves and others.” 

Some of the tools to be used in the program 
include scope and sequence charts which 
include goals on social standards of behavior, 
relationships with peer groups, and drugs, 
alcohol and smoking. 

Fitzgerald, a member of the planning 
committee, explained the program will be 
integrated into the studies of science, social 
studies and guidance. 

While segments of the human growth 
education will crosspvcr among the depart¬ 
ments, he said, each will have major 
responsibility for each focus of the program. 

in grade 7, he said, plans are to continue 
the present theme of “Man and Society.” 

Grade 8. said Fitzgerald, will continue 
with the theme “Man and Government.” 

In grades 9 and 10 there will be a film “VD

Every 30 Seconds” to be presented through 
biology classes. 

Gleason said the human growth program 
could be done in a week “but it won’t be done 
in a week because we want to integrate it into 
the overall program." 

He said the addition of the film on venereal 
disease was on the recommendation of 
doctors who speak of VD epidemics. 

Questions on behavior codes to be brought 
before students will be: Is it exploitive of 
others? Does it enhance self’respect? “We 
hope to get students to begin to question 
themselves,” he said. 

Committee member Mary Pronski said 
she would want “freedom and responsibility" 
to lx? emphasized. Students should recognize 
they are “responsible for their own actions.” 

MATHEMATICS 

John J. Waite Jr., director of 
mathematics, and Donald J. Stangel, junior 
high representative of the math curriculum 
council, presented a report on junior high 
mathematics. 

According to the math educators, the 
overall philosophy of the Winchester math 
program K-12 takes into consideration there 
are great differences in rates of learning 
among students because of ability, interest 
and motivation. 

The philosophy considers mathematics 
has growing applications not only to natural 
science but to other areas as well. 

And it is not the purpose of the educators to 
make mathematicians of all students. 

Waite said in the junior high area it is most 
difficult to find the right teachers. “They 
have to be split down the middle," he said. 
They need a knowledge of the subject and “be 
people who understand the junior high age 
group.” They must be “a teacher of kids first, 
math second,” he suggested. 

Dialogue among the math teachers and the 
committee members went into whether or not 
it is important to compare with other towns of 
the same socio-economic status as Win¬ 
chester or to attempt to compare nationally. 

Gleason said there used to be a national 
junior high test but it didn’t show how to 
correct weaknesses of students. 

He said all seventh graders are tested to 
determine placement of students, to know 
their strengths and weaknesses. 

Waite said he moves around among all of 
the local schools. He is at McCall on Monday, 
Lynch on Thursday, and throughout the week 
sits in on classes of non-tenure teachers and 
makes evaluations. 

Waite and Stangel received support from 
Forte who pointed to students’ successful 
performance on college board examinations 
as a means of obtaining an overall picture of 
mathematics evaluation.

New Health Center 
Open House Sunday 


Residents of Winchester will be welcomed 
to an open house at the new Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center. 31 Church st., on 
Sunday from 3 to 5 p.m. 

The growth of needs of children, adults, 
families and the elderly led to a federal 
staffing grant proposal for the new Win¬ 
chester center. 

For over 15 years Winchester citizens 
received help for children with emotional or 
retardation problems from Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center, an areawide service, 
in Lexington. 

Winchester citizens helped found the 
service, starting it as a child guidance center 
in 1958. 

After three years of study and work, the 
federal government last June announced the 
award to Mystic Valley of a grant which 
would help provide adequate adult, 
emergency and other services to phase out 
state hospitals and bring essential mental 
health care closer to home. 

A branch site search committee led by 
Edward Goodwin of Winchester selected the 
new Winchester branch office at 31 Church st. 
where citizens of all ages may go for help with 
personal, emotional or family problems. 


This office is directed by Norman Gold¬ 
stein. chief psychologist of Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Center, where he has been a 
member of the professional staff for the past 
12 years 

Goldstein’s staff at 31 Church st. includes a 
psychiatrist, psychologists, psychiatric social 
workers and a part-time psychiatric nurse. 

In addition to direct service to clients who 
may call directly for an appointment to 
discuss a problem, the Winchester branch 
staff will provide consultation to other social 
agencies such as schools, police, visiting • 
nurses and programs for the elderly. 

This indirect service which has been 
available on a more limited basis in the past 
can now be expanded under the program 
funded by the federal staffing grant. 

Mrs. H. Kimball Archibald is in charge of 
the arrangements for the open house. Helping 
will be Mrs Thomas M. Hill, Mrs. William J. 
Fallon. Mrs. Robert J. Grenzeback, Mrs.

_ WINCHESTER 
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New Sign By-Law Would Prohibit Most 
Free-Standing Signs, Regulate Others 


A new sign by-law and Swanton street 
rezoning were given initial approval by the 
Planning Board Monday. 

The intent of the by-law is to restrict 
private signs "which tend to overload the 
public’s capacity to receive information, 
which violate privacy or which increase the 
probability of accidents by distracting at¬ 
tention or obstructing vision.” 

One of the major features of the proposal, 
which must go before town meeting in March 
for action, would eliminate most free stan¬ 
ding signs. A free standing sign is any sign not 
attached to a building.

Once the new by-law is in effect no sign 
may be placed 'or altered without a sign 
permit issued b\ the building inspector 
The new by law will consider as a sign 
virtually anything which conveys message. 
There are certain obvious exceptions to the 
by-law provisions, such as government 
buildings, hospitals and other charitable 
organizations 

Besides free standing signs, the new by¬ 
law would prohibit: billboards, any moving 
signs (time and temperature signs excepted <.

Also prohibited will be all roof signs £•> 
sign mav project more than 12 inches Iron, 
the (ace of any wall, nor above the highest line 
ol the main roof of a building 

One section of the proposal likely to cause 
some consternation is the following “No sign 
shall be so placed as to cause reflection upon 
,ui>. dwelling building or dwelling unit A sign 
or its illuminator shall not by reason of its 


location, shape or color interfere with traffic 
or be confused with or obstruct the view of 
any official traffic sign.... All bare bulbs and 
tubes immediately adjacent reflecting sur¬ 
faces must be shielded from view... ” 

There are included in the proposal 
provisions for maintenance of signs. Other 
provisions deal with unused signs (illegal), 
signs for professional people such as doctors 
and lawyers, for sale and for rent signs, 
contractors and real estate signs. 

No store would be permitted more than 
one sign unless the store has another en 
trance In such case a secondary sign may be 
erected but it will not be permitted to exceed 
,o percent of the maximum permissable size 
ol the sign on the store front. 

The area equal to 10 percent of the entire 
store front is the maximum permissable area 
of the sign on the store front.” 

Banned will be gasoline station revolving 
signs common in Winchester. 

In industrial zones, where a building has 
more than one occupant, each tenant may 


erect one sign. But the total footage of all 
signs may not exceed 10 percent of the footage 
of the building front. 

Except for police and fire stations and 
Winchester Hospital, no sign may be lighted 
between midnight and 6 a.m. “These 
provisions shall apply not only to exterior 
signs but also to interior signs that are 
designed or placed so as to shine through 
windows or doors of the building.” 

Signs erected before the proposed by-law 
becomes effective must comply with the law 
within five years. All signs to be erected after 
the by-law becomes operative must comply 
immediately. 

()nc exception to the five-year compliance 
requirement is that all signs must be made to 
comply with the illumination provisions of the 
law within a year of the law’s adoption. 

Appeal of the provisions is to the Board of 
Appeal 

The Board of Appeal may permit issuance 
of permits under certain circumstances if it 
deems it’s in the public interest. 


At their meeting Monday, Planning Board 
members also adopted a policy in regard to 
Swanton street rezoning, long subject of 
dispute. 

In essence the hoard stated that all 
business areas on Swanton street from 
Washington street to the river on the south 
side (150 feet hack) will become general 
residence except for the corner at Holland 
street, which will stay business. 

Also excepted is the area from Washington 
street to Nino’s, which will also stay business. 

On the other side of the street, the board 
said that the area from Holland street to the 
bridge shall stay residential except for the 
hardware store and the corner opposite where 
the old bakery was. 

Swanton street zoning will also be taken up 
at the annual town meeting. 

Also to be acted on are 13 amendments to 
last year’s adopted zoning by-law. Engineer 
John H. Ciarcia describes the amendments as 
primarily technical clarifications of the law. 


Advocacy Center Admits Error On 766 Charge 


Officers Named To 
Fireman’s Relief 


The head of the citizens group which a< 
cused Winchester of diverting special needs 
education funds has said he was mistaken in 
his charges. 

Larry Brown. director of the 
Massachusetts Advocacy Center, wrote 
Winchester Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jt 

“On the basis of the budgeting data as 
confirmed by the division of special 
education. I believe Winchester is in fuil 
compliance with the provisions of the special 
education appropriations act. 

"Moreover. I believe Winchester school 
officials have acted in good faith in this entire 
matter and attribute my discrepancies 
between the data originally given to the 
monitor and that subsequently given the 
state, to error or misunderstanding." 

Brown originally accused Winchester as 
being one of 15 Massachusetts communities 
diverting state funds intended for education 
for handicapped children. 

Town comptroller James .J. Costello in a 


recent Star was quoted as calling the story on 
the alleged diversion of funds Untrue. 

Winchester is one of six communities in 
Massachusetts with an AAA credit rating 
School Committee Chairman Stephen It 
Parkhurst as well called the story untrue. The 
committee had included an additional 
$107,000 in its fiscal 1975 budget above the • 
regular appropriation for a special education j 
in case there was a lag in sta^ reim- : 
bursement. • 

Following Brown’s accusation, state j 
Education Cmsr. Gregory R. Atirig ■ 
threatened to sue the 15 communities. Win¬ 
chester had been accused of diverting $54,341. j 
Hep Saltmarsh visited the Department of : 
Education later to meet with Anrig. The next : 
dav he received a letter, reading in part: 


criticisms to see if they are warranted. In this 
particular case, the charges were totally 
inaccurate.” 

Monday night selectmen praised the ef¬ 
forts of Costello and Saltmarsh and decided to 
send them letters to this effect.

Only $39,000 was placed in the 
general fund.” 

Rep. Saltmarsh said he didn't know if the 
other communities cited by the Advocacy 
Center took similar action to challenge the 
charges. “I do know- the Department of 
Education and the Massachusetts Advocacy 
Center realize now that we, in Winchester, 
value the reputation of our town,” Saltmarsh 
said. 

"We will not take lightly any aspersions 
cast upon it. Those of us entrusted with the 
responsibility of directing and administering 
town business will quickly investigate any
